Be warned, however, that 
strong prejudices can only spring from a 
knowledgeable source. 

Elizabeth Gordon, House Beautiful’s 
editor from 1942 to 1964, also had strong 
opinions. In a period when most architects 
were seduced by the Bauhaus style, she 
called it “too clinical.” Instead she initiat- 
ed designs for houses that would epitomize 
the best thinking of her time. These de- 
signs pioneered energy conservation, in- 
door-outdoor living and the ranch house 
with its simple, livable floor plan. She also 
introduced Americans to the Japanese con- 
cept of beauty known as shibui. For mak- 
ing House Beautiful a “‘serious archi- 
tectural influence” she has been made an 
Honorary Member of The American Insti- 
tute of Architects. We are proud of her. 

Lately architecture has been more fanci- 
ful. For those of us who are sure that “if 
only” we had a special place we would 
pursue our art or craft, we have an answer. 
When architect Mark Simon’s mother 
asked him to design a music studio, he 
gave her a romantic shingled tower (page 
82). Her piano has a room of its own with 
an ocean view. This enchanting folly also 
serves as guest quarters. 

Inspired food can nurture good conver- 
sation. The seemingly effortless alfresco 
dinners given by Jenifer and George Lang 
at their idyllic lakeside retreat create an 
atmosphere conducive to scintillating con- 
versation. May there be the right place, the 
best food and the brightest talk for each of 
us this summer.

“COLOR SHOULD REINFORCE THE ARCHITECTURE,

s a child I was content to be 
alone; I dreamer. 
Maybe because I was lucky 
enough to grow up with a 

big garden in Missouri, I could lie 

down in the grass and be inspired by

the colors around me. I can remember 
going to church a lot, and the color of 
the light that came into the church 
was very beautiful. I also remember 
when I lived in Rome seeing a small 
piece of alabaster glazing in the Baths 
of Diocletian. That magnificent 
cream, sensual light coming through 
the window! Until I saw onyx in its 
glory in Egypt—the light coming 
through canopic jars—I hated onyx. 
Before that I had associated it with 
shiny, cheap Mexican tourist ash- 
trays. Certain colors are sensual for 
me; it’s like someone touching you. I 
am intrigued with colors that are 
metamorphic, that don’t reveal 
themselves immediately—what

quarts of paint and do a corner. Look 
at that in the morning when you wake 
up, in the evening when the lights are 
on in the room. Live with it for a 
month before you go ahead and paint 
the room. You do it with a roll of 
wallpaper—why not with paint? 
That’s why a paint chip isn’t satis- 
factory. We forget that color multi- 
plies in intensity when used as cubic 
footage. The acceptable color on the 
little chip becomes very aggressive, so 
it’s best not to make the obvious 
choice. Don’t choose the color you 
think you want. Back up and choose 
one five shades lighter, because the 
totality will give you the color you 
think you want in the small sample. 
Color, like clothing, has its fashion 
cycles. I would say that different 
shades of green are coming to the 
forefront. Teal is very much a fashion 
color. And a new shade coming into 
play is grayed pale lime, the color of 






















I call nuance colors. They are 
constantly changing with the 
time of day, and when the lights 
go on at night they become richer 
and deeper.

woodwork on this house is made of slate.” 
That’s what I mean by elusive color. 

Color in the home is a union, a mar- 
riage. Unfortunately, color is often applied 
with a heavy hand—as if it has no relation- 
ship to the way a room faces or how old 
the people in it are. Think about that. You 
would normally expect a woman of a cer- 
tain age with gray hair to look beautiful in 
mauve or pale blue. She can be intelligent 
about that and yet surround herself with a 
bright yellow room. 

Strong color is very unforgiving next to 
older skin. We can look jaundiced against 
highway-stripe yellow walls. Don’t get me 
wrong, there are shades of yellow that I 
absolutely love—the very pale yellow you 
often see in baby’s woolen sweaters, the 
color of summer squash, although you 
might consider that a sort of pale mari- 
gold. In fact, I like yellow when it’s in the 
apricot family. 

We're often more objective about cloth- 
ing color because it’s not permanent; it can 
be taken off. However, you can try color 
on. Spend a tiny bit of money, buy a few 


fresh crocuses as they stick their 
heads up, the color-you’d see in a 
sorbet—a soft, non-acidic lime. It’s a nu- 
anced color that should have luminosity. 
How to achieve that? Choose a pale color 
and if you have a lot of money, have the 
walls lacquered. You see that in Venetian 
palaces where the color actually becomes 
part of the plaster, as in a fresco. An inex- 
pensive way to achieve that is to skimcoat 
the wall first. Apply a thin layer of new 
plaster, then paint the color you want and 
go over that with polyurethane. This is 
best done on a darker color because the 
polyurethane will alter the color. 

Today, fashion also favors a light spec- 
trum. My favorite example is the ballroom 
of the Amalienburg Palace outside Mu- 
nich. It is an elegant, icy, mirrored room, 
layered in many shades of pale blue and 
silver leaf. The shimmering effect of the 
mirrors and pale hues creates a frozen inte- 
rior landscape at its most ethereal. This 
room, in fact, was the inspiration for my 
family’s dining room color scheme (see 
HB, November °86). While you can be 
inspired by colors you have seen, you don’t

have to duplicate them exactly. For exam- 


ple, our dining room walls are pale ame- 


thyst. The woodwork is celadon in a 
high-gloss finish. Bleached floors, shiny 
platinum-colored chintz tablecloth and 
chair slipcovers create a cool oasis. 

The most important thing about color is 
that it cannot be isolated. You only see 
color in juxtaposition with another color. 
Some color you can only use in a limited 
quantity. A shocking fuchsia in a soft pil- 
low can be wonderful, but if you covered a 
whole sofa in it, you’d gag. 

Pale pink, however, can be very flatter- 
ing. The same for pale amethyst; it makes 
people with very white skin look good and 
those with black skin look spectacular. Yet 
it’s a color most people don’t use in deco- 
rating. They think of it as lavender—and 
run in the other direction. 

I advise clients to follow nature’s lead. 
One client had a seashell whose interior 
was the color she wanted on her walls. Her 
apartment, on a lower floor of a pre-World 
War II building, didn’t have wonderful 
views or much natural light. The peach 
seashell color in high-gloss paint worked in 
that gloomy apartment. Now that we’re 
doing her new apartment, which is on the 
water, we’re not using that color. What has 
turned us around is the view and the cli- 
ent’s collection of celadon. 

Color should be a complement to what 
we see outdoors. In Arizona, where there 
is extreme sunlight and little water, I 
would choose cool, medium-value hues. 
White is not wonderful if you have to wear 
sunglasses indoors! In Michigan, where the 
snow goes on and on, I would not want 
white either. I might want peach or the 
green of spring. California’s veiled light 
allows the eye to enjoy many shades of 
white without the associated glare. 

How to choose the proper white? Put 
eight of your favorite whites on a board so 
they all touch. Then you'll see which one 
you want, because one will turn pink, one 
cream, one gray-green. It’s all in the juxta- 
position of color. 

Color, then, should be used in a way 
that is appropriate to your environment. It 
should reinforce the architecture, balance 
the natural conditions and nurture the soul 
of the inhabitants.

By ANGELICA GARNET T——— 
hen my mother, 
Vanessa Bell, first 
saw Charleston 
Farmhouse in 1916, 
she immediately realized that it 
would be the perfect family 
home. She and her two sons, Ju- 
lian and Quentin, along with her 
fellow artist Duncan Grant and 
his friend David Garnett, had 
been living together at Wissett 
in Suffolk where 
Duncan and David 
(alias Bunny) had 
attempted some- 
what frivolously to 
run a smallholding. 
When this proved 
less successful than 
they had hoped, 
they moved down 
to Sussex. Vanessa 
knew the area well, 
having often stayed 
at Asheham, the 
house rented by her 
sister, Virginia 
Woolf, four miles 
from Charleston. 
Since then many 
things important to 
the feel of the place 
have ceased to ex- 
ist. Horses, wagons, 
cornstocks, hay- 
stacks, hand-milk- 
: ing, the farm

all disappeared. Other, more catastrophic 
alterations have taken place.

more exposed, no longer a feathered oasis 
under the lee of the downs, whose elephan- 
tine reaches lie between Charleston Farm- 
house and the sea. 

It is still possible to understand why 


Vanessa fell in love with 
Charleston Farmhouse. Indeed 
it is a delightful surprise to dis- 
cover this group of buildings 
that speaks undemonstratively 
of a past which probably dates 
back to the Middle Ages. Owing 
partly to its distance from the 
main road and partly to the re- 
straint of its landlord, Lord 
Gage, Charleston Farmhouse 
has escaped the worst of 
modernization. 

It is largely innocent of archi- 
tectural pretensions. Apart from 
the attempt at a bay window in 
the drawing room—the only 
room in which one can detect 
any desire for “elegance” or 
“gentility” and the 
only dark room— 
the building is en- 
tirely straightfor- 
ward. It has no 
imposing facade, no 
parapet, no grand 
fireplaces, no stone 
flags or spacious 
staircases. It could 
have been built at 
any time from the 
middle of the 17th 
century to the end 
of the 18th, with 
additions in the 
19th and 20th cen- 
turies. It is utilitari- 
an, as befits a 
farmhouse, its so- 
called hall only a 
passage and _ its 
stairs merely a way 
of getting up or 
down. Neverthe- 
less, apart from the

by Vanessa and Duncan, it has personality. 
It breathes an air of domesticity and hu- 
man warmth. Those who lived here, 
though probably neither rich nor cultured, 
contrived airy, luminous rooms in which 
to be born, to make love and to die. 
Culturally sophisticated they were, but 
Duncan and Vanessa were not dyed-in-the- 
wool intellectuals. They flourished in a re- 
laxed atmosphere where they could give 
full rein to a natural sensuality, indifferent 
to social conventions, free to dream about 
such abstract notions as light, space and 
color. Imposed by circumstances and dis- 
covered by good luck, Charleston Farm- 
house was exactly what they needed. Its 
remoteness proved one of its attractions, 
enabling Vanessa to institute a way of life 
that suited her gift for balancing the de- 
mands of a family and artistic creation. 
Once installed, Vanessa found herself 
alone for most of the day. The occasional 
presence of friends did not deter her from 
painting, in spite of the fact that there was 
no studio then. I remember a green army 
hut at the bottom of the paddock to which 
she and Duncan could retire when they 
wished. But at first the room where 
Vanessa slept, now known as Duncan’s 
bedroom, was used as a studio. Here she 
was first inspired to paint the fabric of the 
house—in this instance the doors on either 
side of the fireplace. Each was a still life— 
an armful of flowers placed in a large pot 
from Italy, a favorite shape, familiar to 
their visual repertory and which, by its 
generous proportions, brings a touch of the 
south into the room. So do the colors she 
used, which are luminous and lighthearted. 
Few of the other decorations are quite so 
happily suited to their environment, with 
the possible exception of the panels in the 
back room, which reveal a witty simplicity 
characteristic of Vanessa’s personality. 


DECORATIVE INSPIRATION 
For some years the house was bare of all 
save the most necessary furniture. Many 
pieces came from local sales and were al- 
ready fairly worm-eaten. Some, such as the 
log box, were chance acquisitions used 
originally for some other purpose. Others, 
such as the Morpheus bed painted by Dun- 
can for Vanessa, were altered beyond rec- 
ognition by the addition of paint. Vanessa 
was fond of buying odd pieces of material. 
The curtains and other textiles varied from 
ordinary checked cotton to things embroi-

JOHN DEANE 
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SEARCHING FOR THE COVERLETS OF NORTH CAROLINA LEADS TO OTHER 
TRADITIONAL HANDICRAFTS NATIVE TO THE SOUTHERN HIGHLANDS

o drive through 
the Great 
Smoky Moun- 
tains of North 

Carolina looking for 
Scottish Rose, Honey- 
suckle or Whig Rose 
sounds more like a hunt 
for wildflowers than a 
search for woven cover- 
lets. But these are the 
flowery and _ poetic 
names given years ago 
to coverlet patterns, 
those traditional de- 
signs handed down 
from mother to daugh- 
ter by generations of 
mountain weavers. Just 
how very old the patterns are can be 
guessed at from some of the names. Whig 
Rose, Queen of England and Flowers of 
Edinburgh were brought from England 
and Scotland by early settlers. Other pat- 
terns like Martha Washington and Virgin- 
ia Beauty are homegrown. Coverlets in 
these patterns are still being woven in the 
mountains, and even in towns and cities, 
but they are not always easy to find. Fac- 
tory-made imitations are widely available 
in crafts shops, but the handwoven exam- 
ples are somewhat rare because they re- 
quire a great deal of skill to weave. 

The search for a traditional coverlet can 
make a memorable and scenic weekend, as 
I discovered last spring when I took Pied- 
mont Airlines down to Asheville, NC, to 
look for the “‘coverlids,” as they are some- 
times called, and for the weavers them- 
selves. With practice and some expert 
advice you can learn, as I did, how to 
recognize good Appalachian weaving so 
that you can browse and shop in the galler- 
ies without fear of bringing home a fac- 
tory-made imitation. And along the way 
you can also discover other mountain

I began my coverlet 
search at the Folk Art 
Center (five miles east 
of Asheville on the Blue 
Ridge Parkway) where 
the Southern Highland 
Handicraft Guild has 
its headquarters. There 
I met Blair White, the 
assistant director of the 
guild, and Barbara 
Miller, a weaver who 
demonstrates her craft 
at the center. After ex- 
plaining the guild’s pri- 
mary objectives—the 
preservation, improve- 
ment and marketing of 
the best in Southern 





For several reasons Asheville makes a 
good base for your search. An active com- 
munity of weavers of old traditional pat- 
terns as well as new designs, Asheville also 
has the headquarters of the Southern 
Highland Handicraft Guild. And because 
the town has a long history as a summer 
resort, there are dozens of delightful places 
to stay. Southerners used to come up to the 
mountains to escape the heat, and Eastern- 
ers discovered Asheville’s charms after the 
railroad came through in the 1890s. Lodg- 
ing ranges from the posh Grove Park Inn 
to bed and breakfast establishments which 
are reminiscent of the house where Thom- 
as Wolfe’s mother took in summer board- 
ers. Cedar Crest, a newly renovated 
Victorian mansion on Biltmore Ave., be- 
came my headquarters for three days, and 
from there I visited local weavers in their 
studios as well as crafts shops. Rumor has 
it that the original owner of the mansion 
borrowed craftsmen from Vanderbilt’s 
Biltmore House to carve the oak paneling 
in the entrance hall and parlor. No matter 
who did the carving, there are enough 
scrolls, pilasters and fancy garlands of fruit 
and flowers to make an admirer of Victori- 
ana swoon with delight. 


Appalachian crafts— 
Mr. White told me about the crafts sales, 
exhibits and daily demonstrations at the 
Folk Art Center and showed me the li- 
brary, one of the finest crafts libraries in 
the Southeast. After some research there I 
drove with Barbara Miller to her studio in 
Pisgah Forest. On the way we stopped at 
Southern Expressions Gallery, also in Pis- 
gah Forest, five miles east of Brevard on 
Highway 64. Because the owners, Suellen 
and Dwight Pigman, represent 150 crafts- 
men in weaving as well as ceramics, metal, 
glass and wood, the gallery makes an ideal 
starting place for someone just learning 
about mountain crafts. 

Driving south along the Blue Ridge 
Parkway we dropped down into the wood- 
ed valley where everything looked old, es- 
pecially the trees with knotted limbs thrust 
out as if to cast a peaceful spell. I thought 
the dilapidated barns were ready to be dis- 
mantled for their siding, until I realized 
they were still inhabited by cows and an- 
cient farm machinery. Houses, too, are in- 
nocent of paint. And everywhere you look 
there is a blue haze of mountains, stretch- 
ing to the horizon. 

Southern Expressions Gallery [(704) 
(Continued on page 40) 
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884-6242] looks like a traditional mountain 
cabin. Suellen and Dwight Pigman built it 
themselves from white pine cut on their 
own land. Mrs. Pigman is a weaver, and 
her husband is a potter, now building his 
own kilns behind the gallery. Taking me 
over to her own work on display she held 
up a coverlet. It was an authentic pattern 
called Pine Bloom, just like an old coverlet 
handed down from her great-grandmother. 
Mrs. Pigman weaves other coverlets in old 
patterns, some with fanciful names like 
Lover’s Knot and Lee’s Surrender, and 
like other weavers of traditional patterns, 
she uses a simple four-harness loom. 

Most traditional looms in Appalachia 
are four-harness. A simple machine and 
very easy to construct, the loom is amaz- 
ingly adaptable for different kinds of weav- 
ing, especially the overshot weave of 
traditional coverlets that is based on the 
diagonal line of the twill-weave structure. 
The beautiful patterns are created by vary- 
ing the size of groups of threads that the 
colored thread passes over. This creates 
the “overshot.” To check the quality of 
any coverlet, you should look for a good 
balance between the warp (vertical) 
threads and the weft (horizontal) threads 
of the pattern. There should be as many 
threads in one direction as there are in 
another. An authentic overshot weave has 
a tabby thread, usually of the same color as 
the warp thread, running across the pat- 
tern every other row. To find it lift the 
colored thread in the overshot design. 

After stopping by Barbara Miller’s stu- 
dio we were back in Asheville in time for 
one of her demonstrations of overshot pat- 
tern weaving at the Folk Art Center. Mrs. 
Miller is a master weaver who can trace 
her ancestry back eight generations to En- 
glish and Welsh pioneers in the mountains 
of western North Carolina. She often tells 
how when she was six years old her mother 
took her into Asheville to watch the 
weaver at the Allanstand Craft Shop. She 
vowed then that one day she would learn. 

Mrs. Miller will show you how wool was 
washed and carded, spun and readied for 
dyeing. Most early weavers dyed their own 
thread from tree bark or plants. The most 
distinctive dye was a crimson red from 
madder root boiled with water in an iron 
pot. Another favorite came from indig: 
plant originally brought from India. Un 
like those old weavers, Barbara Miller do: 
not do her own dyeing. Chemically dyed 
yarn is more consistent, and since weaving 


coverlets takes many hours, dyeing is eco- 
nomically unfeasible. She does collect 
weavers’ “‘drafts,’’ the pattern guides 
passed on by mountain weavers. Since ear- 
ly weavers could seldom read or write, 
“drafts”? resemble lines of music, with slash 
marks like notes indicating how to thread 
the harnesses of the loom, push the pedals 
and alternate the colors. 

Mrs. Miller has found “‘drafts’’ written 
on the back of ledgers, or sewn together 
once the paper has worn through with use. 
Most have evocative names like Gentle- 
man’s Fancy, Job’s Trouble, Kentucky 
Snowflake or North Carolina Beauty, and 
some have simple instructions in the lan- 
guage of people not used to wasting words. 
Such legends read “tromp as writ,” which 
means to treadle just as it is written. And 
Mrs. Miller does just that. You can visit 
her Pisgah Forest studio on Glade Creek 
Road by appointment, or call for informa- 
tion (704) 877-3325. Mrs. Miller’s cover- 
lets, which range from $500 to $750, are 
also on display at the Allanstand Craft 
Shop in the Folk Art Center. 

In search of other forms of Appalachian 
weaving, I visited Whitewoven, Sheree 
Sorrells’s gallery and production shop on 
N. Main Street in Waynesville, about 45 
minutes west of Asheville [(704) 452- 
1864]. Mrs. Sorrells’s cotton rag rugs, up 
to eight feet in a single width of smoky, 
muted colors, hang on the walls of the 
studio. Table mats and napkins in every 
hue have been hand-dyed and woven in 
machine-washable cotton. A new addition, 
rag upholstery looks similar to rag rugs but 
is lighter and finer. Samples I saw were of 
dusky pinks and greens, but other colors 
can be ordered. Custom orders cost $52 
per, yard in a 60-inch width. 

Another weaver with a distinctive style 
is Leigh McAdams, who works at an an- 
tique Vermont loom weaving hand-dyed 
wool rugs with mill ends she buys from a 
source in Maine. She dyes the pieces, three 
pounds at a time, in an enamel pot in her 
basement. The rugs run from vivid colors 
with simple geometric designs to graduat- 
ed single shades that have a contrasting 
natural border and sell for $20 a square 
foot. Ms. McAdams [(704) 298-7081] has 
weaving on display at the Trade Street 
Gallery in Tryon, NC, and the Greenville 
County (SC) Museum of Art. 

On the third Thursday of July you can 
see the work of Leigh McAdams, Sheree 
Sorrells and Barbara Miller at the Guild 
Fair at the Asheville Civic Center. Begun 
in 1948, the Guild Fair of the Southern 
Highland Handicraft Guild is considered 
the finest crafts fair in the Southeast. More 
than 125 exhibitors—all members of the 





Guild—will show their handicrafts from 
July 16 through 19. For more information 
write to Guild Fair, PO Box 9545, Ashe- 
ville, NC 28815, or phone (704) 298-7928. 

Formed in 1930 to preserve and pro- 
mote Appalachian crafts, the Southern 


* Highland Handicraft Guild has 650 mem- 


bers who are carefully screened and select- 
ed by a Guild standards committee. The 
Guild owes a great deal to the work of 
Frances Goodrich, who arrived in the 
Asheville area in 1890, sent by the Presby- 
terian Church to start a settlement house. 
The story goes that a neighbor gave her a 
40-year-old coverlet. Recognizing the qual- 
ity of the design, Miss Goodrich began 
riding through mountain communities to 
persuade women to revive their skills in 
weaving coverlets, which she then offered 
for sale. Miss Goodrich founded the Allan- 
stand Cottage Industries in Asheville. 

Today the Allanstand Craft Shop, now 
incorporated into the Folk Art Center, 
provides a market for the members of the 
Southern Highland Handicraft Guild as 
does the Guild’s other store, Guild Crafts, 
on Tunnel Road. Other shops also sell 
handicrafts made by Guild members, usu- 
ally identified on the hang tag of each item. 
At the Weaver’s Web on Charlotte Street. 
owner Susan Eggerton weaves rag rugs 
suitable for a child’s room. New Morning 
Gallery in Biltmore Village carries table 
mats, tablecloths, throws and other crafts. 

The mountains around Asheville abound 
in crafts shops, but of special interest is 
Riverwood Handweaving in Dillsboro be- 
cause it is owned by Susan Leveille, the 
great-niece of Lucy Morgan. Miss Morgan 
and Olive Campbell were the so-called sec- 
ond generation of the handicrafts revival, 
and both were founders of the Southern 
Highland Handicraft Guild. Riverwood 
Handweaving [(704) 586-9418] carries 
unique rag rugs woven by Nanette David- 
son and Grace Cathey and jackets, coats, 
and shawls woven by Ms. Leveille.@

e should look to 
the South for ways to deal psy- 
chologically with August,” says 
designer John Saladino. He refers 
to the days before air-condition- 
ing when Southerners knew that 
making rooms /ook cool in sum- 
mer—with white slipcovers and 
straw matting—was just as im- 
portant as keeping them cool. 

While Mr. Saladino looks to 
the South for guidance in dress- 
ing his New York City apartment 
for summer, he goes far beyond 
swathing a room all in white. 
“To my mind ice blue—blue with 
a green cast—is even cooler than 
white. Ice usually has a green 
tint. And besides, white can be 
glaring in summer.” For these 
reasons he chose pale aqua in a 
shimmery silk and cotton to cov- 
er the three sofas in the palatially 
proportioned drawing room, and 
he designed a rug to match, wo- 
ven of sisal and aqua cotton (see 
HB Today, June ’87). 

Mr. Saladino does not sub- 
scribe to the Southern theory 
that everything must be covered 
alike—some pillows have mauve 
striped chintz with a slightly wet 
look—or even that everything 
must have a cover at all. “I tried 
covering the tall Cromwellian 
chairs,” he says, “‘and they just 
looked awkward. And the two 
armchairs in iridescent silk stay 
the same year-round. I knew that 
the wet look of the silk would 


carry them through the summer.’ 

Some pillows are covered in 
linen gauze, as are the long refec- 
tory table and the painting above 
it, a reference to summer dress in 
the old South when paintings, 
mirrors and chandeliers were 
draped in mosquito netting. 
“Thank goodness I don’t have a 
chandelier in this room,” says the 
designer. “To drape it I would 
need scaffolding—no ladder is 
tall enough.” 

The 23-foot-high room was 
once the ballroom of the apart- 
ment built by Jay Gould’s grand- 
son. The original apartment was 
divided long ago, and Mr. Sala- 
dino, his wife, Virginia, and son 
have only a small portion. “The 
grandest portion,” says the de- 
signer who explains that after liv- 
ing in Rome he came to love 
monumental scale. “I also ac- 
quired a romance with corro- 
sion,” he says about the Italian 
influence. Thus the drawing 
room walls look as if they have 
decayed. They are, in fact, only 
about two years old. Scratch-coat 
plaster (often called brown plas- 
ter) was put up without a finish- 
ing coat; then radiators were 
turned up full blast so it would 
dry unevenly. Sofa fabric, Cow- 
tan & Tout; linen gauze, Henry 
Calvin Fabrics; bronze coffee ta- 
ble designed by Mr. Saladino for 
Baker; sofas, Saladino Furniture, 
Inc.; flowers, Twigs. 


“The colors and textures change when I put slipcovers 
on the sofas and pillows. Velvet feels suffecating in summer,” 
says John Saladino about the rich velvets and damask on pillows 
which change to gauze, cotton and chintz. Silky covers on sofas 
fit loosely and tie into bows—for a cool, casual look. 
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Top: Changing a small foyer (recently rebuilt to look 
like a Roman atrium) for summer means taking up the rug 
and bringing in pots of summery flowers like astilbe and foxglove. 
Water splashing in the lion’s-head fountain has a cooling effect. 
{bove: The breakfast area in the kitchen is defined by a tiled 
niche with leather banquette. Amethyst lacquered chair and wall 
lamp in verdigris finish were designed by Mr. Saladino. 
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Top: In the windowless hall where the Saladinos 
dine, the designer created a mysterious, dramatically lit 
space to contrast sharply with the vast, light-filled drawing 
room beyond.

he best features were the leaded-pane win- 

dows—and the wonderful view of the 

yard,” says Josef Pricci of the sunroom 

(above) he decorated at the Rogers Memo- 
rial Library Designer Show House. His simple 
valances and draperies not only frame the windows 
but also draw the eye to the stately columns be- 
tween them. To give the window treatment a so- 
phisticated finish, Mr. Pricci mitered the striped 
fabric. ““Mitering gives any pattern an entirely new 
look. It almost becomes a new fabric,”’ says the 
designer, whe used the same technique to trans- 
form the sofa pillow covers. The fabrics—all green 
prints on white background—as well as the pale 
green sisal carry out the color scheme, which was 
inspired by the lush summer greenery visible 
through the windows. The room, however, can be 
used year-round, says Mr. Pricci. “For winter you 
just put down a larger, heavier carpet, a dhurrie o1 


needlepoint to make the room warmer.” 


For the dining addition to their New Jersey 
kitchen (opposite) the owners wanted “‘a big, ro- 
mantic, outdoor feeling,” says designer Barbara 
Ostrom. A favorite spot for casual family dining as 
well as entertaining, the addition is heated and 
outfitted with triple thermal windows for year- 
round use. The latticework was designed by Ms. 
Ostrom and constructed by Don Hogan (note the 
smaller openings on diagonal panels), but ready- 
made lattice is available at lumberyards. The slid- 
ing glazed doors lead to a deck that juts into the 
landscaped yard. The doors and windows are left 
bare to maximize light and the view. Other ways to 
invite the outdoors in: skylights, chairs hand- 
carved to resemble twigs (from Luten Clarey 
Stern) and a flower-strewn floor. Because of the 
multi-hued blooms, white trellis and wood furni- 
ture, the room welcomes the colors of each season, 
from fali’s deep oranges and the poinsettia-red of 
Christmas to the pink blossoms of spring.

have always lived in and loved Victorian houses with porches,”’ 

says the owner of this c. 1890 country retreat on Long Island, 

NY. In summer this porch is her living room, where she does 

everything from read the Sunday papers to give cocktail parties. 
Designer Tonin MacCallum therefore kept the decorating simple 
and practical: Old wicker and wood furniture is painted to match the 
house trim; a single Rose Cumming chintz covers seat cushions, 
which are kept indoors when the owner is away; sisal blankets the 
slippery floor. 

“T chose sisal made for diving boards because it can stay outside 
all year,” says Ms. MacCallum. The sisal, from Rosecore Carpet 
Co., comes in narrow widths that can be sewn together. “In the 
beginning of the season you just hose it off and lay it on the grass to 
dry in the sun,” Ms. MacCallum says. When the owner arrives for 
the weekend, all she does is distribute cushions and arrange flowers 
cut from her garden. 

Designed by Diane Sjoholm in keeping with the vintage of the 
house, the garden is full of old-fashioned annuals and perennials. 
“Normally I select pastels,” says Ms. Sjoholm. “But the owner 
wanted brightly colored flowers that she could see from inside the 
house and to go with her decor when she makes arrangements. We 
finally agreed on a blend of vibrant and soft tones, so the garden is a 
reflection of us both.” Editor BEVERLY McGUIRE

igh style on a shoestring is what artist Gail 
Leddy accomplished in this subtly toned liv- 
ing room. All her upholstered pieces—even 
the 1920s daybed—were scavenged from ga- 
rage sales and junk shops. Needless to say, nothing 
matched until designer Charles Riley came up with a 
scheme for slipcovering with sheets. He relied on two 
“‘tea-dipped”” patterns from the Liberty of London 
Collection by Martex. What gives the slipcovers their 
sophistication is unusual trim. For example, the arm- 
chairs have cut-moss cotton fringing ($6 per yard) 
similar to that which graced the stateroom furniture 
on luxury yachts decades ago. The little peach chair is 
trimmed with a remnant ‘“‘we just happened to find,” 
says Mr. Riley. “With slipcovers you can play with 
trim that might be too fussy for upholstery.” Stenciled 
walls by Gail Leddy of Oasis Studio.

Laura Ashleys new Bloomsbury fabrics 


bring out the charm of a 1930s house 


rom childhood, Jody Thompson-Kennedy, one of HB’s decorat- 

ing editors, was enchanted with her grandfather’s blue-shuttered 

cottage. “It had so many wonderful places to explore,” she says, 

“like the little door beside the fireplace which opens on a 
cupboard where we’d play as kids.” Jody’s love of the house made her a 
natural candidate for tenancy when Grandpa Larry made the house 
available last year. ‘‘Besides,”’ says Jody, “‘my husband, Shane, and I had 
ideas we wanted to try out.” The two rolled up their sleeves, took down 
the draperies and carried the Oriental rugs to the attic. ““We scrubbed all 
the walls and painted them linen-white. Suddenly, the house lit up,” says 
Jody. About that time, she previewed Laura Ashley’s new Bloomsbury 
Collection of fabrics and decided the free-spirited designs were just right 
for the house, built in the ’30s when Bloomsbury artists Vanessa Bell 
(Virginia Woolf sister) and Duncan Grant were creating many of their 
inventive fabric patterns. “It really wasn’t Shane’s style,” says Jody of her 
husband, known for his avant-garde dyed cement designs for Furniture 
Club. “But he was willing to experiment!” >

nspiration for the Laura Ashley fabrics and 
the decorative painting in the Kennedys’ 
house was Charleston Farmhouse, a very 
special house in Sussex, England, recently 
restored and opened as a museum (see page 24). 
It was the home of artists Vanessa Bell and 
Duncan Grant, who didn’t limit their brushwork 
to canvases. If paint were handy, they’d trans- 
form a lampshade with squiggles, add a checked 
seat to a flea market chair, edge a mantel with a 
crisscross and dot border rather like the one 
above the fireplace (right). 
Bell and Grant approached their rented farm- 


house as a work in progress. Virginia Woolf de- 
scribed the spirit of her sister’s unique house in a 
letter: ‘““Nessa presides over the most astonishing 
menage; Belgian hares, governesses, children [she 
had two with Clive Bell; one with Duncan 
Grant], gardeners, hens, ducks and painting all 
the time, till every inch of the house is a different 
colour.” Such an effusive look didn’t seem right 
for the Kennedys’ house, which is far quieter 
than Charleston, despite the antics of Willy the 
dog. ‘““We only wanted a little decorative painting 
on the walls,” says Jody, “just enough to spark 
the imagination.” B® 


In honor of their newly painted house, Jody and Shane Kennedy treated their 
feathered neighbors to fanciful abodes (above). Since neither one is a painter (though 


Shane does sculpture), the two asked Sara Nesbitt to add her brushwork to the 
house. Ms. Nesbitt worked freehand, painting leaves on the stairs, crisscrosses on the mantel. 
She also highlighted the dragons in the fireplace’s relief and decorated the 


niche with motifs that echo the fabric on the Palecek wicker chair and ottoman.

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anessa Bell and Duncan Grant 
were rebels against the tasseled 
and trimmed look of their day,” 
says Jody Thompson-Kennedy. 
Consequently, the two Bloomsbury artists 
designed a trompe I’oeil swag (on the win- 
dow) for a 1932 design exhibition and drew 
angels on a field of doodled flowers for 
another of their commercial fabric com- 
missions. Grant and Bell’s fabrics, de- 
signed from the early 1900s to the ’50s, 
were used liberally in their own home. But 
by the 1980s, many of the originals had 
deteriorated badly, so Laura Ashley 
stepped in and painstakingly reproduced 
the designs. In return, the company was 
given permission to manufacture the 
Bloomsbury fabrics in its own colorways. 
Of the patterns (left) “Queen Mary” 
on the slipcovered armchair is the one 
which most closely reflects the original 
Charleston postimpressionist palette.

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\ TOWER HOUSE 
COME TRUE 


Bits of seaside imagery are skillfully 
combined in this retreat on the sand dunes 
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ccording to her architect, Joan Crowell is a 

romantic. The architect, Mark Simon, ought 

to know. He’s her son. Several years ago Mrs. 

Crowell asked him to design a house in Ver- 
mont modeled on a windmill. What she got instead was 
an underground house—deemed more practical as pro- 
tection from harsh New England winters. However, she 
continued the quest for a tower. 

After years of writing opera librettos, Mrs. Crowell 
had started to compose music and needed a private 
studio at her Long Island, NY, residence. Working with 
Leonard J. Wyeth, an associate in the architectural firm 
Centerbrook, her son agreed to a tower design this time, 
believing it appropriate for a sand-dune site. The octag- 
onal tower, core of the retreat, is “designed with ro- 
mantic gesture,” says Mr. Simon. “It fondly recalls old 
and fast-disappearing neighbors,”’ such as lighthouses 
and windmills. And the lattice, meandering staircase 
and shingle siding are reminiscent of Victorian seaside 
houses. From the side, the house also calls to mind a 
snail that has crept up from the ocean, momentarily 
perching on the dunes to admire the view. >

rom the outside, the house appears tinier than it 
actually is, what with the juxtaposition of oversize 
windows, large lead-coated copper-sheathed dome 
and rambling staircase. In fact, the skillfully ar- 
ranged 1,300 square feet function not only as work place but 
also as guest or vacation house. In addition to the studio, 
generous enough to accommodate a sitting area and a grand 
piano, the entry level also contains a small kitchen and 
dining space. Wide steps lead to an octagonal bedroom; a 
second staircase, narrow and winding, ascends to the tower 
room. A balcony above this room and below the dome can 
be used for dormitory beds. 
Like a lighthouse, the tower has windows on all sides and 
a circular walkway, where the owner can pace round and 
round while pondering the view and her next musical com- 
position. “It’s a magical place, full of inspiration,” she says. 
From time to time she is distracted by passers-by who stop 
to admire the house, which has become something of a local 
monument. Some people even like to have their pictures 
taken in front of it. —SUSAN ZEVON

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or most working couples, the work week is 

one long series of commitments: business

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o us, the best place to be during 

the sunny days and balmy nights 

of summer is the beach. Weekends 

at the shore invariably mean din- 
ing on succulent lobster with drawn butter, 
bowls of steamed mussels and clams and 
mounds of oysters, crab and shrimp. Natu- 
rally the wines we think of are white and 
chilled. But some whites work distinctly 
better than others with each of these deli- 
cious summer foods. 

Our search for the perfect whites for 
shellfish started long ago at a friend’s cabin 
in a small New England seacoast town. 
We'd brought a selection of wines; he con- 
tributed the local catch. California Char- 
donnay turned out to be our favorite with 
lobster, echoing its rich, buttery, almost 
sweet flavors. This summer we’ll be drink- 
ing two 1984 Chardonnays, the Chateau 





CALIFORNIAS SECRET: 
PINOT BLANC 


he trouble with Pinot Blanc,” one 
California winemaker recently 
confided, “is that people aren’t 
sure what it is.” Some consumers 
confuse Pinot Blane with Pinot Noir 
Blanc, which is a fruity blush wine made 
from Pinot Noir. As a result, many wine 
lovers have overlooked this crisp, charac- 
terful and less expensive (under $10) alter- 
native to Chardonnay. They shouldn't. 
Although winemakers are still arguing 
about the origin of the Pinot Blanc grapes 
grown in California (some think Burgundy 
is the source, others think the Loire), there 
is no confusion about the style of the wine 
the grapes make. It is attractively sharp 
and assertive. And while very close to 
Chardonnay in flavor, it is much leaner, 
less round and fleshy than Chardonnay. 
With that kind of vinous personality 
Pinot Blanc is excellent with shellfish. 
Look for the ’°85 Wente, ’85 Jekel “Arroyo 
Blanc,” °84 Chateau St. Jean ‘‘Robert 
Young Vineyard” and ’85 Buehler. 








St. Jean Sonoma (about $14) and the Simi 
(about $12), and three 1985s, the Mark 
West (about $12), the Matanzas Creek 
(about $14) and the Morgan (about $15). 
Shellfish such as mussels and clams need 
a wine with a cutting acidity to point up 
their briny flavor. Muscadet from France 
is our favorite; look for the 1985 Jean Sau- 
vion Muscadet Sur Lie ‘‘La Nobleraie”’ 


(about $4) and the 1985 Chateau La Noé 


(about $6). 

Oysters and Chablis are another classic 
combination. Although Chablis is as cut- 
ting and acidic as Muscadet, it is more 
complex, with layers of flavor. Our current 
favorites are the 1985 Jean-Claude Dauvis- 
sat (about $15) and the 1985 Guy Robin 
Montée de Tonnerre (about $23). The clos- 
est California equivalent to French Chablis 
is a crisp Pinot Blanc (see above right).

_] Place cooked fish on serving platter and cov- 
er with sauce. Using tweezers or fingers, place 
remaining capers and salmon roe alternately, | 
inch apart, on sauced fish (or strew capers and 
roe casually over each swordfish steak). Chill 1 
hour before serving. Serves 4. 


HONEY AND RYE COOKIES 


4 tablespoons unsalted butter 
1/2 cup sugar 
1/2 cup honey 

2 cups all-purpose flour 

1 cup medium rye flour 

1 teaspoon baking soda 
1/2 teaspoon ground cloves 
1/2 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

Pinch salt 
1 egg, beaten, to glaze 
1 cup (about 4 ounces) blanched almonds 


In heavy-duty electric mixer cream together 
butter and sugar until light and fluffy, about 3 
minutes at medium speed. Add honey and mix 
15 seconds. 

In another bowl combine flours, baking soda, 
cloves, cinnamon and salt. Add to the mixer 
alternating with 1/4 cup water. (Note: Dough 
will become quite stiff; if you do not have a 
heavy-duty mixer or bread hook, knead the 
flour mixture into the dough by hand.) Form 
dough into ball. Wrap in plastic wrap and refrig- 
erate at least 1 hour. 

On lightly floured surface, roll dough out to 
1/4-inch thickness. Cut out with round cookie 
cutter. Place cookies on buttered baking sheet. 
Brush with egg glaze and press an almond into 
the center of each cookie. Bake in preheated 
350° oven 15 minutes, or until golden brown and 
tops spring back lightly when touched. Cool. 
Makes 5-1/2 dozen 1-3/4-inch cookies.

dered by Vanessa herself, such as some 
curtains used to hide shelves in her hus- 
band Clive’s bedroom. The design, taken 
from Duncan’s picture The Tub, now in 
the Tate Gallery, was stitched in coarse 
red and black rug wool. These materials 
were later replaced with English 19th-cen- 
tury chintz or materials from Allan Wal- 
ton who in the 1930s printed many of 
Vanessa and Duncan’s designs. Kilims 
were preferred to pile carpets; nevertheless 
the wall-to-wall carpet in Clive’s room and 
the green stair runner which came from his 
flat in London were seen as luxuries. 

In early years the garden was different; 
the orchard was a wild place filled with 
nettles where my brothers, Julian and 
Quentin, spent a great deal of time making 
elderberry wine in enamel basins. They 
spilt most of it over themselves and could 
be seen naked and stained purple, disport- 
ing themselves like devotees of some north- 
ern Bacchus. 

After 1918 Charleston was used mainly 
for holidays. Little interior decoration was 
done until, with the acquisition of a car, 
the house became more easily accessible 
from London. The building of the studio in 
1925 was a great excitement. The back- 
yard, previously filled with rabbit hutches, 
was transformed into a room 20 feet long, 
lit from the north with windows high 
enough to ensure an atmosphere of priva- 
cy. Almost at once Duncan began work on 
the chimney breast and, as frequently hap- 
pened with him, had second thoughts 
about the result. Even when he had started 
again in a rather different style, he had 
doubts about the new figures which he felt 
were too solid and three-dimensional. The 
walls remained unpainted for a time and 
only later took on the rather somber colors 
that are the antithesis of the dazzling white 
of most studios. 


REMODELING THE FARMHOUSE 

It was not until 1939 that, realizing war 
was inevitable, Vanessa made structural al- 
terations to Charleston. The old larder 
next to the studio was transformed into a 
bedroom, the doors of which opened onto 
the garden; for the rest of her life this was 
Vanessa’s room. Clive then had a suite for 
his exclusive use, separated by a door from 
the noisier parts of the house. On the top 
floor partitions were pulled down to make 
a new studio for Vanessa, with a view over 
the wall to the farthest stretches of the 
Weald. A third studio was made in the old

wash-house, while an outhouse was made 
into a pottery for Quentin. 

It must have been about this time that 
the drawing room was given its present 
appearance. The yellow linen curtains, 
with a design by Duncan and printed by 
Allan Walton, were a perquisite from the 
Music Room Exhibition held at the Reid 
and Lefevre Galleries in 1932 and 1933. 
Another pair, for the French windows 
opening onto the walled garden, came 
from the Chintz Shop in Praed Street. The 
room is dominated by Duncan’s ladies 
over the mantelpiece, their genial if florid 
charms recalling—is it Raphael, Courbet 
or 19th-century photographs? The effect is 
as different as possible from the dining 
room, where the abstract geometrical pat- 
tern suggests something Roman or Byzan- 
tine, executed on a black background like 
dulled pewter. 

The fascination of Charleston lies in its 
contradictions. The simplicity of the house 
left Duncan and Vanessa free to rediscover 
impressions of things seen abroad before 
World War I, things which may have de- 
rived an added potency from their tempo- 
rary inaccessibility. The Italian Quat- 
rocento and Romanesque wall painting can 





be seen behind the form and color of Post- 
impressionism, but the most far-reaching 
influence was that which came from Ital- 
ian fresco via Piero della Francesca, Giotto 
and Veronese. This enabled them to make 
the imaginative leap from seeing walls, 
doors and fireplaces as background, to 
treating them—like canvas—as an oppor- 
tunity to make a statement of a very per- 
sonal nature. 

It is sometimes suggested that these dec- 
orations are close to peasant art. In the 
sense that the painters “‘lifted’’ motifs from 
various sources with what seems to be 
complete indifference to their original pur- 
pose, this is true. But it was not ignorance 
but familiarity that led to such procedures. 
It was their intimate knowledge of French 
and Italian painting that enabled them to 
make free with its various styles and de- 
vices, bound together in a spirit of gentle 
and affectionate irony often addressed as 
much to themselves as to the sources of 
their inspiration. @

Now is the time to give some thought to 


special plantings for those wonderful shel- : 


tered outdoor spaces: porches (see a portfo- 
lio of them starting on page 50). Taking my 
houseplants outdoors when the weather 
has settled and the temperature is warm, I 
can almost hear them breathe sighs of re- 
lief. Some will reward me with new 
growth. Begonias and coleus, for example, 
will double in size by summer’s end. 

After their first spring shower in the 
open air, I give my indoor trees a summer- 
ing spot on the porch. Twin trees—per- 
haps ficus or topiaried hibiscus trained into 
treelike standards—lend a smashing for- 
mal air if placed on either side of your 
front door. Such plants thrive on extra 
light, so why not paint your porch ceiling 
white? It’s another way to reflect more 
light through the windows and brighten 
your home. 

Plants that enjoyed a sunny indoor win- 
dowsill in January will be content on a 
bright, shaded porch in July. The sun’s 
rays are stronger then, and there are more 
hours of daylight. But it’s the higher sum- 
mer humidity that yields the most measur-

able results. Tight, little leathery leaves 
become luscious and succulent. 

Hanging plants are the likely stars in a 
porch garden. You can hang them around 
the outer edge where they will get more 
than enough sunlight. Be sure to turn them 
often to keep growth symmetrical, and be 
diligent about watering and feeding. 

I arrange small potted gems on shelves 
set up like outdoor windowsills. That way 
I can enjoy them when I’m indoors looking 
out. (If you leave indoor plants outside, 
inspect and treat them for insects before 
bringing back inside.) 

Plant annual vines at the base of your 
porch’s supporting columns. I’ve had suc- 
cess planting morning glories on the east 
side of my porch, shielded from the hot 
afternoon sun. On the west side, moonvine 
is perfect. Perennial vines can also play a 
role. Use clematis to frame the entrance. 
And consider adding fragrant climbers 
such as honeysuckle along a railing or bal- 
ustrade. 

The finishing touch is a vase filled with 


flowers placed on a table until nighttime— < 


when it becomes the centerpiece for the 
perfect setting indoors. @

DECORATING WITH 
SHEETS: A PRIMER

Ready to decorate with sheets? Before you 
begin, here are some tips to help you create 
some of the effects on pages 58 to 67 or 
start your own projects. 

Using sheets gives you a couple of head 
starts. First of all, you’ve been living with 
sheets all your life, so you know approxi- 
mately how much fabric is in them. You 
can even take sheets you have and drape 
them over furniture to see about how 
much you need to buy. Of course, you still 
have to measure carefully. 

Second, when you choose a sheet pattern 
you're opening yourself up to, coordinates 
that are easy to find and adapt. Many 
sheets have a main design on the flat sheet, 
and an adaptation of that design on the 
fitted sheet. In the room on page 60 Bill 
Blass borders fitted sheet shades with 
strips of the flat sheet pattern. Honora 
Haley Hiilier (page 66) covers a canopy in 
the flat sheet pattern, then lines it and 
backs the whole bed with the companion 
sheet. There are also solid colors to match 
each pattern—often several. And some 
patterns even have their own trimmings, 
which can be detached from one edge and 
added on elsewhere. 

If you don’t sew or just don’t want per- 
fectly tailored slipcovers, there are many 
ways to use sheets without ever touching a 
needle. A sheet cut to size and hemmed 
can be draped, wrapped or tied to give a 
new look to a chair, chair cushion or table. 

Sheet companies are offering help. Mar- 
tex has a free brochure, Decorating with 
Sheets, and three videos, Decorating with 
Sheets, Decorating Your First Home and 
Your At Home Wedding ($9.95 each). To 
order, write WestPoint Pepperell, Dept.

We've given the approximate number of 
sheets needed to cover the furniture, walls 
and windows in the rooms we’ve shown. 
But your furniture and rooms are going to 
be different. Before you go out and buy 
anything, carefully measure what you in- 
tend to cover. Then use the yardage equiv- 
alents below to determine how many 
sheets to buy, and in what sizes. Be sure to 
take into account hemming, shrinkage, 
pattern repeats and trims and borders you 
may want to snip. In some cases we’ve 
given border yields from the sheets we’ve 
used, but you can figure it out on your 
own: The amount of trimming on each 
sheet equals the length of the edge it cov- 
ers. Buy all your sheets at once because 
dyelots may vary. It’s better to be caught 
with too much fabric (that you may be able 
to find creative uses for) than too little. 

To make the fabric-covered screen on 
page 59, you will need: strips of pine (two 
inches wide by */, inch thick) cut to the 
size of the frame you wish to make; burlap 
or thin cardboard; sheets (we used half a 
queen sheet for each 20-by-72-inch panel); 
bonded polyester fiber or batting; thin, 
clear plastic (the kind cleaners use) and 
hinges. Build frames to desired size. Cut 
burlap or cardboard to size of one frame, 
maintaining squareness, and staple to both 
sides. Cover the panel with a thin layer of 
batting, to soften the edges of the frame. 
Wrap plastic around the panel. Cut a sheet 
to fit all the way around the panel with 
pattern in desired position. Sew ends to- 
gether to create a tube of fabric snug 
enough to slide over and down the panel. 
(Because of the plastic, the sheet will slide 
easily into place.) Position seam on the pan- 
el’s side edge. Staple top and bottom. 

To add borders, staple one edge of border 
to top or bottom of panel, and lightly glue 
the other to the fabric. Repeat procedure for 
the desired number of panels, then hinge 
together. 


YARDAGE EQUIVALENTS 

A twin flat sheet (finished size with self- 
hem) measures 66 by 96 inches and is 
equivalent to 4'/, yards of fabric 36 inches 
wide. A full flat sheet, 81 by 96 inches, 
equals 6 yards of 36-inch-wide fabric.

[|My silver basket is 15 inches long and has English hallmarks 
that indicate it was made in the 18th century. What was served in 
such a basket with pierced designs? 

—Mrs. M.O., South Bend, Ind. 


The pierced silver basket 
was popular in 18th-century 
England. Fruit and small 
cakes were served in it. 
Sometimes the basket was 
filled with fresh flowers with 
very short stems. The elabo- 
rate piercing, swing handle, 
claw feet and oval shape of 
your basket are typical of 
the style popular about 
1750. Later baskets had less 
piercing, applied ornaments, or were made from lengths of shaped 
silver wire. An early English silver basket like yours is worth 
$3,000 to $4,000. It could be worth even more if the maker is well- 
known. 





| My grandmother owned this 15-inch-tall pottery figure labeled 
George Washington. It is very old, a bit crude, and the man doesn’t 
look like Washington. What can you tell me about the age and the 
value? —L.C., Crafton, Pa. 


In the days before photography it 
was often difficult to get an accu- 
rate portrait-of a famous person. 
George Washington’s name was 
well-known but his face was not. 
The potters in the Staffordshire 
district of England made many 
decorative figurines picturing reli- 
gious and royal subjects. The pub- 
lic also wanted portrait figures of 
famous politicians and entertain- 
ers. Benjamin Franklin was well- 
known in Europe, and by the 





1770s several different statues of fe hy 
him had been made. The Stafford- a. 
shire potters. continued to make by, 
Washington and Franklin figures x 


until 1876. Often Washington’s 
name was given to a figure that 
was obviously Franklin. Your figure of Franklin was made in the 
1850s. Errors always attract collectors, and your figurine has been 
popular for many years. It now sells for about $350 to $500 and is 
so popular that copies have been made recently.

for newspapers or something else? What was kept in the drawer?

You own a Canterbury, 
a music storage rack on 
wheels named for the 
archbishop of Canter- 
bury. Early Canterbur- 
ies were used for many 
purposes and even held 
dishes, silverware or 
large books. The curved 
top, rounded legs and 
brass castors are typical 
of music Canterburies 
that were in fashion 
about 1800. It was 
made to fit under a pi- 
anoforte. Large manu- 
scripts were kept in the racks and small pieces were stored in the 
drawer. The Canterbury remained popular through the 1890s and 
is again in use. If your piece is old, it is worth about $1,000. 








sl How old is this mahogany dining chair? Do you know where it 
was made? —Mrs. V.D., Ranier, Minn. 


The simple scrolled arms, 
wide top rail and straight 
front legs are typical of dining 
room chairs made about 1840. 
Earlier chairs, dating from 
about 1810, had slightly 
curved sabre legs. The later 
chairs had more ornate arms 
and backs. This style was pop- 
ular in England, where your 
chair would be known as a 
carver (probably named for 
the head of the house who 
carved the roast). A set of 
dining room chairs had one or 
two carvers or chairs with 
arms. About 1825 the straight 
turned leg became popular. The balloon back came into fashion in 
the 1850s. Chairs like yours were out of style for a number of 
years. The chair was popular in the United States from about 1840 
to 1860. A mahogany chair of this style is worth $500 to $800.

s my family and friends know, 
I’m not one for spending a sunny 
August afternoon in the kitchen. 
I love having dinner parties and 
sharing the conviviality of food with 
friends, but I confess I’m rather partial to 
entertaining shortcuts. I’m happiest when 
I can have my cake—and not bake it too! 
Luckily, my husband and I have discov- 
ered several real finds near our house in 
the country—takeout stores where we can 
get genuine “home-cooked” foods when 
we don’t feel like cooking. Isn’t it wonder- 
ful that there are more and more places 
like this all over the country? To stream- 
line my entertaining, I like to plan my 
dinner menu around any number of simple 
but savory takeout main dishes and maybe 
an especially divine dessert. Then I’ll have 
the fun of adding my own touches—gar- 
_, nishes from the fresh bounty of vegetables 
4 and greens at the local farm stand. 
= Simple is my key word when it comes to 
5 food, and it’s a summer style of entertain- 
Sing I extend year-round. In these busy 


times, every hostess has to be honest with 
herself. We simply can’t do it all—all the 
time. We’re not all gifted cooks, but we 
can put our best foot forward and spend 
time doing the part we enjoy most. 

For instance, my joy is making things 
look pretty. Perhaps that reflects my pen- 
chant for decorating, but it’s a real plea- 
sure to invent interesting table 
“landscapes” and find unexpected ways to 
serve food. Sometimes bits of my collec- 
tions will find their way to the table— 
ceramic rabbits or blue and white pottery 
filled with wildflowers. 

Summer’s easier tempo encourages us to 
experiment and have fun. A charming flo- 
ral sheet might turn out to be the perfect 
fresh-looking tablecloth. A centerpiece can 
be as simple as a Dutch-style still life of 
peppers and eggplants, the making of to- 
morrow’s ratatouille. 

It’s my feeling that guests respond to the 
inventive presentation of food almost as 
much as they respond to the dishes them- 
selves. As my friend and cookbook author 
Lee Bailey says, ““Food served with honest 
enthusiasm is always more welcome.”’ He 
adds that ‘one of the easiest ways to ruin a 
meal is by overreaching.’’ By that he 
means serving labor-intensive, pretentious 
food. The point of entertaining, after all, 
isn’t to keep up with the Joneses; it’s to 
gather together friends and share good 
times. The best chefs I know favor simple 
food when serving family and friends. I’ve 
found that to be memorable meals some- 
times only need the addition of a loaf of 
great homemade bread or a vegetable dish 
at the height of its ripeness. 

To me, coming from the Midwest, corn 
says summer, and I’m extremely picky 
when it comes to preparation. Corn needs 
to be absolutely fresh (I’m willing to make 
a special trip to the farm stand just for that 
purpose), and it has to be quickly cooked 


so the kernels are that perfect combination 
of crunchy and juicy. 

Of course one of the easiest ways to turn 
any meal into a celebration is to bring it 
outside. I’m always the first to suggest a 
picnic, even if it’s just an excursion to the 
beach to watch the sunset. I’ll pack a bas- 
ket full of hors d’oeuvres (it’s easier than 
orchestrating a full-scale meal), and family 
or guests will have a chance to work up an 
appetite as we walk back for dinner. 

When we do cook, more than likely din- 
ner will be grilled outdoors with the men 
in charge. Isn’t it terrific that men who 
studiously avoid the kitchen get great plea- 
sure out of barbecuing? 

Summer offers hundreds of excuses for a 
picnic, and nothing’s better than the 
Fourth of July or Labor Day when the 
parade comes through town. One of my 
favorite parades takes place in the tiny 
town of Landgrove, Vt. Just as in a Nor- 
man Rockwell painting, there’s a picnic 
afterwards in the town park where neigh- 
bors bring favorite dishes and everyone 
samples each other’s specialties. Somehow 
the scene always makes me feel as if the 
clock has stopped in an earlier era. I’m 
reminded of pictures c. 1910. 

What seems most old-fashioned about 
the experience, I suppose, is the time taken 
out to be just plain neighborly. In the 
1980s, our lives are so full of places to go 
and things to do that we often overlook 
some of life’s simpler pleasures. But in 
summer, there’s no excuse not to savor the 
sunshine and long afternoons with family 
and good friends, building some happy 
memories.

By JOHN F. SALADINO 
think gardening is some- 
thing one comes to late in 
life. What happens is that 
after struggling for some 

40 or more years to make the 
world the way you want it— 
and knowing it can never 
be—you turn to something 
more manageable in scale, 
hence the garden. And the 
garden for me is a reality that 
is in competition with the real 
world. It is an elysium, the 
sylvan plain. We look for par- 
adise in the garden, that rari- 
fied, disciplined order we 
don’t necessarily find in life. 

The garden, even the messi- 
est-looking, has to do with 
one man’s will over nature. And that 
brings me to another point. I really think 
that gardens are created by misanthropes! I 
probably enjoy the company of flowers 
sometimes more than I do the company of 
people. We love flowers, we endorse them. 
In return, they bloom, they make us hap- 
py. I always think, my God, this gnarled, 
odd-looking bulb (and I might add that I 
am a bulb man)... to take this dirty knob 
and stick it in the ground, to water it and 
make certain its feet are not in wet soil: It 
fills me with wonder. And with a little 
help, a little chemical help, such as Mir- 
acle-Gro, you can force lilies in the right 
situation to be like totems. 

Lilies become a kind of microscopic 
view of society, because there are upper- 
class lilies, middle-class and blue-collar lil- 
ies. Day lilies, which unfortunately the 
Pilgrims brought here in the 17th century, 
now grow in orange splendor all over New 
England! And Asian hybrids, those stiff, 
middle-class lilies, are very proper; they 
would be bank tellers. Lilium, the great 
elegant rubrum and auratum lilies like 
‘Black Dragon’ and the spectacular ‘Impe- 
rial Silver,’ are the aristocrats. When they 
open, in the one blossom there is the vision 
of paradise. And then there is the bouquet

that is released when the sun sets. So they 
even have a presence at night. 

Most Americans have a wrong impres- 
sion that a garden is a sort of nasty little 
Victorian carpet that you lay out on the 
lawn, dig a little rectangle and then border 
it with trite wax-leaf begonias. That’s not 
what a garden is. The greatest of gardens 
has to do with the combination of that 
which is man-made and that which is natu- 
ral. To learn how to garden is something 
that most of us do on a trial and error 
basis. Vita Sackville-West said that to be a 
good gardener you have to be tenacious. 
That means you have to be cruel; when a 
plant doesn’t do what it’s supposed to do 
you rip it right out! This is hard for many 
people to do because plants become a kind 
of family. 

It may take eight years to establish a 
garden that looks as though it didn’t just 
come off the back of a station wagon from 
a visit to the nursery. I started this article 
by saying that I think gardening is some- 
thing you come to after 40 because you are 
able to see your own mortality in the gar- 
den; if you plant a great garden, you may 
never see it mature in your lifetime. You 
plant it for the next generation. Of all the 
arts, gardening is the only one that is truly 


selfless. However, there’s a lot 
of pleasure in it, and I find 
something therapeutic about 
bending over in the mud and 
getting my nails full of that 
good black stuff, and watch- 
ing the miracle of the flowers 
grow and wither and become, 
in turn, fertilizer. So the gar- 
den makes us human. 

Probably my favorite 
American garden is Filoli in 
Woodside, Calif., 25 minutes 
outside San Francisco. It is 
half-Italian, half-English, so 
you get architecture with 
flowers. It is the same type of 
garden you see at Sissing- 
hurst, in England, and at Hid- 
cote, which was designed by 
an American—a great Anglophile—who 
moved to England because the climate is 
more forgiving there. Lawrence Johnston 
created the idea of the garden as a series of 
exterior rooms, and you experience those 
gardens sequentially, just like walking 
through a great house. There are rooms of 
red flowers and those that have only Medi- 
terranean plants, all silver and gray. Then 
there are areas of water, areas of repose 
and agitation. 

Water is the single most important ele- 
ment in a garden; it literally brings it to 
life. Even if you only have the tiniest of 
gardens, you should have a birdbath. 

The most beautiful water garden for me 
is Villa d’ Este, Tivoli, outside Rome. The 
stone sphinxes spray their water into that 
continuous trough, and now after centuries 
it’s all covered with lichen and moss. That 
ochre color and the ruins of the garden are 
very evocative. 

Vizcaya in Miami is probably America’s 
greatest Italian formal garden. On an inti- 
mate scale is the Crowninshield garden at 
Hagley Museum on the old du Pont estate 
in Wilmington, Del., which was done as a 
Roman archaeological site. You have the 
idea of rooms in the gardens of Vizcaya,

and you are channeled through these 
spaces with changes of level or gravel 
paths or water that splashes and cascades 
down staircases. The best gardens in this 
country are Filoli, Vizcaya, parts of Dum- 
barton Oaks in Washington, D.C., and the 
Crowninshield garden. 

My favorite books are Georgina Mas- 
son’s Italian Gardens and English Gardens 
(Antique Collectors’ Club). Anything you 
want to learn you can do so by reading 
Christopher Lloyd’s The Adventurous Gar- 
dener (Random House), The Well-Tem- 
pered Garden (Random House) and The 
Well-Chosen Garden (Harper & Row). I 
can’t do without The Dictionary of Roses 
by S. Millar Gault and Patrick M. Synge 
(Viking Penguin) or The Color Dictionary 
of Flowers and Plants by Roy Hay and 
Patrick M. Synge (Crown). Russell Page’s 
The Education of a Gardener (Random 
House) is quite wonderful, as are Alvilde 
Lees-Milne and Rosemary Verey’s An En- 
glishwoman’s Garden (Chatto and Windus) 
and Marina Schinz’s Visions of Paradise 
(Stewart, Tabori & Chang). 

In the early days we all make mistakes. 
For example, I bought ‘Enchantment’ lilies 
because I read in a catalog that they were 
the hardiest and would multiply, but you 
can never trust a color photograph. When 
buying bulbs you should go and actually 
look at the plant, because those glossy pho- 
tographs can really lead you astray. The 
bulbs I thought were apricot turned out to 
be the ugliest, most intense shade of tan- 
gerine. And we’ve all read that marigolds 
in the vegetable bed keep out certain bugs. 
Well do you really want those ghastly 
bright yellow marigolds? I don’t. 

Gardening isn’t impatiens, geraniums 
and marigolds. Sure, they bloom profusely 
and require no care. But you shouldn’t use 
flowers to escape from the fact that gar- 
dening is work—and knowledge. You 
don’t have to put in an Italian garden that 
takes scaffolding and two gardeners work- 
ing around the clock to keep the hedges in 
perfect order. But there is nothing wrong 
with weeding once in a while. 

My rules of thumb? Never plant things 
in amounts of less than three dozen. And 
plant them as drifts.

THE NEWEST TRIBUTE TO GIACOMETTI: 
ESCALATING VALUE OF ORIGINAL WORK AND 
A GROWING PASSION FOR NEOCLASSICAL DESIGN 


The delicate bronze furni- 
ture and decorative acces- 
sories of the late Diego 
Giacometti, younger 
brother of the artist Al- 
berto, are a rich source of 
design inspiration today. 
As the current enthusiasm 
for the good looks of metal 
and wrought-iron furni- 
ture demonstrates, Giaco- 
metti’s designs are right in 
step with the neoclassical 
mood of the times. Some 
of the newest examples of 
metal furniture, such as 
those by designer John 
Mascheroni for Jeffco, are 
directly inspired by Giaco- 
metti prototypes. Mean- 
while, the original pieces 
designed by Alberto and 
Diego have acquired the status of highly 
collectible fine art—at the recent auction of 
Giacometti furniture at Christie’s, NYC, 
chairs and tables fetched prices upwards of 
$35,000. 


iego Giacometti’s _identi- 
ty as an independent artist devel- 
oped slowly over the course of 
his career, which can be divided 
into three periods. In the first, he contrib- 
uted his technical expertise and manual 
dexterity to his brother Alberto’s first ar- 
tistic works. In the second, from about 
1936 to 1950, Alberto and Diego collabo- 
rated in the design and production of deco- 
rative objects. In the final period, more or 
less after Alberto’s death in 1966, Diego 
was able to produce independently his 
most characteristic work in furniture and 
decorative accessories. 
In 1925 Diego left his native Switzerland 
to join Alberto, who was studying and 
working as an artist in Paris. The two lived

and worked together there throughout 
most of their lives. Born the second and 
third children of an artistic Swiss family, 
Alberto and Diego, only 13 months apart 
in age, were very close. In Paris Diego was 
intimately associated with his brother’s 
work; he was Alberto’s “other pair of 
hands,” actively participating in the pro- 
duction of most of Alberto’s sculpture. It is 
difficult to determine exactly who did what 
in these early collaborations, but generally 
it seems that Alberto provided the concept 
and design, while Diego actually executed 
and finished the work. 

The second period in Diego’s career, 
that of his and Alberto’s work in decora- 
tive arts, began after they met the decora- 
tor Jean-Michel Frank, who had seen and 
admired Alberto’s sculptures. Frank, suc- 
cessful and patronized by a sophisticated 
Parisian clientele, was very much in tune 
with the modernism of his time, and was 
particularly innovative with lighting. He 
rejected traditional ceiling lights in favor of 


the indirect lighting of 
lamps and sconces, and he 
commissioned the Giaco- 
metti brothers to design 
light fixtures as well as a 
range of accessories. 
Many of these objects 
were destined for a wide 
distribution. Preeminent 
style-setters such as 
Coco Chanel, the deco- 
rator Syrie Maugham, 
and the perfumer Guer- 
lain were among those 
who commissioned and 
used the Giacomettis’ 
work. 

Diego also attracted at- 
tention with the enormous 
bronze bases and stands 
he made to display his 
brother’s sculpture. He 
received commissions for these and then, 
from Marguerite Maeght, wife of art dealer 
Aimé Maeght, for furniture. The Maeghts 
were deeply appreciative of Alberto’s ge- 
nius, but they were also among the first to 
recognize Diego’s individual talents. Year 
after year, Diego invented new objects for 
their Paris apartment and country farm- 
house—mirrors, soap dishes, a dressing ta- 
ble, ashtrays, several chandeliers, garden 
tables, armchairs with armrests in the form 
of “dorsal spines,” low tables and, in 1963, 
the famous swimming pool ladder, on the 
edge of which he placed an enormous 
bronze lizard. 

While Diego’s furniture was always dis- 
tinguished by classical functionalism, he 
managed to be endlessly inventive with 
each new piece. He modified the lines on 
almost every new example of even the most 
basic structures with an unerring sense of 
proportion and balance. Diego, who never 
went to museums or gallery exhibitions, hit

COOKING SKILLS AND TASTE TO YOUR HEART'S CONTENT

or people who love all things per- 
taining to gastronomy there’s no 
more exciting vacation than one 
spent learning about food. A visit 

to every three-star restaurant in Europe is 

one way to fulfill this craving; another— 
easier on the wallet and the liver—is to go 
to cooking school. Options vary from a day 
class at your local Y or a weekend in the 

Napa Valley to fantasy trips in China, Ita- 

ly or France. 

The accounts that follow describe only 
two of the possibilities: the first, a week of 
participation and demonstration classes for 
knowledgeable cooks combined with sight- 
seeing and wine-tastings at La Varenne’s 
cooking school in Burgundy; the second, 
three days of demonstration classes taught 
by cookbook author Giuliano Bugialli at 
The Broadmoor resort hotel in Colorado 
Springs. 

Gastronomic vacations aren’t frivolous 
getaways; they require hard work and con- 
centration. New skills are learned (such as 
boning a chicken), taste buds are thrilled 
and refined (by sampling locally made 
wines and cheeses), and recipes are gleaned 
for your next dinner party. The added plus 
is visiting a new part of the world and 
meeting cohorts with the same passion. 


CHATEAU DU FEY: SUNDAY, 
OCTOBER 12 

What a feast! After a one-and-a-half- 
hour drive southeast from Paris our wel- 
coming lunch is the kind that jolts the 
memory: “Ah yes! Now I remember how

S is taken to 


make a simple vinaigrette, and 


> how the cheeses are perfectly ripened.” 


After lunch we go on a tour of the 17th- 
century chateau where we will stay for the 


= next six days. Farm buildings surrounding 


his classic Burgundian structure include 
gamekeeper’s cottage (now used for 
storing cider), a barn housing two 18th-

cooking school, Burgundy (above). 


building with a restored stone bread oven, 
a pigeon house and rabbit pens full to 
capacity (our furry friends—ahem—are 
used for patés and terrines). We continue 
to the garden under the shade of massive 
linden trees, the leaves from which are 
dried for herb tea. Carefully planned, in- 
secticide-free vegetable plots display their 
riches in the afternoon sun. 


De Gaulle once asked, ““How can you 
govern a country that has over 246 
cheeses?” On Sunday evening, as we de- 
scend into the wine cellar for a cheese- 
tasting, we button up our sweaters against 
the cool, damp air. Charles Pierce, our 
guide for the week, gives a brief lecture on 
cheese types as well as tips on serving and 
storing. We taste 8 cheeses (my favorite is 
the mild, rather innocent St.-Florentin) 
with locally made table wines—a welcome 
introduction to the region. 

The supper that follows is just right for 
our bodies’ confused time clocks (most of 
us have flown in today): a soothing pot-au- 
feu, crusty bread and cassis sorbet. No one 
will have trouble sleeping tonight! 


MONDAY, OCTOBER 13 

There is no question about whether to 
go for a run this morning; I can’t wait to 
explore! I begin at a slow pace through a 
thick fog, and never have I felt so much in 
another place and time. As I go through 
the countryside I see a fox, taste a chai- 
taigne (wild chestnut) and quench my 
thirst with an apple picked from a tree 
heavy with fall fruit. The tap, tap, tap of 
chestnuts hitting the ground, an occasional 
crow and the flapping of birds’ wings are 
the only sounds other than my footsteps. I 
pass a pasture full of cows, their legs fold- 
ed and eyes closed in a kind of dawn rever- 
ie. By the time I return to the chateau the 
fog has lifted and a pale blue marbleized 
sky has brilliant apricot cracks where the 
sun is creeping through. 

The kitchen is fragrant with the just- 
picked apples that chef Chambrette is peel- 
ing for today’s dessert. How exciting to 
learn ‘“‘on location” with Burgundy at our 
fingertips! Today’s menu includes gougeéres 
(Burgundian cheese puffs), chicken with 
red wine sauce, potatoes dauphine, leeks 
vinaigrette and a regional version of an 
upside-down apple dessert, tarte tatin. 

We are given our assignments (I’m 
working on the chicken) and begin to hus-

“A pastel rug was the 
expected choice, but it really would have diluted the impact of the 
room,” she says. Her belief in contrasts extends to the dining room 
where sunny yellow walls are framed with a black floral wallpaper 
border and the faux-marbled floor is edged in deep green. “‘I like to 
give everything a definite edging—the walls, the cushions, even the 
curtains,’ she says.

tripes, the classic camouflage for low-ceilinged rooms, work their 
illusionary magic in this master bedroom. “We really did manage 

to lift the ceiling with the wallcovering and its matching blue 
border,” says Paula Perlini. Cleverly, she used the same stripe for 

the window valances “because I didn’t want to break up the vertical 
lines.”” She chose a formal swag for the windows to add architectural 
character to what began as a very plain room. The valance is edged with 
a diagonal stripe and lined with the same delicate “squiggle” print used 
on the vanity. (Its shirred skirt, attached with Velcro,® hides a plain 
Parsons table.) Details to note: The vanity skirt and the box-pleated dust 
truffle are edged in a bit of periwinkle; the slipcovered armchair and 
ottoman have extra-full gathered skirts. Vanity accessories, John Rosselli, 
Ltd.; vanity candlestick lamps, Charlotte Moss & Co., Ltd.; octagon table 
by wing chair, M.H. Stockroom, Ltd.; sisal rug, Merida Meridian, Inc.;

PAINTED SHADES 


The newest adventure in decorating: painted lampshades 














inspired by fabric motifs, with tips for applying your artistry 



















The ubiquitous lampshade gets its turn 
in the limelight with the applied 
artistry displayed here by Luis P. Molina. 
Using paint to evoke the patterns in 
the tablecovering, the artist coordinates 
the shades with the setting. Mr. 
Moiina takes creative leaps with other 
brushstrokes, imitating crackled porcelain 
(far left) and a neoclassic pattern 
(center). Note how the lampshades here 
and on the following pages comple- 
ment the bases. All lamps shown are 
available at stores or by mail. If 
the lamp you choose doesn’t come 
with a white opaque shade, you'll 
need to buy one.

from painting a cord 
trim to piercing the

seasoned pro when it comes to 
decorating walls, floors and fur- 
niture, Luis Molina (left) shows 
the less serious side of painting 
lampshades. His gesture is also an enthusi- 
astic reminder that lampshades are the 
decorating “hats” topping off a room’s 
outfit. When coordinated with fabrics, 
lampshades have even more impact. 

These designs are ali shown with the 
material that inspired their decoration. 
“It’s more creative to evoke fabric rather 
than to copy it exactly,” says Mr. Molina. 
As an example, the lampshade on the far 
left is decorated with a simplified version 
of the chintz. “If I had copied the fabric, I 
might as well have upholstered the lamp- 
shade,” says the artist. 

To respect the slope of the shade, Mr. 
Molina painted the patterns narrow at the 
top and wider at the bottom. This custom 
effect is difficult to achieve with fabric. 

You can create your own designs with 
white opaque paper shades and acrylics.

These shade designs range from a 
country pattern (near left) to trompe 
Voeil (center). For the mantel 
lamps (top center) a small tassel 
pattern complements the dainty shades.

oday when so many old chateaux 
have become lifeless museums with 
stiff period rooms, Chateau de 
Courances is a happy exception. 
Some of its rooms are open to the 
public, as are the formal gardens 
by the great Le Natre. But most of 
the chateau, an hour’s drive south 
of Paris, is the de Ganay country 
residence. And it is teeming with life. At any 
given moment picnic preparations might be un- 
der way, with children running in and out and 
friends from Paris arriving for a visit. 

“This chateau is /ived in, with lots of people 
and activities,” says Anne-Marie de Ganay. 

Built in the 13th century and rebuilt many 
times, the red brick and limestone Chateau de 
Courances was named for its freshwater 
springs, or courances, which Le Notre chan- 
neled into ornamental ponds. The chateau is

now divided into quarters that operate as dis- 
tinct but connected country homes for the four 
generations now in residence. 

“We manage to be very independent, with 
separate kitchens, phone lines, everything,” 
says Mme. de Ganay, who occupies the one- 
story 17th-century wing with her husband, 
banker Jean-Claude Meyer, and sons, Adrien 
and Benjamin. 

“In August it is hot and we are outdoors— 
bathing in the ponds—all day long. Friends 
have more relaxed work schedules, so they can 
come out after work, play tennis, sleep over and 
go back to Paris in the morning.” 

One reason friends return again and again is 
Mme. de Ganay’s generous—and creative— 
hospitality, an inherited trait. “My mother was 
a very good hostess, and we were taught to be 
organized,” she says. “All of us have fun whip- 
ping up a party for 15 guests in 15 minutes! "> 
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The hallway leads from 
Anne-Marie de Ganay’s 
wing to the main house. 
It is heated, so Adrien 
and Benjamin can play 
here on rainy days and 
in winter. The boys like 
to roller-skate on the 
smooth floor. Skates, 
bikes, garden tools and 
other paraphernalia are 
stored behind the 
curtain. This entire wing 
is ground level, so the 
outdoors is always a 
step away. 





chateau. Framing the three windows are early- 
18th-century petit-point pelmets that create a 
dimensional illusion but are actually flat. In a 
corner over her husband’s desk, a cow print by 
Andy Warhol hangs next to a rare early Vasare- 
ly, both treasures of Jean-Claude Meyer, a lover 
and collector of modern art. The black bronze 
figure on the desk is from the 1930s. (Mme. de 
Ganay sometimes places a bunch of flowers in 


hen Anne-Marie de Ganay’s 
great great great grandfather 
bought Chateau de Cour- 
ances in 1872 it had been 
abandoned for 40 years. The 
garden was a wilderness, 
and parts of the chateau 
were in ruins. A tree had 
taken root in the dining 








room. For over a century now the de Ganays 
have devoted themselves to repairing and re- 
storing the estate. 

In her wing Anne-Marie de Ganay, propri- 
etor of a Paris gift and home decoration bou- 
tique named Juste Mauve, has created rooms 
that are livable as well as beautiful. She grew up 
in this wing with her parents, three sisters and 
assorted nannies, and when she married, the 
wing became her own, her parents having 
moved to the main house. ‘‘Comfort first,’ she 
says of her decorating priorities. “In the coun- 
try—even if you live in a chateau—nothing can 
be too precious. And with children around, you 
must be practical.” 

Mme. de Ganay’s hallmark is mixing periods 
and styles, the valuable with the commonplace. 
Her living room (/eft) is a case in point. The 
boiserie (wood paneling) came from another old

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Private rooms reveal Anne-Marie de Ganays 
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favorite things: family and flowers 


n contrast to the rather grand living 
rooms (preceding pages) the master bed- 
room and adjacent bath are cozy and 
personal. Although Anne-Marie de 
Ganay dislikes gardening, she adores 
flowers and has lavished these rooms 
with floral patterns. A French fabric 
from her own shop covers the dressing 
table and chair in the bath as well as the 
bed, side table, curtains and firescreen in the 
bedroom. Flowers bloom on the bathroom wall- 
paper, paintings, even the plates and other ob- 


jects on the shelves. The bathroom plumbing 


fixtures are left exposed, as is typical of old 
French houses. (Mme. de Ganay says the owner 
of a newer chateau had fake pipes installed to 
make his rooms iook old!) The tub and sur- 
round were marbleized by her mother, Philip- 
pine de Ganay. 

Anne-Marie de Ganay’s bedroom (above) 1s a 
peaceful refuge, with gray-blue walls and white 
molding. Family memorabilia abounds: masses 
of photographs; her grandfather’s Panama hat 
tacked to the wall; and a passport photo of her 
mother at age four, framed and propped over 
the mantel mirror ‘‘as a kind of joke.” > 


About the screens in the living rooms (preceding pages) and bedroom (above) 
Mme. de Ganay remarks, ‘““My mother says a room is not ‘settled’ without one, and she’s 
right. Screens warm up a room, make it more intimate. Corners are boring anyway.” 
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The kitehen is the scene of 


picnic preparations, jam making and 


breakfast with the children 


he bright modern kitchen—a break 
from the traditionally gloomy 
kitchens of old French houses—is 
a popular gathering place, where 
Anne-Marie de Ganay fills picnic 
baskets, makes jam at summer’s 
end and breakfasts with Adrien 
and Benjamin. When the family 
has company Mme. de Ganay lays 
out breakfast early and guests come down when 
they like and help themselves. There are ther- 
moses for hot water, tea and coffee; orange juice 
and fresh fruits from the large kitchen garden; 


five or six homemade jams; and a variety of 


breads and croissants, delivered by the local 
boulangerie before anyone is up and kept warm 
in an electric basket. 

“The baskets are decorative but I use them 
all the time,’ says Mme. de Ganay of her con- 


siderable collection. She has found some of 


them at the open-air market held on Thursday 
in the nearby town of Milly. 

The studio (above), connected to her bed- 
room, is where Mme. de Ganay steals time 
alone. Her mother painted the peaceful cloud 
pattern on the ceiling, spraying white paint 
onto a blue background while still wet. Here 
Mme. de Ganay prepares designs for her shop, 
makes collages and paints. Her favorite subjects 
are flowers and small plants. “I don’t seem to 
be able to get away from that,” she says. The 
paintings—yet another example of her creativ- 
ity—are scattered throughout her rooms. ™

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AN OASIS OF 
COOLING COLOR 


A Florida house borrows details from the 


Caribbean Islands, colors from the tropics 


atches between designers and clients sometimes seem made in heaven. 

These strong relationships often endure for decades and even survive 

moves from house to house or state to state. Such is the partnership 

between New York designer Billy Francis and the owners of this Florida 
house, Bonnie and Gary Gross. ‘“When we lived in Houston Billy decorated a house 
for us, a boat, Gary’s offices and one of our two restaurants,”’ says Mrs. Gross. ‘““When 
we decided to retire and move to Naples we asked Billy to meet with us and Kasimir 
Korybut, the architect, from day one.”’ Together the designer and the architect came 
up with numerous ingenious ways to make the house feel and look cool—a primary 
concern in the hot, humid climate. Mr. Korybut, who learned a lot about keeping a 
house cool when he lived in Jamaica for 20 years, designed an interior courtyard from 
which the front hall, living and dining rooms open: The atrium, which is filled with 
tropical plants, has a screened roof so that rooms can be left open to it in hot weather. 
Sliding glass doors close them off in winter. 


Left: The architect sited the swimming pool so close to the bay that from 
the porch they almost seem to be the same body of water.

| “We had a lot of Victorian 
| furniture and _ family 
pieces,’ recalls Bonnie 
Gross, “but we knew they 
were just too dark and 
heavy to put in this house. 
Florida’s climate—and the 
water and lush greenery— 
demands a certain kind of 
decorating with light wood 
and cool colors.” 

Although peach is nor- 
mally considered a warm 
color, the icy shade that 
Billy Francis chose for the 
three club chairs seems as 
cool as the blue and green 
stripes on the sofa. Refer- 
ring to the stripes, Mr. 
Francis says, “This room 
has more pattern than I 
normally use—solid colors 
are my forte. I usually 
have prints in very small 
doses.”” Instead of many 
patterns the designer de- 
cided on a wide variety 
of textures: soft, fuzzy 
peach chenille on the 
chairs, grass cloth on the 
coffee table and on the cof- 
fered ceiling. The squares 
of grass cloth overhead 
echo the geometric pattern 
of the carpet. 














Mr. Francis likes to 
use three matching chairs 
rather than a pair 
when possible. “They 
are so much less stiff, less 

formal than a pair,” 

| he says. “Here we needed 
three to balance 

i the big sofa.” 
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Open shelves and glass-front cabinets enable

he advantages of working with one designer for many years are 

best illustrated in the kitchen of this Florida house. Here Gary 

Gross and Billy Francis were partners. Mr. Gross, who had 

learned a lot about cooking needs, work patterns and efficiency 
when planning his restaurant kitchens in Houston, knew exactly what he 
wanted. He also knew he could count on Mr. Francis’s good color sense 
and predilection for uncluttered surfaces and clean lines to make any- 
thing he wanted look neat and handsome. His two primary concerns were 
lots of open shelves—‘‘so you can grab anything when you're in a 
hurry’—and stainless-steel countertops around the range. “I don’t want 
to worry about putting down a hot pot,” he says. 

Mr. Francis designed shallow shelves behind the range with precisely 
measured heights for all ingredients. That way things don’t get shoved 
into the wrong spot, and the shelves never look messy. To keep the 
stainless-steel counter there and around the range top from making the 
room look too cold and institutional, he used handmade tiles for back- 
splashes, a wood floor and cabinets in a soft cream. 
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A simple way to give a luxurious look to a bed: 

Shape the headboard with curves and scallops, then use 
shirred fabric around the edge; cover the joint where shirring 
meets plain upholstery with tiny welting. A duvet covered 
in fabric to match the pink sofa pillow 
is another luxurious touch. 





wo bedrooms in the Gross house are very good examples 
of how designer Billy Francis uses prints—or doesn’t use 
them as is sometimes the case. In the master bedroom 
(above) Mr. Francis has indulged in larger amounts of 
pattern than he usually does, but in only two florals. The brighter 
one he used lavishly on the upholstered sofa and headboard; the 


gentler one, at the windows and on an antique chair. About the 
bright yellow fabric in a predominantly pastel room he says, “I 
don’t like formula decorating. I like to throw in a color to shock 
the eye a little bit.” Lavender-blue for the toss piliows came from 
the violets in the draperies. Because this room has one of the best 
views in the house—across the bay—the owners wanted part of it

To lighten a bed made of dark wood—which Bonnie Gross 
particularly wanted to keep—Billy Francis designed a frame from 
which to tie striped curtains. The frame is covered in shirred 
yellow fabric to match the chair, as is the bed’s box spring. To make 
a frame like this, use inch-and-a-half dowels, then cover 
with fabric casing twice the length of the rod. 


furnished as a sitting room. Three English pine antiques are light 
enough in color and design to fit in perfectly with the Florida 
decorating. The guest room (above) illustrates what he calls his 
forte—large expanses of solid colors with one pattern. Here, as in 
the living room, what gives the room its visual energy are the 
colors chosen for the solids—here all are taken from the striped 


bed curtains—and the textures which enliven them. Fabric for the 
comforter has tiny embroidered dots in a diamond pattern, as do 
all the toss pillows. Grass shades add rough textures. Ceilings in 
master bedroom and guest room were painted a lighter shade of 
the wall color. “Cut the wail paint with white,” advises Mr.

this two-family house 
presents a singular image 
to the street and separate 
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dentical twins, the 
two townhouses stand 
side by side on their 
narrow city lot. They 
could, in fact, be mistaken 
for one house—an illusion 
purposely created to main- 
tain the scale of the Hous- 
ton neighborhood’s older, 
larger houses. Architects 
William F. Stern & Asso- 
ciates took their cue for 
this arrangement and for 
the distinctive facade from 
late-19th-century subur- 
ban two-family houses. 
For example, Mr. Stern ac- 
centuated the two bay win- 
dows, the central down- 
spout and the steep gables 
“so the front of the house 
addresses the street in an 
interesting way, as did the 
late-19th-century houses.” 
Here, however, these ele- 
ments are updated in a 
strong graphic manner. ® 
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On the north wall 
(above) a super-size 
custom-designed bay 
window flanked by 
standard casement 
windows (and chaises 
designed by Mr. Stern) 
fill the living room 
with light. Sky blue 
stucco wall (right), 
clear blue reflecting 
pool and verdant 
bamboo backdrop 
create a cool oasis in 
the private patio.

he airiness of one interior defies 
the constraints imposed by the 
developers. On the narrow (50- 
by-117-foot) lot with a six-foot 
side setback requirement, the developer 
wanted two two-bedroom houses, each 
with its own two-car garage and private 
outdoor spaces. Although the project origi- 
nated as a speculative development, Wil- 
liam Stern worked closely with Lorry 
Parks and Thomas Grace, owners of the 
house shown here, to infuse their narrow 
space with the openness of the outdoors. 
“Having grown up in Chicago,” says 
Ms. Parks, ‘“‘heaven to me is having lots of 
doors and windows to open.” Mr. Stern 
gave each level its own outdoor space. On 
the ground level a wall of French doors 
opens the master bedroom to a patio. An 
exterior stair leads from the patio to a 
covered porch on the main living level. “I 
elevated the main rooms to the treetops to 
counterpoint Houston’s flatness,” says Mr. 
Stern. To capture the breezes created by 
cross ventilation, the living, dining and 
kitchen areas are all open to one another. 





They are grouped around a central stair- 
case that leads to a study which has its 
own small deck. 

Ms. Parks had asked for one large loft- 
like space because she likes to entertain 
and do the cooking herself. Mr. Stern’s 
solution—an island dividing the dining 
area from the galley kitchen—‘‘works so 
well it even encourages guests to partici- 
pate in the preparations,” says Ms. Parks. 

Although the house was carefully cus- 
tomized for Ms. Parks and Mr. Grace, it 
now serves the needs of its present occu- 
pants, an interior designer and her hus- 
band, who rented the house when the 
owners moved to Dallas to open their fur- 
niture showroom, Grace Designs. “I’ve 
learned a lot by living in this house,”’ the 
designer says. “In Houston where it’s hot 
seventy percent of the year, the balconied 
porch shields the main living level from 
direct sunlight, and the bedroom seems to 
extend through the French doors across 
the pool to the bamboo on the far wall.”

From Cape Cod, 


summer ideas for tiny spaces 


hallow thirsty soil, bright but fickle 

sun, narrow seaside lots, tempestuous 

winds—not ideal conditions, it would 

seem, for gardening. But in Province- 

town, Mass., at the tip of Cape Cod, 

gardeners paint the town with flowers. 

They succeed, just as patio and balcony 

gardeners do, by choosing what will grow best and 
by generous watering, feeding and picking. Prov- 
incetown, a fishing village, gathering place for artists 
and writers and summer resort, is built on a sandspit 
that forms a harbor within a bay within the Atlantic. 
The Pilgrims landed here in 1620 but found the soil 
poor, the water scarce and the natives less friendly 
than now. They signed the Mayflower Compact, 
then sailed for what is now Plymouth. The outer 
cape is mostly protected National Seashore, with 
high dunes, deep swales, scrub oak and pine, marsh- 
land and broad beaches. Provincetown is composed 
of close-together shingled houses, with fences, win- 
dow boxes, flowers—and people—wondrously vivid 
and various. & —MARYBETH WESTON

Briny winds often salt the vegetables before they’re 
picked, so Ms. Hiebert hoses them daily with water from her 
well. Her shrubs are salt-tolerant rugosa roses, tamarisk, 
hydrangeas, potentilla, mallow and black pines. 


Wide-petaled roses that dry quickly after fog and 
rain, beach grass, carefree coreopsis, snow-on-the-mountain 
and other wildflowers border the walkway leading from the 
Westwinds Guesthouse down to the harbor. They also help firm 
the dunes on this fragile caracole, a whorl of land and 
sea at the edge of the continent. Painters describe 
Provincetown’s quality of light as Mediterranean; the holiday 
hues of the small gardens would seem to prove it.@

SERIOUS 
ROSES 


ome of the most distinguished and 

delicious rosés have an image prob- 

lem. Maybe it’s because they’re con- 

fused with simple-sweet blush wines 
and cotton-candy jug rosés. Maybe they 
look like wines for people who can’t make 
up their minds between red and white. Or 
maybe it’s just hard to take pink wine 
seriously. 

But the best are made from grapes that 
could be used to make a fine red. The clear 
juice is given just enough contact with the 
dark grape skins to turn the wine a deep 
salmon-pink. Light, delicious and refresh- 
ing, these serious rosés also have the right 
bite and savor to complement cold ham, 
salade Nicoise, cold garlic soup, seafood 
pastas and other summer foods. They’re 
always served chilled to enhance their re- 
freshing qualities, which makes them all 
the more inviting in warm weather. 

From our recent tastings we’ve picked 
five that deserve to be taken seriously: 
from California, two 1985 rosés of Caber- 
net Sauvignon, Simi (about $7) and Fire- 
stone (about $7), and the fruity 1986 
Buehler Zinfandel rosé (about $6); from 
France, the dry, savory Domaines Ott 
Cotes de Provence rosé (about $8) and the 
distinguished Domaine Tempier Bandol 
rosé (about $11). 





WINE BARGAIN 
OF THE MONTH 


ummer dining isn’t all fish and white 
wine. It’s also meaty fare cooked 
outdoors, such as grilled sirloins, 
barbequed spareribs, shish kebabs 
and butterflied leg of lamb, all of which 
call for a fine but modestly priced red. One 
of the best red wine values we’ve come 
across lately is from California: the 1983 
J. Pedroncelli Cabernet Sauvignon. It’s 
flavorful enough to stand up to pepper 
steak but has the balance and subtlety to 
match more sophisticated fare. At $7 a bot- 
tle, it’s worth buying some for the fall, too. 





unday brunch wouldn’t be the same 
without it. And chances are that 
vodka wouldn’t be as popular as it is 
if this drink hadn’t caught on. 

The Bloody Mary was created in Paris 
in 1924 at Harry’s New York Bar. Back 
then it was a potent mix of half vodka and 
half tomato juice. The recipe has since 
been toned down, but creative types have 
never ceased to tinker with it, adding egg 
white, horseradish, sherry, beef bouillon 
and other ingredients to add zest. 

The key is to use a high-quality tomato 





juice. If you like it hot, substitute Pert- 
sovka (pepper vodka)—you won’t need ex- 
tra spice. Here’s the classic recipe: 


3 ounces tomato juice 

1-1/2 ounces vodka 

1/2 ounce fresh lemon juice 
Dash of Worcestershire sauce 
Dash of Tabasco sauce 


Combine ingredients, shake with ice and 
strain into an old-fashioned glass. Add 2 or 
3 ice cubes and garnish with lemon or 
celery stick.@

of summer’s first ear of corn and dip in 

the pool have faded a bit. What’s left are 

the heavy, lazy days of August—the time 
of year when we’d most like to get away from it all 
and relax. But if you can’t be by the sea or on a 
mountaintop, escape can be as close as your own 
backyard. 

Judith Olney, author of The Joy of Chocolate 
and Judith Olney on Bread, created the trio of 
menus on these pages for easy peak-of-summer 
picnics right out your own back door. “Packing up 
food, beverages, ice and all the trappings, then 
traveling to some faraway place can be tiring— 
especially when the weather is warm,” she says. 
“It’s easier to seek out some special place where 
there is shade and a breeze—close to home.” (Of 
course, if it’s really sweltering or if the sky thickens 
with threatening clouds, these dishes taste just as 
good indoors as out.) 

Ms. Olney’s menus are inspired by the cuisines 
of India, Japan and the Mediterranean, where the 
weather can be warm and much of the fare is 
bursting with robust flavors. And since palates are 
naturally dulled by heat and humidity and energy 
levels drop, assertive foods are often the most en- 
joyable. But assertive doesn’t necessarily mean hot. 
Add a welcoming jolt to an otherwise placid dish 
with spices such as ginger, cumin and cinnamon; 
herbs like mint and chives; plus bitter greens and 
edible flowers (watercress and marigolds, for ex- 
ample). Acidic foods, such as lemon and raspber- 
ries, and those that are naturally cooling, like 
cucumbers and yogurt, can soothe and quench as 
they refresh.

To add interest to the setting, 
choose china and linens that comple- 
ment the type of food you are serving, 
such as these platters (right), which 
suggest the Orient. For a refreshing 
touch, wrap silverware in crisp linens, 
then tie lengths of fresh ivy around 
each bundle (left). 

Thin, crisp varieties of bread—pita, 
focaccia (Italian flatbread), biscuits or 
breadsticks—are more appealing in 
summer than a dense, heavy loaf. 
“And remember, although appetites 
tend to be small in warm weather, 
serving a variety of dishes adds inter- 
est to a meal; guests can try new dish- 
es—and picky eaters are given a 
choice.” —SARAH BELK

tle under chef Chambrette’s watchful eye. 
Classes are taught in French and interpret- 
ed in English, and before long we’re think- 
ing in centigrade and deciliters and making 
real Burgundian dishes from local ingredi- 
ents. Good smells waft through the cha- 
teau, and soon the work area is cleared and 
set for lunch. The clanging and clicking of 
silverware begin as we taste. Gougéres— 
traditionally served with a glass of Beaujo- 
lais—can be fist-size (the bigger they are 
the more “‘country”’ they are), or, like these 
divine gems, only an inch and a half in 
diameter. The rest of the meal is a great 
success, too. Coffee in the garden follows, 
and we relax and get to know one another. 

Before our dinner demonstration class 
on Monday night, Anne Willan, la mai- 
tresse and our hostess for the week, dis- 
cusses the specialties of Burgundy. It has 
been said that if Paris is the mind of 
France and Champagne its spirit, then 
Burgundy and the Lyonnais are the stom- 
ach. The region is rich in natural re- 
sources: Bresse chickens, Charolais cattle, 
extraordinary charcuterie, snails (because 
wherever you have grapevines you have 
snails), excellent fruits and vegetables, and 
freshwater fish. 

Class begins with the making of a crown 
of salmon and trout. Chef Chambrette il- 
lustrates traditional techniques—such as 
the use of a fine-meshed tamis sieve and 
the beating of egg whites by hand—obvi- 
ously preferring elbow grease to high-tech 
machines! While the fish and the snails in 
puff pastry bake, we descend to the wine 
cellar for a tasting given by Monsieur Du- 
val, sommelier at the nearby three-star res- 
taurant A la Cote St.-Jacques. As we taste, 
he talks about the region’s geography, cli- 
mate and wines. The 1983 Morey-St.-De- 
nis is my favorite: rich, full-bodied and 
perfectly balanced. Dinner follows; we fin- 
ish with pears poached in red wine spiked 
with black peppercorns and cinnamon and 
served with thick creme Chantilly. 


TUESDAY, OCTOBER 14 

Slap-SLAP! Slap-SLAP! The dough hits 
the demonstration table. The rhythmic 
sound turns our attention to chef Cham- 
brette as he kneads dough for a sweet yeast 
cake. HACK!!! A carp is decapitated with 
a single blow. We hear the gentle crunch of 
bones as it is filleted. Faces are intent, 
some suggesting a bit of squeamishness. 
I’m on paté duty and up to my elbows in 
ground pork, ham and rabbit, squishing 


and squeezing to break it down. I’m sure 
it’s good for the skin! 

By noon we're all standing around the 
stove, peering into pots and ovens and ob- 
serving the thickening of the pochouse, a 
Burgundian fish stew. The cakes, imper- 
fectly round with a rugged, country beau- 
ty, are lifted from the oven. Warm steam 
permeates the room from the roast ducks. 

The stew is excellent with the Aligoté (a 
local white wine); the duck with peas is a 
surprisingly light dish because these birds 
are less fatty than those in the States. 

After coffee we pile into the mini-bus for 
a trip to Chablis. Herds of Charolais cattle 
graze under a clear della Robbia sky. We 
stop at a wine co-op where we taste several 
vintages of very affordable Chablis. My 
favorite is the 1978 Cote de Léchet; it has 
the toasty, nutty richness I love in aged 
white Burgundies. 

We continue down the road, and the 
very moment we enter the village of Cha- 
blis we hear great honking and cheering. 
In farm trucks festooned with branches, 
joyful young men and women parade up 
the street. They’ve just finished picking 
grapes in one of the Chablis vineyards. 
Surely this was timed for our arrival! 

By twilight we’re on our way to a bus- 
tling roadside restaurant for a very gener- 
ous, very tasty rustic supper: assorted 
vegetables vinaigrette, mammoth veal 
chops with mushrooms and the best 
pommes frites imaginable. 


WEDNESDAY, OCTOBER 15 

We drive to nearby Joigny for an excur- 
sion to the twice-weekly market. As I enter 
the large municipal building, the first thing 
I see is a slinky, blue-black coil of boudin 
noir (blood sausage). Now I’m an adven- 
turous eater, but there are limits! The ex- 
quisite displays of fruits and vegetables are 
an inspiration to any cook: marble-size 
radishes; cabbages ranging in hue from 
pale green to deepest blue-purple; slick 
leeks lined up in neat rows; flats and flats 
of yellow, red and white onions; garlic 
braids; nuts of every kind including mahog- 
any-colored chestnuts. We make our selec- 
tions, which are sent back to the chateau so 
chef Chambrette can create our lunch; then 
we take a walk through the narrow, winding 
cobblestone streets of Joigny. 

Returning to the chateau we sit down to 
a true plat du jour: meaty artichokes with 
hollandaise (I could make a meal of this 
alone), slender haricots verts with parsley 
vinaigrette, sliced tomatoes sprinkled with 
chopped sweet white onion, black and 
white radishes for munching raw, chante- 
relles in garlicky dressing, and for dessert, 
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fromage blanc—all washed down with 
made-on-the-premises cider. 

There is nothing like chocolate to bring 
out the greedy child in us. During dinner 
preparation, everyone wants to lick the 
spoons, whisks and spatulas used to make 
the cake. The fragrance of chocolate fills 
the kitchen; we swoon with pleasure. One 
of my all-time favorites is featured tonight: 
oeufs pochés en Meurette (eggs poached in 
red wine). With it we enjoy pork medal- 
lions with cabbage and turnips and the 
much-anticipated rolled chocolate cake. 


VEZELAY: THURSDAY, OCTOBER 16 

We walk through a thick morning mist 
up a very steep hill to see the basilica of 
Ste. Madeleine in the village of Vézelay, 
which was one of the most important 
places of pilgrimage for Christians during 
the Middle Ages. Some hours later, and 
with similar reverence, we nourish our 
more corporeal senses at the three-star res- 
taurant L’Espérance. My favorite course is 
foie gras on fresh pasta with cépes veiled in 
port sauce. 


FRIDAY, OCTOBER 17 

After breakfast we find chef Chambrette 
deftly kneading walnut whole-wheat 
dough. Under his watchful eye we make 
another batch of dough, trim and wash a 
huge basket of sorrel, make raspberry and 
chestnut ice creams and my very favorite 
cookies in the world, sablés au_ beurre, 
which combine the best of shortbread and 
sugar cookies. We must be moving like 
snails because he reprimands us by saying, 
““Finissez de jouer!! Vite, vite.” We pick up 
the pace and by 11:30 fragrances intensify, 
hunger and curiosity grow. We sit down to 
a lunch of rabbit terrine, parslied ham in 
aspic (both dishes begun two days earlier), 
fish with sorrel and white wine sauce, the 
ice creams and cookies. 

On Friday evening we drive a short dis- 
tance to the three-star restaurant A la Cote 
St.-Jacques in Joigny. Upon being seated, 
we are offered smoked salmon, boudin noir 
(1 know I said I wouldn’t touch it but here 
it is, and it is good!) and pate de foie gras. 
The meal that follows is a memorable one, 
particularly the rouget with translucent 
zucchini “scales” swathed in an ethereal 
sauce and the lobster en papillote. From 
the mind-boggling cheese selection I 
choose a mild chévre to spread on my 
walnut bread and decide that nothing 
could be a better accompaniment to my 
last few swallows of wine. Miraculously, 
we have no trouble finding room for rasp- 
berry mousse cake or petits fours.

On the mini-bus back to Paris we stop in 
Sens, where we visit the cathedral of St. 
Etienne. After meandering through the 
town we drive on to Paris where there are 
warm good-byes and the exchange of fa- 
vorite restaurants. We can hardly wait un- 
til the next meal!

minds us that Italian food is not second to 
French. Classics like mayonnaise, bécha- 
mel sauce and puff pastry (maionese, bal- 
samella and pasta sfoglia) were born in 
Italy then traveled to France via Caterina 


. and Maria de Medici, who married French 


royalty (Henry II and Henry IV, respec- 
tively). We learn surprising little-known 
facts about Italian ingredients: Nutmeg 
was at one time very rare and expensive; 
green tomatoes were eaten in Italy before 
ripe red ones, and the concept of tomato 
sauce dates only from the 1830s. Pasta is 
always served as a first course, never as a 
side dish, main course or salad. 

Today’s menu includes “stamped” pasta 
made from chestnut flour; whole, boned 
and stuffed chicken; peas cooked with let- 
tuce; scallion frittata and chocolate-apricot 
torte. A soft staccato “‘scrape-scrape- 
scrape”’ fills the room as Giuliano bones 
the chickens and shares cooking tips. He 
passes around a bowl of chestnut flour so 
we can see it and inhale its smoky-sweet 
earthy aroma reminiscent of the fruit itself. 
We watch with amazement as he bones 
chickens; the bones are literally pulled out 
of the bird rather than the flesh being cut 
away completely as in the French manner. 

He moves knowingly, effortlessly, from 
one dish to another. “Don’t give me a hard 
time about salt,” he pleads with a grin as 
he adds salt to the stuffing for the chicken. 
“It is already written when you are going 
to die.” Ah, the Italians! As he holds the 
floppy boneless bird open like a pillowcase, 
his assistant stuffs it. Like magic a flat, 
rectangular piece of limp poultry is trans- 
formed into a neat, plump round. The 
aroma of scallions cooking in butter fills 
the air. It’s one o’clock and we’re hungry! 
But first, there is pasta to be made. 

With a pressing, twisting motion Giu- 
liano kneads the dough as if he is on auto- 
matic pilot. Thin, flat strips of dough are 
cut into inch-and-a-half circles with a spe- 
cial wooden stamp that not only cuts out 
the pasta (like a cookie cutter) but imprints 
the disk of dough with a personalized in- 
signia, as one would press a signet ring into 
sealing wax. This turns out to be my favor- 
ite of the day’s dishes: The silvery-beige 
disks—subtly flavored with chestnut 
flour—are swathed in butter and fresh 
marjoram. Pine nuts add a gentle crunch 
to this slithery, sensuous dish. 


TUESDAY, MARCH 17 

Class begins with an all-green-clad Giu- 
liano (in honor of St. Patrick’s Day) dis- 
cussing the day’s menu: two pastas (one 
with crab meat, another with anchovy 
sauce), a double-crust Sicilian lamb pie, 





potato fritters, rosemary focaccia (Italian 
flat bread), sausage-stuffed chicken galan- 
tine and fresh apples and pears baked in a 
very light clafoutilike batter. 

Giuliano begins kneading the dough for 
the lamb pie and says, ““You must have a 
gentle touch when working with this 
dough.” Moments later puffs of flour 
cloud the air as the pasta machine cranks 
out ribbons of dough that are then cut into 
narrow tagliolini and set aside to dry. 

It is past noon and the potato fritters 
and focaccia have us salivating. Soon 
they’re distributed—along with glasses of 
Brunello di Montalcino—to keep us happy 
while the rest of the meal is prepared. 


WEDNESDAY, MARCH 18 

Risotto with black-eyed peas? You bet. 
These legumes, which seem so much a part 
of our own Southern cuisine, came to Italy 
via Persia and Egypt. We learn that black- 
eyed peas and many other legumes fell out 
of favor after the war because they had 
been among the few foods available then. 
Most Italians of that generation do not 
want to be reminded of what must have 
made up countless meals. 

There is so much to learn today that we 
opt for lunch in the demonstration room to 
watch more dishes being prepared. Every- 
one is intent on absorbing as much as pos- 
sible, and Giuliano is more than generous 
with his time, energy and knowledge. 

After the risotto we indulge in bright- 
tasting, lemony fennel simmered in white 
wine and herbs. It is a “piatto mezzo,” or 
plate between, served between the first and 
main courses to cleanse the palate like a 
salad. It is followed by a Chianti-style 
meat loaf redolent of red wine, a baked 
sausage and egg dish that seems perfect for 
a winter brunch and an orange-scented 
chocolate torte. 

After lunch Giuliano autographs books 
and receives enough warm hugs to last him 
until his next classes. I take a long, last 
look at this peaceful resort and feel a new 
understanding of Italian food and an ap- 
preciation for the beauty of the West.@

upon eternal forms recalling Greek and 
even Egyptian prototypes. 

Although Diego made furniture, he was 
not a true cabinetmaker but a craftsman- 
sculptor. He mastered all phases of bronze 
casting, from the production of plaster 
models to the application of his secret pati- 
nas, and insisted on assembling most of the 
pieces himself; no one else was allowed to 
choose the ornamental elements, nor even 
to attach them or apply the patinas. His 
bronze technique set him apart from cre- 
ators of contemporary furniture, and his 
artisan’s approach was out of step with the 
mechanical concept of industrial design. 

Diego’s hallmark was his use of small 
animal sculptures. His fascination with an- 
imals developed in early childhood and 
persisted throughout his life. He surround- 
ed himself with cats, with whom he had, as 
friends recall, an almost mystical affinity. 
This fondness—as well as, perhaps, the 
examples set by ancient Egyptian furniture 
makers, French animal sculptors and A\I- 
exander Calder—led him to create small 
delicate sculptures which, after World War

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II, he began to add discreetly to pieces of 
furniture. The first recorded example was a 
little sparrow added in 1947 to a big chan- 
delier of Alberto’s. Inclusion of these stat- 
uettes soon became a game for Diego; 
eventually he embellished most of the fur- 
niture he made with fantastic little vi- 
gnettes of animals, trees, foliage and, oc- 
casionally, human figures. As Diego himself 
said, these additions “dressed up” his other- 
wise very functional designs. 

Diego ended his years of independent 
creativity with a monumental project in his 
80s: the creation of furniture and lighting 
for the Picasso Museum in Paris. Diego 
devoted himself to the enterprise, achiev- 
ing what many consider to be the high 
point of his career. Diego’s evolution from 
assistant to his brother to independent art- 
ist-craftsman was long and gradual. As his 
friend Jean Leymarie has written, “‘his des- 
tiny as a poet-craftsman was slowly, silent- 
ly forged, uniting the care of the functional 
with the charm and freshness of the mar- 
velous.”’ It is perhaps this identity of art 
and craft in Diego Giacometti’s work, as 
much as the classical inspiration of his 
design, that makes it so relevant in our 
own “post-industrial” age.

You can use any fabric to inspire your 
lampshade pattern—or paint your own de- 
sign. To get you started, here are instruc- 
tions for two of Luis P. Molina’s easiest 
designs, both shown on pages 54 and 55. 

Basic materials include acrylic paints 
and an opaque white paper lampshade. Be 
sure the lampshade suits the size of the 
lamp. A rule of thumb: The bottom diame- 
ter of the shade should be about equal to 
the distance between the bottom of the 
socket and the tabletop. If you plan to 
replace an old lampshade with your new 
design, use the former as a guide when you 
select the paper lampshade. 

Acrylics need to be diluted slightly to 
achieve the consistency of heavy cream. 
Add water with a squeeze bottle or some 
other controllable vessel until you have the 
right blend. If you’re going to sponge the 
lampshade, a disposable aluminum tray is 
best for mixing and applying the paint. 
Otherwise use a jar or cup. To slow down 
the paint’s drying time, mix in a retarding 
medium. Then if you make a mistake, you 
can wipe the paint off while it’s still wet. 

For the sponged pattern (number 5) first 
soak a medium-size natural sea sponge in 
water (this keeps the sponge pliable and 
fluffy) and wring it out well to avoid thin- 
ning the paint. Practice the technique on a 
sheet of paper first until you’re satisfied 
with the results. Then, turning your wrist 
as you go, apply the paint to the lamp- 
shade. Avoid overlapping the pattern. 

To make the spotted design (number 4), 
paint the shade a light background color. 
When it dries, draw the spotted pattern in 
pencil. To respect the slope of the shade, 
the spots should be small and close togeth- 
er at the top and larger and farther apart at 
the bottom. Then, with a number four flat 
brite brush, fill in the design with a shade 
darker than the background color and 
paint the top and bottom trim to define the 
shade’s edges. When the paint dries, use a 
safety pin to pierce the entire circumfer- 
ence of each spot. 

If you’re not so adventurous, you can 
hire a professional to paint lampshades for 
you. Molina Studio (38 W. 56th St., New 
York, NY 10019) will work for clients who 
provide the exact size, including top and 
bottom diameters, of the lampshade being 
replaced so that a paper shade can be or- 
dered; and a fabric swatch that the artists 
can work from. Prices begin at $75 and 
depend on the complexity of the design.

To paranoia... 





Compulsion ts now definitely 
addiction. And there's worse 
to come. 

You stop caring how you 
look or how you feel. You 
become paranoid. You may feel 
people are persecuting you, 
and you may have an intense 
fear that the police are waiting 
to arrest you. (Not surprising, 
since cocaine is illegal.) 

You may have hallucinations. 
Because coke heightens your 
senses, they may seem 
terrifyingly real. 

As one woman overdosed, 
she heard laughter nearby and 
a voice that said, “I’ve got you 
now.” So many people have 
been totally convinced that 








bugs were crawling on or 
out of their skin, that the hal- 
lucination has a nickname: 
the coke bugs. 

Especially if you’ve been 
smoking cocaine, you may 
become violent, or feel suicidal. 

When coke gets you really 
strung out, you may turn to 
other drugs to slow down. Par- 
ticularly downers like alcohol, 
tranquilizers, marijuana and 
heroin. (A speedball—heroin 
and cocaine—is what killed 
John Belushi.) 

If you saw your doctor 
now and he didnt know you 
were using coke, he'd probably 
diagnose you as a manic- 
depressive.

i=] My bur! bowl is 10 inches in diameter. How old is it? How was 
it used? How should I care for it? 


—J.S.Y., N. Tonawanda, N.Y. 


For centuries maple has 
been the most common- 
ly used wood for bowls 
and other kitchen uten- 
sils made in America. 
Another popular wood 
was burl, a wartlike 
growth that forms on many types of trees. The grain twists and 
turns as the growth forms, so burl does not warp or crack as easily 
as other woods. The round burl was hollowed out to form a bowl. 
The decorative trim at the edge of your bowl shows great skill. The 
bowl is worth more than $1,000. If you plan to serve food in the 
bowl you should keep it oiled with an edible oil such as walnut oil. 
(Be sure the oil is not a type that will turn rancid.) Never varnish a 
burl bowl; varnishing lowers its value. 





[_]How old is this mahogany chest of drawers? The front curves 
out, the legs are carved, and the handles are brass. 
—Mrs. E.M., Longview, Tex. 





Chests of drawers made about 1810 came in a variety of shapes. 
Most common were plain chests with straight fronts, most expen- 
sive were those with serpentine fronts and patterned veneer. You 
have a round-front or bow-front chest made around 1810-1820. 
The small round brass knobs, legs that extend from the floor to the 
top and rounded front were all in style then. The punchwork 
design between the carved leaves at the top of the leg was often 
used near Salem, Mass. Look carefully at the construction of your 
chest. A replaced or altered top, a new drawer front, or signs that 
an attached mirror was removed will lower the value. (If the 
bottoms of drawers have new wood to replace the worn runners, 
this does not detract from the value.) If your chest is all original, it 
is worth $2,000 to $3,000. 


[_]These toys are made of painted plaster or other chalky sub- 
stance. The base is wood and fabric and squeaks when squeezed. 
The colors are faded blues and yellows. The toys look old—are 
they? —K.D., Joelton, Tenn. 





You own children’s squeak toys that were popular in the late 19th 
century. They were originally made in Sonneberg, Germany, but 
Pennsylvania Germans made them locally. The figure was made of 
plaster of Paris, wood, papier-maché and other types of composi- 
tion material. The cloth or leather and wood bellows made the 
appropriate noises, including a cat’s meow, a bird’s chirp or a 
rabbit’s squeak. Birds with wire legs like your turkey were made to 
bob up and down. The peacock is one of the rarest forms. Your 
toys are worth about $350 each.

lap bags used for cotton 
or grain became readily 
available in America, 
and the hooked rug’s 
popularity soared. The 
bag, slit open at the 
seams, became the 
backing for a small rug. 
Geometric, animal and 
floral designs were fa- 
vored. Your rug proba- 
bly dates from the late 
19th or early 20th century, as indicated by the pattern, fabric and 
backing. Examine the binding or finishing on the back. Modern 
rugs often have special tapes and machine-stitching. Clean the rug 
carefully. Vacuum or sweep the front with a brush. Don’t vacuum 
the back, and never machine-wash. Check that the fabric is color- 
fast before washing the front with a wet sponge, cold water and 
suds from a mild soap or commercial rug cleaner. Do not get the 
backing wet. Dry on a towel. Your rug is worth about $600. @

have always felt that great teachers 

teach by example. They put their 

ideas together; they create. There is 

no better illustration of this than the 
late Billy Baldwin, long the dean of Ameri- 
can decorating. I have always admired and 
been inspired by his genius. His decorating 
had an amazing air of timelessness that 
was brought home to me recently when I 
attended a tribute to his work. Not only 
did five top designers create vignettes using 
Billy’s signature touches, but Billy’s own 
c. 1973 one-room apartment was recreated, 
with its brown lacquered walls, white can- 
vas slipcovers and all. I must say it looked 
absolutely today, just the sort of thing I'd 
love to scoop up and publish in the maga- 
zine right now! 

From World War II until his death in 
1983, Billy Baldwin reigned over decorat- 
ing. When I was in design school, he had 
an enormous impact on me—and, I be- 
lieve, on the present generation of decora- 
tors. He decorated the houses of Jacqueline 
Onassis, Baroness Philippe de Rothschild 
and Mrs. William Paley. How did he rise 
to the top of his profession? By emphasiz- 
ing comfort and livability. He decorated 


for people, first and foremost, never for 
- Status 
Billy was revolutionary, and many of his 
innovations a accepte day as com 
place. He reached for cotton instead of 


the requisite damask to cover a very good 
French chair. He’d skip valances and tas- 
sels and dress windows with unsilky raw 
silk and bamboo shades. Practicality and 
livability were his guiding lights. We loved 
him because he always had his feet on the 
ground. “Don’t confuse good taste with 
great expense,” he’d say. And he practiced 
what he preached. In his own apartment 
he had a number of sets of cotton slipcov- 
ers, plus one made out of denim he bought 
for 69 cents a yard. He was not afraid to 
use ordinary objects alongside the grand. 
When a client topped a museum-quality 
commode with a wicker basket of flowers, 
he was tickled by the juxtaposition. 

“Billy taught us all,” says Mario Buatta, 
one of the decorators who participated in 
the Baldwin tribute. “He helped make us 
think, ‘why use something fancy when the 
simplest thing will do?’”’ As an example, 
Mario points to the Hansen swing-arm 
lamp that was seen in the Baldwin room. 
“Tt gives wonderful light, it helps unclutter 
the table. Why use anything else?” he asks. 

Decorators I talk to frequently pay hom- 
age to Billy Baldwin when they borrow his 
signature touches for their rooms—a mir- 
ror placed between two windows to give 
the illusion of a third window; a ceiling 
coated with white paint that has been 
mixed with a few drops of the wall’s pink 
or blue paint. Or the way Billy could fill a 
room with intimate seat groupings—and 
never make it seem crowded. 

What still makes Mark Hampton marvel 
is Billy’s talent for taking a style, whether 
English or French, and “reducing it to a 
minimum. Billy was a real modernist in 
that he could combine a traditional look 
with the 20th century’s interest in reducing 
embellishment to a minimum.” I think 
that his very careful editing is one of the 
deeper reasons why we're looking back to 
Billy Baldwin’s work. He was able to use 
the best of rich European decorating with- 
out ever sacrificing a room’s lightness and 
clarity. Today, I think we err on the side of 
heaviness. Certainly we want to bring back 
moldings and trims and many of the won- 
derful details that were lost in the era of 
hard-edged modernism, but some of to- 


day’s rooms have lost their soul in a sea of 
ruffles. Imagine the horror of a future gen- 
eration if one of those done-to-the-teeth 
rooms were to be resurrected. Surely it 
would not pass the test of being a classic, 
as Billy Baldwin’s rooms have done. 

One of the secrets to a timeless look is 
something I can’t emphasize enough: a 
personal point of view. Billy never worried 
about what was in or out. He decorated 
with what he loved, even if it was some- 
thing un-trendy like wall-to-wall carpeting, 
which he felt unified his little apartment. 
He constantly underscored the importance 
of livability. “If a hostess gives you a look 
as if you shouldn’t sit in a chair, it should 
go,” he would say. 

Billy had opinions. He had distinctive 
likes and dislikes. And by sharing them he 
taught us about taste, but more important- 
ly, he gave us courage, the courage to fol- 
low our own eyes and express our own 
personalities. ““Anyone can produce a per- 
fectly tasteful, stuffed shirt of a room,” he 
wrote. “All you have to do is follow the 
rules. Anyone can hang an Impressionist 
and guarantee safe applause. But to get a 
room that sizzles with personality, you’ve 
got to take risks.” 

Billy did take risks. And he made mis- 
takes. He’d re-cover chairs at his own ex- 
pense if an idea flopped and even repaint 
rooms. But I think that’s a very small price 
to pay for experimenting, for being daring 
enough to express a heart-felt idea. It’s my 
hope that we will all be that courageous 
and decorate with an eye to the things that 
give us pleasure, not the things we think 
we ought to have. When we sidestep the 
status symbols and fill our houses with 
unique expressions of our taste, we’re on 
the way to classic design that will be just as 
vital tomorrow as today. @

ON DECORATING & DESIGN 








“THINK ABOUT LIGHTING AS THREE ZONES WITHIN A ROOM: ABOVE YOUR 
BEAD VAI EYE LEVEL AND BELOW THE KNEES”

ighting is the most elusive 
part of interior design and ar- 
chitecture. It is difficult to 
explain even from a technical 
standpoint and therefore difficult to 
calculate on paper. 

What happens with residential de- 
sign is that someone will spend the 
good part of a year and a small for- 
tune decorating the living room and 
then, two weeks prior to the great 
unveiling, go out and buy lamps. But 
that only provides one level of light- 
ing, what I call work light, basically 
light to read by. 

There are three spheres of lighting. 
Ambient light illumines the interior, 
that is the architecture, and makes 
one aware of the shape and dimen- 
sions of a space. Work light is the 
light you read and sew by and allows you 
to see the titles on your books or the knobs 
on your stereo. The third type is art light— 
built-in concealed lights in the ceiling that 
bathe paintings with a specific kind of illu- 
mination, or the can of up-lighting hidden 
behind a plant to cast wonderful lacy shad- 
ows on the ceiling and walls. It can also be 
candles on the dining room table. 

What I seek in the design of ambient 
lighting is ethereal, if not spiritual quality. 
Lighting should never confront you; it 
should be hidden and beautifully orches- 
trated. The first task in designing a lighting 
plan is to conceal the source of light. You 
don’t want to give away all your tricks! 

If your taste is modern, you can rely on 
ceiling down-lights and mask the bulbs 
with Fresnel lenses, or you can conceal 
lighting in coves and behind moldings. If 
you’re a traditionalist, I would suggest 
wall sconces. 

When I design lighting I try to imitate 
nature. Imagine a full moonlit night in a 
park, the soft illumination of the trees, the 
dark ground around a glistening pond. The

light is pervasive. It comes alive in the 
upside-down reflection of the water. How 
to translate that? Say you have a highly 
waxed floor in your living room or en- 
trance hall and a plant in a beautiful terra- 
cotta pot or a marble urn or copper bucket. 
If you conceal a light behind the plant, at 
night you will see leaf patterns upside 
down in the blurred reflection of the waxed 
floor. These patterns, the lace effect of 
shadows playing across the floors and 
walls, will begin to duplicate what happens 
on a moonlit night when the trees are in 
full leaf. 

With work light, you have to come to an 
early decision: Do you want to celebrate 
the lamps or not? Are they very beautiful? 
I happen to be a non-lamp person, so I use 
the simplest I can find. When I design 
lamps, they tend to be simple glass cylin- 
ders with silver transparent cord and white 
translucent paper shades. 

Most people make the mistake of think- 
ing that good lighting has to do with quan- 
tity, rather than quality, particularly in the 
kitchen. You want light on the work sur- 


face, not on your head! When you 
stand in a kitchen with massive 
amounts of ceiling light, shadows are 
cast on the very counter where you’re 
working. I tell people to keep the ceil- 
ing lighting in check and put a lot 
more light under the wall cabinets. 
For this I am fond of Lucifer light, a 
low-voltage incandescent linear light 
system. It’s ordered by the linear foot 
and has tiny individual lamps that 
run end to end. (Use a one-inch lam- 
brequin under the cabinets to conceal 
the light.) I am impressed with the 
new color-corrected Philips Ultra- 
lume 5000 bulbs, although I wouldn’t 
use them in my home. 

Back to the difference between 
quality and quantity of light. You 
should know that the brighter the 
bulb and the higher the wattage, the 
harsher the light. Instead of using a 75- 
watt bulb, you’d do better to put in three 
25-watt bulbs. They will provide a softer 
cast. And the color of the lampshade is 
very important! I prefer translucent white 
or ivory shades rather than opaque for an 
ethereal effect and a more gentle light. I 
especially like onion-skin paper shades and 
beige craft paper shades. Opaque shades 
are best when they are the color of the 
lamp base. 

To design lighting within your home is 
to create a miniature theater and to be the 
conductor of your own orchestra. The 
light should not necessarily be brightest at 
night. In fact, you might want the light to 
be brightest on an overcast, rainy after- 
noon. At nighttime, if the dimmer were up 
all the way it would be vulgar. That’s be- 
cause you don’t have the outside light for 
balance. So when nighttime comes we turn 
the lights down in our home. 

Think about lighting as three zones 
within a room: above your head, at eye 
level and below the knees. For instance, if 
(Continued on page 19) 
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you’re fortunate enough to have a spiral 
staircase you can tuck a little anonymous 
light fixture under it. At night the light 
will create the illusion of the staircase 
floating. There should be light on a paint- 
ing, either from the ceiling or mounted on 
the back of the frame. Candles, whether 
votive or tapers, make the evening more 
romantic and ceremonial. They don’t have 
to be at eye level either. Votive candles are 
wonderful placed on silver trays on low 
tables. I had a client who lived in an apart- 
ment with a fireplace whose flue had been 
sealed, and she put votive candles of differ- 
ent sizes in the fireplace. 

I like two kinds of light on the dining 
table. In our home we put votive candles 
on the table, usually one in front of each 
place setting. And then we use very exag- 
gerated candlesticks with the tallest can- 
dles I can find—15 to 18 inches high. The 
candles are very theatrical, and the source 
of the flame (which can be an irritant) is 
above your head. If you like lower candles, 
use tiny shades. And finally, we use ceiling 
down-lights, at a very low point on the 
dimmer, to give the whole table top a soft 
even glow. For chandeliers in period 
rooms, my choice of bulbs would be the 
hand-blown Belgian type, which have can- 
dle-size sockets, as opposed to the standard 
Edison base. I would either keep the dim- 
mer very low to avoid a harsh light or use 
small shades. I’d rather use candlelight to 
provide most of the dinner light with the 
chandelier as a moment of ceremony. 

As for candle colors, I only like shades 
of white and neutral. However, for very 
formal evenings, we use black candles in 
silver sticks. There are times I suppose 
when you could use colored candles, al- 
though I have never found out when! Even 
at Christmas they always look to me like 
crayons gone mad! 

Halogen lighting is not appropriate in a 
residence. The light is too hot and unfor- 
giving. If you want that kind of lighting, 
conceal it inside your medicine cabinet. 

The best kind of lighting, of course, is 
natural, so it’s ideal if you can put a make- 
up table directly at a window and position 
a mirror with stand in front of the glass. 

In a bathroom I surround the person 
with light. I set the sink in a niche. The 
flanking walls are sandblasted panels of 
glass backed by thin sheets of white glass 
with incandescent frosted bulbs behind 
them. The ceiling over the sink should 
have a light.

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TO MASTER THE ART OF PAINTED FINISHING IS TO LEARN AGE-OLD 
TECHNIQUES THAT ARE IN VOGUE ONCE AGAIN 


oing to finishing school 

these days can mean at- 

tending a workshop with 

students who have paint 
rather than pedigree in common. 
And instead of learning social 
graces, you'll learn a vocation that 
could lead to self-employment or, 
at the very least, self-gratification. 
And you'll learn a new language 
that’s more about technique than 
elocution. 

The language includes faux and 
trompe l’oeil, glazing, graining, 
dragging and marbleizing. The 
tools: flogging brushes, paint 
combs, sponges, putty, cheesecloth, feath- 
ers, masking tape and a credit card—for 
other than charging. But more on that 
subject later. 

Examples of painted finishes are turning 
up everywhere, as decorators, architects 
and house painters’ tastes run to striated or 
stone-patterned walls instead of the solid- 
colored varieties. From show houses to res- 
taurants to rest rooms, decorative painted 
finishes are being applied with a fervor. In 
many instances, these treatments are not 
meant as mere cosmetics to disguise blem- 
ished surfaces. In fact, the art of trans- 
forming with a painted finish requires the 
craft of expert preparation, both of which 
are emphasized in a teaching process based 
on age-old techniques. 

Although painted decoration is a new 
rage in America, it predates every histori- 
cal building in this country. Ancient 
Egypt’s Third and Fourth Dynasties pro- 
duced realistic fake graining and painted, 
gilded and stenciled furniture. The Ro- 
mans invented fresco decoration, the appli- 
cation of lime-resistant colors to wet lime 
plaster. The vogue in 18th-century France, 
painted finishes also turned up in many 
great houses in Britain. Will future archae- 
ologists find traces of such alchemy when 
20th-century America becomes old _his- 
tory? That obviously remains to be seen. 
Meanwhile many a painter is changing the 
face of walls as we’ve known them. And 
many a finishing school is benefiting from 


the growing demand for accomplished

painters to fulfill clients’ decorating needs. 

Doyenne of painted finishes, the late Isa- 
bel O’Neil opened her prestigious New 
York workshop in 1955. Once favored by 
Park Avenue ladies, the studio now at- 
tracts a more diverse group of students 
from all corners of the country, and its 
curriculum also reflects change. While The 
Isabel O’Neil Foundation still upholds 
strict Renaissance methods, it has become 
more flexible in this age of quickie courses 
and demanding work schedules. For exam- 
ple, a two-week accelerated course (from 9 
A.M. to 6 or 7 P.M., Monday through Fri- 
day), which includes the basics plus the 
first special skill, is available for those who 
can’t manage the requisite basic course 
(seven three-hour sessions, one per week). 
After the basics are learned, a student may 
enroll in a sequence of numerous special- 
ties that require from two half days (var- 
nishing) up to 16 weeks (faux bois— 
imitation of wood grains and marquetry 
inlay). 

Among the O’Neil legacies is The Art of 
the Painted Finish for Furniture & Decora- 
tion (Wm. Morrow), a descriptive tome on 
the processes she mastered and demanded 
of students. However, these disciplines are 
best learned in the workshop under the 
guidance of a master teacher. A handful of 
Isabel O’Neil graduates has achieved the 
grade of master, and only one has been 
designated master restorer—Ina Brosseau 
Marx, who has inherited her mantle. 

However, Mrs. Marx is of a different 


school, both in name and in philos- 
ophy. With her husband, Allen, a 
business executive turned star pu- 
pil, she runs The Finishing School 
Inc. in Great Neck, NY, where 
classes are confined to one-day ses- 
sions and students are jet-propelled 
into learning. If Mrs. Marx’s ener- 
gy and enthusiasm could be translat- 
ed into kilowatts, she could probably 
light up the whole of New York. 

“We're dealing with your brain 
today,”’ she announces over bagels 
and cream cheese to the dozen stu- 
dents gathered for a day of glazing. 
And because she believes the best 
route to the brain is through the eye and 
the stomach, she alternately performs and 
feeds. ““We pamper our students,” says 
Mrs. Marx, who breaks mid-morning for 
carrots and mid-afternoon for energy- 
boosting nuts. Part of the morning’s busi- 
ness, after a slide show with Mr. Marx at 
the controls of a projector and his wife 
pointing out the techniques covered, is to 
order lunch—either salad or Chinese, no 
MSG, thank you. 

“Please order soup even if you don’t 
want it, because we need the containers for 
brushes,”’ says teacher. About the credit 
card mentioned earlier—it turns out to be 
an invaluable tool in smoothing down the 
masking tape required for most techniques. 
Come 12:30, ready or not, everyone is hus- 
tled away from the boards into an adjoin- 
ing room for lunch and a question-and- 
answer discussion which may clarify the 
morning’s work or address professional 
concerns, such as how to set prices. By 
day’s end, about 6:30, exhilarated albeit 
exhausted students of an international va- 
riety depart, toting six to eight boards. 
Remarkable results of brain power and su- 
perb coaching, the work is each student’s 
prototype for specific techniques. Every- 
one is also furnished with printed instruc- 
tions and color charts indicating base coats 
and glazes used in class exercises. 

A veteran of four Finishing School day 
courses, Deborah Beaulieu does Ina Marx 
proud. ‘Excellent work,” said teacher of

her pupil’s country-grained work applied 
to Salvation Army frames. With putty and 


‘feather, Ms. Beaulieu transformed humble 


wood into rich pattern with burnished 
tones reminiscent of a well-preserved an- 
tique. She also marbleized the hearth of 
her fireplace (HB, April 1987, page 89), a 
technique adapted from one of her classes. 
An HB decorating editor, Ms. Beaulieu 
likens the course to a runaway train: ““You 
just jump on board and go with it!” 

Though the pace is swift, the bond 
formed between teacher and student en- 
dures. The Marxes are only a phone call 
away for any students in need of a confer- 
ence, whether it be what to charge for a job 
or which colors to combine. One example 
of such loyalty was displayed recently at a 
landmark building in Washington, DC, 
headquarters for the National Paint and 
Coatings Association. A cadre of students 
rallied to help Ina and Allen Marx marble- 
ize the steps, glaze walls, gild moldings and 
otherwise embellish the grand building— 
former home of a Russian ambassador, 
among others—with painted decoration 
(page 38). For a schedule of daily and 
weekend classes, write The Finishing 
School, 1 Elm St., Great Neck, NY 11021. 

Another master teacher, whose creden- 
tials include restoring some of Europe and 
the Middle East’s finest buildings, is Leon- 
ard Pardon. A scholarly chap, Mr. Pardon 
recently launched his own school in New 
York, based on the extensive courses 
taught in his London workshop for the last 
three years. At The Pardon School of Spe- 
cialist Decoration, the emphasis is on 
learning to use tools, your head, and on 
trial and error. “You're not here to pro- 
duce masterpieces,” asserts Mr. Pardon, 
who claims never to have a dropout despite 
his occasional display of impatience. “I 
have to push,” he tells you, “otherwise no 
one does anything!’’ Courses here run from 
one month to four months, Monday to 
Friday, 9:30 A.M. to 4:00 P.M., with a 
break for bag lunches from home. A new 
addition to the Pardon enterprise will be a 
series of 10 videocassettes covering all the 
techniques with the man himself on screen 
taking you through the paces, sans critical 
appraisal. The Pardon School is located at 
312 E. 95th St., NYC 10028. 

Teaching by video is also an adjunct of 
The Day Studio Workshop, Inc., whose 
name is derived from the director, not class 
length. JoAnne C. Day’s San Francisco 
school offers one- to three-week work-

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THE ANTIQUES SHOPS OF NEW ORLEANS ARE TO COLLECTORS 
WHAT THE RESTAURANTS ARE TO FOOD LOVERS 


ave you ever met anyone 
just back from New Or- 
leans, or on the way 
there, who did not want 
to talk about food—to discuss the 
virtues of Antoine’s versus Gala- 
toire’s or to share the secret of 
some out-of-the-way place where 
the “‘natives’’ love to go? In fact, 
the restaurants of New Orleans are 
written about so frequently and so 
exhaustively that there is hardly an 
American alive who can’t name at 
least one or two. And yet the an- 
tiques shops, comparable to the 
restaurants in quality if not in 
quantity, are far less well known 
and are rarely scrutinized so close- 
ly. Royal Street is famous for an- 
tiques in a general way, but the 
names of individual shops like Lu- 
cullus, Didier Inc. and Henry 
Stern are hardly household words 
as are K-Paul’s and Antoine’s. 
Perhaps some day they will be, for 
the shops of the Crescent City are 
to collectors and budding anti- 
quarians what the restaurants are 
to food lovers—wonderfully seduc- 
tive places with enough glorious 
armoires, Empire chairs, Louis 
Philippe mirrors, chandeliers and 
fine porcelains to dream abont for years. 
So rich in antiques shops is New Orleans 
that the Yellow Pages lists over 200. Al- 
though many of these are obviously junk 
shops or second-hand furniture stores pre- 
tending to be something finer, it is still a 
staggering number for a city of half a mil- 
lion. Happily for the visitor with limited 
time to shop—or to browse—the most en- 
ticing shops are grouped along three 
streets: Royal, Chartres (which runs paral- 
lel to Royal in the French Quarter) and

are dealers on St. Charles Avenue, in the 
shop ind town and in the

the French Quarter are all within easy 
walking distance of each other, and you 
can see Chartres and Royal in a morning 
or afternoon each. Even on Magazine 
Street, which stretches for six miles, the 
most interesting places are grouped conve- 
niently in clusters. 


CHARTRES STREET 

If you are looking for atmosphere as 
well as antiques, begin on Chartres Street 
(pronounced Charters). As you walk along 
under the overhanging balconies, past stuc- 
co buildings with shutters of soft blue and 
green, catching glimpses here and there of 
interior courtyards, you will feel as if you 
have traveled to another country—or even 
another century. Some buildings on Char- 


tres were built by the Spanish, and 
although the antiques shops are 
not that old, the street does have a 
venerable history as a dealers’ en- 
clave. Susan Schoen (218 Chartres) 
and Whisnant Galleries (222 Char- 
tres) have been on the street for 12 
and 14 years respectively. And just 
in the past five years four new 
shops (this includes Patout An- 
tiques on nearby St. Philip Street) 
have opened. Each is as different 
from the other—and from the old- 
er places—as the Ursuline Con- 
vent and the Beauregard House 
are from the Spanish buildings. Of 
this new generation Lucullus (610 
Chartres) is perhaps the most ex- 
traordinary, not only because ev- 
erything in the shop relates to 
eating, drinking and cooking, but 
also because owner Patrick Dunne 
has a splendid eye for mixing peri- 
ods of furniture, china and silver- 
ware. In fact, this is a shop where 
you can learn as much about deco- 
rating as about craftsmanship and 
beautiful wood. For example, 
when Mr. Dunne surrounds a 
Georgian table with Swedish Em- 
pire chairs he arranges the table 
with a dessert service in apple 
green to match the color of the silk chair 
seats. Another table—set quite elaborately 
in the Victorian manner—had a lace-edged 
linen cloth swirled around a Georgian 
epergne. While the front room is given 
over to tables, chairs, buffets, mirrors, 
paintings and anything you might want for 
a dining room (hungry tourists occasional- 
ly mistake it for a very elegant restaurant 
and wander in), the back room is decorat- 
ed like an old-fashioned kitchen with eso- 
teric 18th- and 19th-century cooking 
gadgets. Mr. Dunne often sells the brightly 
polished brass colanders, clock-jacks (for 
turning a spit) and coffee mills to historic 
house museums. Items in the shop range 
from $50 to $50,000. Although everything 
(Continued on page 44) 
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in both rooms is arranged without crowd- 
ing, it is impossible to take it all in at once. 
Go early in your New Orleans visit so you 
will have time to return! 

Charles Cooper (834 Chartres) is anoth- 
er shop so full of visual riches that the eye 
can hardly absorb it all. In two medium- 
size rooms Mr. Cooper has crammed 
enough treasures to fill three ordinary 
shops—and has arranged them all so beau- 
tifully that even a staunch minimalist 
might be converted to a different kind of 
decorating. Mr. Cooper has a splendid col- 
lection from several centuries and coun- 
tries, ranging from a Louis XIII chair to 
Viennese dessert plates with a lusciously 
colored Art Deco design. You might see an 
18th-century prie-dieu that converts to a 
chair ($1,200), English fruitwood chairs 
($850 for four), mother-of-pearl-handled 
knives and forks, and a 64-piece set of 
Chamberlain ironstone with a Greek key 
design in deep red, blue and mustard. If 
Mr. Cooper can be said to have a specialty 
it is his marvelous pillows, some covered 
with pieces of antique textiles, some with 
new linen that looks mellowed with age 
($150 to $500), and botanical prints. He is 
especially fond of very early German bo- 
tanicals in which the colored drawings are 
garlanded with ribbons ($150 to $300). 

Patout Antiques (512 rue St. Philip), 
between Chartres and Decatur, is what we 
imagine all antiques shops to have been at 
one time—a bit dim, with a jumble of 
things piled on top of each other. But if 
you search long enough you will find bur- 
ied treasure, such as stacks of Acadian 
coverlets in a mid-19th-century New Or- 
leans mahogany armoire ($3,900). Made in 
the early part of this century, these utilitar- 
ian coverlets ($350 to $1,200) were woven 
in soft brown, pink and bright yellow cot- 
ton. With the exception of small items like 
French porcelain tea sets and picture 
tacks, almost everything in this shop is 
American. This is also one of the few good 
shops where you can find New Orleans 
and Louisiana furniture and paintings. 
(‘New Orleans has always looked 
abroad—to France and England—for its 
furniture, and it still does,” one dealer ex- 
plained.) Peter Patout’s Americana ranges 
from a 19th-century paint bucket to a New 
Orleans chest (circa 1850) in the style of 
Mallard. 

Susan Schoen (218 Chartres) also finds 
many of her pieces in New Orleans—a 


beautifully simple early-Victorian armoire 


for $1,600 plus some signed pieces from 
the late 1800s when German immigrants 
carved heavy, ornate buffets and cup- 
boards in neo-Elizabethan style. Mrs. 
Schoen also travels around England, 
France, Italy and this country to find 
pieces, and because she often buys from 
families or private collections she knows 
the story behind lots of them. Although 
her specialty is the 18th century, Mrs. 
Schoen sets no chronological limits on 
what she buys as long as the quality is 
good. It is possible to find an Art Deco 
bedroom set with a Frank Lloyd Wright- 
inspired mother-of-pearl design ($14,000) 
or a Pennsylvania chest-on-stand that was 
made before the Revolution for $27,000. 

Three more shops worth a visit, al- 
though they do not specialize in furniture, 
are Nancy Kittay Jewels, Whisnant Gal- 
leries and MacBride Galleries. Nancy Kit- 
tay Jewels (617 Chartres) is a delight with 
its six display cases of artfully arranged 
jewelry, some of it from as far back as the 
late 1860s. The emphasis, however, is on 
rings, brooches and bracelets from the 
1920s through the ’50s. Prices begin at 
around $300. Whisnant Galleries and 
MacBride Galleries (222 and 220 Char- 
tres) occupy adjoining spaces that appear 
to be the same shop. Pete Whisnant and 
Felix Landry III do have some furniture (a 
tiger-maple American chest, c. 1825, for 
$975; a New Orleans Empire armoire for 
$3,200), but their main interest is religious 
and ethnic antiques of all descriptions, 
such as Portuguese santos, Russian icons 
and African carvings. MacBride Galleries, 
one of the most important art dealers in 
New Orleans, has paintings from the late- 
18th and early-19th centuries. 

Chartres Street also boasts one of the 
loveliest small hotels in the city. In fact, 
there can be no more exciting place for an 
antiques lover to stay than the Soniat 
House (1133 Chartres). Each room has 
antique furniture that reflects owners Rod- 
ney and Frances Smith’s fondness for sim- 
ple Empire or English styles. The mansion 
was built in 1830 for an upriver planter, 
and the Smiths have kept the rooms close 
to their original shape and spirit while in- 
corporating modern comforts. 


MAGAZINE STREET 

Although Chartres Street looks very 
much as we imagine New Orleans did in 
the old days, Magazine Street defies such 
easy classifications. Some blocks of houses 
with lacy ironwork and two-story porches 
are quite typical of the city, but others, 
which seem to consist only of washeterias, 
auto parts shops and new furniture stores, 


could be in any town in the United States. 
The very patchwork quality of the street 
makes it important to plan an antiques 
venture carefully. 

The Shopper’s Guide put out by the 


* Magazine Street Merchants Association 


(available at the Louisiana Office of Tour- 
ism on St. Ann Street in the Quarter and at 
every store on Magazine) lists many an- 
tiques dealers, addresses and phone num- 
bers, but the map on the back gives only a 
vague idea of where each shop is. Rather 
than striking out on foot in hopes of hitting 
something good, it’s best to start at the 
uptown end of the street and work your 
way down by car, if you have one, or by 
the Magazine Street bus. (A one-day 
boarding pass for the bus, which allows 
you to get on and off as often as you like, 
can be bought for $2.50 from the concierge 
desks at the Meridien and Sheraton hotels 
on Canal Street and the Fairmont Hotel on 
University Place.) If you don’t have a car, 
take a taxi back to your hotel from Leon 
Irwin, which is the last shop at the down- 
town end of the street. 

Wirth More Antiques (5723 Magazine) 
looks, feels and smells as if it has been 
transported from a small town in France. 
The scent of lavender dried in the sun— 
huge bouquets fill baskets on buffets and 
armoires—and a recording of Charles Az- 
navour may be what you notice first, but 
soon the whole shop comes into focus: the 
Brittany armoires, fruitwood chairs, farm 
tables, gilded Louis Philippe mirrors and 
pottery. ‘I want to show what France is 
like for people who can’t go there,” says 
owner Gay Wirth, who has been in busi- 
ness just three years but had long dreamed 
of selling French country pieces at prices 
young people can afford. For that reason 
she keeps her prices low, and popular 
pieces like Louis Philippe mirrors, Brittany 
armoires with their carved baskets of flow- 
ers on top and Provengal furniture don’t 
stay around very long. Armoires range 
from $2,900 for a simple one from Nor- 
mandy to $4,200 for a Brittany example; 
buffets go from $2,100 to $4,250; and Mrs. 
Wirth often has tables for only $400. 

If you feel as though you’re in France in 
Wirth More Antiques, at Didier Inc. (3439 
Magazine) you will feel that you are in an 
American house between 1810 and 1840. 
The Creole double cottage, with long win- 
dows opening to a porch with square col- 
umns, was built around 1850, but all the 
rooms have been furnished sparely—and 
grandly—with pieces from the first half of 
the 19th century. Most of the furniture 
looks as if it should be in a museum, and in

The only fine antiques dealer in New Or- 
leans to deal exclusively in American fur- 
niture, James Didier is famous as well for 
ornithological prints and watercolors, es- 
pecially elephant-folio Audubons. Equally 
fascinating is the shop itself where Mr. 
Didier and his partner David Wojcie- 
chowski have overseen the creation of his- 
torically accurate rooms. Hall walls have 
been painted to look like blocks of stone, 
fireplaces have been marbleized, cypress 
doors have been grain-painted and curtains 
and valances have received just as much 
careful attention. Be sure to note the bowl- 
ing pin-shaped tassels of gilded wood on 
the front parlor valances and the gilded 
cornices above. Although many of the 
prices here match the quality of the pieces, 
some chairs, china and crystal are unex- 
pectedly low. A pair of armless Baltimore 
chairs with Gothic detail are $1,400; ame- 
thyst hurricane lamps are $1,800. 

Right next door to Didier Inc. is Blacka- 
moor Antiques, Inc. (3433 Magazine), the 
true pioneer of the street. Owners Douglas 
Ballard and Anthony Masters, who bought 
this house in 1967, were the first fine an- 
tiques dealers to move to Magazine. 
Known throughout the city for their ex- 
ceptional 18th- and 19th-century English 
furniture and porcelains, they also have 
some French 18th-century pieces. “We 
used to be designers,” says Mr. Ballard, 
“and we still look for decorative flair— 
beautiful woods, great colors and sculptur- 
al forms.’ The owners have many lovely 
wood boxes ($250 to $1,800) and a great 
deal of 18th- and early-19th-century porce- 
lain, some of which they have made into 
lamps, priced from $250 to $3,500. Of the 
furniture, William and Mary chests are 
particularly impressive as is a late-18th- 
century French walnut armoire from a 
house on Esplanade Avenue. 

Just across the street from Didier Inc. 
and Blackamoor Antiques, in a pretty 
clapboard house painted pale blue, Jane 
Favrot and Anne Calhoun sell what they 
call French Collectibles (3420 Magazine). 
“We like the whole place to look French,” 


says Ms. Favrot, “‘and only choose English 
pieces if they blend with the French.” The 
clientele of the shop is mostly decorators 
vho know they can find fine French furni- 
ture of chateau quality as weil as unusual 
objects to use as accents: trumeaux (mir- 


rors with paintings incorporated into the 
frames), carved wood fragments or spec- 
tacular candelabra. The owners are espe- 
cially fond of old painted French pieces 
because they love the look of wood show- 
ing through worn paint. Mirrors range 
from $200 to $3,000. 

About six blocks away from Didier Inc., 
Blackamoor and French Collectibles, but 
light years away in spirit, is Charbonnet & 
Charbonnet, Inc. Antiques Unlimited 
(2929 Magazine). The store has a seeming- 
ly unlimited supply of stripped pine tables, 
chairs, Irish dressers, washstands and 
blanket boxes from England and Ireland, 
where owner Millicent Charbonnet goes 
every six or eight weeks. Because she 
brings back two containers of furniture 
each time, with 200 to 300 pieces in each 
container, the store’s selection is stagger- 
ing. Antique Irish dressers range from 
$1,200 to $1,900, washstands from $195 to 
$450, blanket boxes from $200 to $300. 

Clustered near Antiques Unlimited are 
some shops that deal in items too new to be 
called antiques but interesting if you like 
flea markets and 20th-century collectibles. 
Magazine Arcade Antiques (3017 Maga- 
zine) looks like many small booths with 
different owners, but is actually owned by 
Maud and Tom Deane. The range is 
wide—musical instruments, jewelry, pic- 
ture frames—mostly from this century, 
some late 19th century and Victorian. Col- 
lector Antiques (3102 Magazine) has vin- 
tage lace curtains and bedspreads, picture 
frames and sewing items. 

Much farther down the street, where 
Felicity angles into Magazine, stands a 
newly renovated building with a sophisti- 
cated, airy interior lit by walls of glass. 
Leon Irwin of Leon Irwin Antiques & Ar- 
tifacts (1800 Magazine), who moved here 
from Royal Street in 1986 (and brought 
the glamour of that street with him), re- 
stored a small park in front of his remod- 
eled building, creating a delightful oasis. 
On his first floor Mr. Irwin exhibits cha- 
teau-quality French provincial furniture 
from the 18th century—each piece as 
beautifully displayed as sculpture. Upstairs 
he has a mix of furniture and decorative 
objects, including English Regency and 
French Empire chairs and lacquered Kore- 
an wedding baskets ($225 each). Chairs in 
Mr. Irwin’s shop range from $14,000 for a 
pair of fine Louis XV examples to $600 to 
$800 for a 60-year-old Italian reproduc- 
tion. “I choose reproductions for a certain 
look and patina,” says Mr. Irwin. “I want 
to know that the chair—or whatever it is— 
can live next to a very fine antique.” 

Knowing the cross streets for the shops 


described here makes it easier to tell the 
bus driver where you want to get off: 
Nashville Street for Wirth More Antiques; 
Louisiana Avenue for Didier Inc., Blacka- 


_moor Antiques and French Collectibles; 


7th Street for Antiques Unlimited; for 
Leon Irwin get off at the last stop on 
Magazine Street and walk one block down- 
town. Of course, if you have the time it’s 
exciting to explore much of Magazine on 
foot, discovering the small shops with inex- 
pensive wares for which the street is well- 
known. If you find yourself between Wirth 
More and Didier Inc. around lunchtime 
you might stop at Casamento’s Restaurant 
(4330 Magazine). This old-fashioned New 
Orleans restaurant is a favorite with locals 
and specializes in oysters and seafood. Not 
far from the cluster of shops at Louisiana 
Avenue you will find Magazine Cuisine 
(3242 Magazine), a new deli with sand- 
wiches and salads to take out or to eat at 
one of the small tables inside the store. 


ROYAL STREET 

Royal Street needs little introduction. 
Many of the shops have been here for more 
than 60 years, and many visitors to New 
Orleans head for Royal immediately in 
their quest for antiques. No wonder. The 
handsome shops exude glamour and ro- 
mance even when they are closed. In fact, 
there is no better place to window-shop 
than Royal Street at night when the old 
establishments are lit up inside like stage 
sets and the chandeliers shine in all their 
sparkling glory. Waldhorn Co. (343 Royal) 
is an especially beautiful building, day or 
night, but you should stand on the oppo- 
site side of the street to see to best advan- 
tage the beautifully arched doors and 
windows in the pale pink stucco front. In- 
side are some of the finest English antiques 
in the city, ranging chronologically from 
the marquetry of William and Mary pieces 
to the curves of English Regency. 

Another handsome building is Dixon & 
Dixon of Royal (237 Royal) with its blue 
painted front and large-paned windows. A 
new addition to the street, this shop has a 
broad range of furniture as well as 18th- 
and 19th-century paintings. The interior of 
Keil’s Antiques, Inc. (325 Royal), sparkles 
with light from chandeliers bouncing from 
polished brass to silver to porcelain inside 
glass-front cabinets. Keil’s, which has 
three floors of furniture, small objects and 
art, is one of the oldest shops on the street 
and has faithful customers who come back 
to buy each time they are in New Orleans. 
Just a couple of doors from Keil’s in the 
next block is Moss Antiques (411 Royal)

n five years earn a lower rate A public service of this publication. 
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| where you can find anything from brass- 


headed walking canes to an enormous set 
of 19th-century French bedroom furniture 
with elaborate baroque carving. Nanette 
Keil Shapiro, an owner of Royal Antiques 
Ltd. (309 Royal), buys much of her furni- 
ture in France and England, and sells some 
of the English pieces to Ralph Lauren’s 
store in New York. The Jade Room at 
Manheim Galleries (403 to 409 Royal) has 
one of the largest antique and archaic 
open-for-sale collections of jade in the 
world, and includes pieces from 2000 B.C. 
to 1825 A.D. There are also 26 other 
rooms full of furniture and art, mainly 
from the 18th century. 

No trip to New Orleans would be com- 
plete without a visit to Henry Stern (329 
to 331 Royal), who is a legend in town 
partly because he has been there so long 
and partly because he is a courtly gentle- 
man who has counseled many a beginning 
collector. Mr. Stern has a large collection 
of Chinese porcelain and French and En- 
glish provincial antiques. Going from one 
of the oldest inhabitants of Royal Street to 
one of the newest would take you to Ger- 
ald D. Katz Antiques (505 Royal). Mr. 
Katz has some splendid furniture and a 
collection of 150 lamps made from Chinese 
and European pottery and porcelain, but it 
is his jewelry that is unlike anything else. 
He bought it from a Royal Street jeweler 
who went out of business 20 years ago and 
put all of his stock in a bank vault. Mr. 
Katz points out that pieces this old and of 
this quality are usually seen only in muse- 
ums or private collections. The jewelry in- 
cludes c. 1840 French bonnet pins, watches 
from the last quarter of the 19th century 
and black and gold enamel bracelets from 
the Civil War era. 

A fitting end to an antiques tour of New 
Orleans is lunch at Cafe Anglais (221 Roy- 
al). Not only have the owners of this new 
restaurant, David Tardo and Larry Hill, 
chosen to accent their dining rooms with 
antiques, but they have created an Anti- 
quaire’s Lunch in honor of the shops on 
the street. The menu changes daily, featur- 
ing New Orleans specialties, but what 
seems more important than the food is that 
a member of the epicurean establishment, 
which receives so much attention in the 
rest of the country, has decided to pay 
tribute to another venerable establish- 
ment—the antiques dealers of the city and 
the visitors who love to shop there.

his Connecticut living room was once a barn, 
as the beams and high raftered ceiling clearly 
show.

Nor are owners Terry and Anne Vitte 
Morse and their three children surprised 
when a driver gets out, walks down the 
curving brick path to the front door, 
knocks and asks to see the inside. 

“T love it,” says Mrs. Morse of this al- 
most spellbound reaction to the house her 
husband built. “The unusual blue trim on 
the dormers, the little walkway, the plant- 
ers, gardens and flowers—all seem to make 
people curious about what’s inside.” 

On the interior, everything—from the 
carved bench in the front hall (above) to 
the painted designs on the living room ceil- 
ing—reflects the owners’ love of Scandina- 
via and their remarkable creativity. On 
trips to his wife’s native Denmark, Terry 
Morse became enamored of the furniture 
and carved and painted decoration. He did 
not simply copy, however; he created 
imaginative interpretations. The oak hall 
bench, for example, “is a mélange of Scan- 
dinavian designs,” says Mr. Morse. From a

14th-century piece came the carved legend 
“Sit down and rest your legs.” 

The couple’s creativity is also seen in 
their use of found and salvaged materials. 
The brick for the hall floor came from an 
1880 Colorado Springs building that was 
torn down; heart pine for the living room 
mantel, woodwork and floor is from a 200- 
year-old linen mill; the door hardware was 
discovered in Copenhagen, and some dates 
to the 15th century; upstairs doors were 
bought for $1 each when the 1892 Mon- 
arch Building in Aspen was renovated. >

erry Morse, a real estate broker 
and former Olympic skier, had no 
training in building before under- 
taking this 3,600-square-foot 
house 10 years ago. He “read a couple of 
books” and in the early phases of construc- 
tion enlisted the help of family and friends. 
Most of the house and all the carved furni- 
ture and painted decoration are his own 
handiwork, however. At one point he 
worked on the house full time for five 
months and took care of Sine, Natasha and 
Hesse, while his wife, a pre-school teacher, 
supported the family. As he completed 
each room and piece of furniture Mr. 
Morse painted or carved the year on it. 
The bedrooms show how skilled Mr. 
Morse has become. He made the leaded 
windows for Sine’s alcove bed (right), us- 
ing delicately colored panes from Mrs. 
Morse’s father who worked in a glass fac- 
tory, and he did the freehand designs. He 
also carved the oak bed in the master bed- 
room. “It is important to be surrounded by 
flowers and beauty,” says his wife.

esigner Ole Kortzau and his 
young daughter were walking 
along the ocean cliffs of Den- 
mark’s North Zealand coast 
when they passed this thatched summer 
cottage. “I asked the owners, an elderly 
couple, if they could please show me their 
wonderful little house,” recalls Mr. Kort- 
zau. He was invited in for a glass of sherry. 
“Any time you'd like to sell your home, I’d 


like to buy it,” he told them. A few months 
later the owners paid him a visit and this 
1918 octagonal folly was his. 

Mr. Kortzau explains the house’s allure 
by saying, “The Danish artistic dream has 
always been about Italy. And there’s some- 
thing very Italian about this house. It 
seems like a pavilion with its many glass 
doors, yet it has the thatched roof which 
Danish houses have had for centuries.” > 
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The star of this very simple bedroom 
is the romantic balcony in the house's eaves

hough currently a charmer, this 

cottage has a few skeletons in its 

past. When the Nazis occupied 
Denmark, they used the taller 

houses dotting the coast as lookouts—and 
this house for casualties. As a result, local 
workers long refused to stay there alone. 
After the war, the house stood vacant for a 
year, open to the winds and rains that blow 
in from the sea. By 1981 when Mr. Kort- 
zau bought the house, its wounds had been 
tended, but it still needed his graphic 
touch. He repainted the exterior, then a 
bright pink, with a lime and iron dust mix 
often seen in Scandinavia; it will darken 
naturally over time. Inside, he used white- 
wash liberally. “Every room had been a 
different color, from strawberry to yel- 
wv,” he says. ““My idea was to make the 
use very light since it feels like a gazebo 


with the sun coming in from all sides all 
day.”’ In summer “‘all day” means 16 hours 
in Denmark. 

Furnishings are spare and simple. Some 
pieces, like the living room sofas and the 
Hans Wegner dining table, had been in the 
house for 45 years. Others such as the half- 
circle bedroom table were specially made. 

Color reflects the graphic simplicity of 
Mr. Kortzau’s internationally known. silk 
screens. In the bedroom a rug of his own 
design brightens the floor. In the kitchen a 
tulip print adds impact. Like the fabric on 
the living room sofas, it is the design of 
Josef Frank, an Austrian who took refuge 
in Sweden in the ’30s. “I am a great admir- 
er of his—I design textiles myself,” says 
Mr. Kortzau, whose fabrics can be seen at 
Rudd International, his hollowware at

y husband 

bought this

Madderlake debunks the myth that 
flower arranging is hard to do 


PEN ince fresh flowers give so much pleasure, why is it we tend to buy 

and arrange them only when company is coming or for a birthday 

or other special occasion? One reason is that people often shy 

away from arranging flowers because they feel unschooled in the 

“art.”” Another reason is that those of us who rely on traditional 

flower shops are often stymied by the uninspiring selection. But 

there are many places to find flowers, and contrary to popular 

opinion, there are no rules: Choose any flowers you like and put them in 

anything you wish as long as they look good to you. Arranged flowers can vary 

from formal (champagne roses in a silver bowl) to whimsical (tiny fritillaria in a 

vase); from a lavish mixture inspired by a Flemish painting or a mix of 

wildflowers with snips of geranium (above) to a single stem of iris or delphinium 

or a branch of quince or dogwood. Even blooms cut from a houseplant like a 
geranium (/eft) look festive when separated and arranged loosely. 


This is the first in a series of articles based on the philosophy of Madderlake 
a New York City flower shop committed to a simple, natural approach to arranging flowers. 
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Unassuming sweet william 
make charming bouquets when

hen choosing flowers to ar- 
range, the first step is to 
imagine exactly what mood 
you want to create, what ef- 
fect you want for the partic- 
ular occasion and setting. If, 
for instance, you propose to 
make an arrangement for an intimate candlelight dinner 
for two, begin by imagining what different romantic 
mixes might look like. Soft, pale colors come to mind or 
pretty garden flowers such as phlox, delphinium or Can- 
terbury bells. A nosegay of violets or wildflowers would 
also suit the mood, as 
would quintessentially 
romantic roses. 

Once you have imag- 
ined what effect you 
want, the rest is com- 
mon sense. Ask a few 
logical questions, and 
the whole affair will fall 
into place. What kind 
of flowers are appropri- 
ate to the occasion and 
to the place you will 
put them? Are the flow- 
ers meant to dominate 
the room or blend har- 
moniously into a table setting? Should they be clustered 
tightly (a more formal effect) or loosely arranged (more 
casual)? What container will fit the mood? For the ro- 
mantic dinner mentioned above a silver creamer or crys- 
tal bowl would be appropriate, but anything that holds 
water is a candidate. We have arranged flowers in con- 
tainers as diverse as paint cans, teapots, everyday drtnk- 
ing glasses, even a wastepaper basket. 

With the mood and the place fixed in your mind, you 
must be flexible about substituting when you go to the 
florist shop, the farmers market or out into the garden. 
For instance, if you have envisioned a tall crystal vase

Surely scones, crumpets and griddle 
cakes are best right off the fire or out of the oven, but cakes, breads, 
cookies and tea loaves suffer no harm if made in advance and frozen 
or packed in airtight containers. Silver can be polished and linens pressed 
ahead of time, but the tea, of course, must be absolutely fresh, hot and made 
with care. Here’s how: 
@ Use fresh, cold tap water that has run freely for a minute or two to 
become fuliy aerated. @ Select good-quality tea. e If using a tea ball 
or infuser, don’t fill it to the brim; tea leaves expand as they steep. 
e@ Choose any proper pot except one made of aluminum, which will 
taint the tea’s flavor and turn it black. @ Swirl a bit of hot water in 
the pot to warm it, then pour out the water. e If using loose tea, 
measure one teaspoon for each cup and one for the pot. @ Bring the 
teapot to the kettle on the stove as the water reaches a rolling boil. 
Do not let the water continue to boil, as the bubbles carry away 
oxygen and overboiled water results in tea that is muddy and flat. 
@ Let the tea steep about five minutes, more or less according to tea 
type (small-leaf teas require less time than a hearty black tea). @ Stir 
the mixture, then serve after removing the infuser. Or if using loose 
tea, place a strainer between spout and cups. —SARAH BELK

The better sweet sherries 
can be more expensive than 
their ordinary counterparts 
but are well worth it. Serve at 
cool room temperature in 
small (four- to six-ounce) tu- 
lip-shaped wine glasses. A 
bottle will serve up to a dozen 
guests. Top examples include:

filled with long-stemmed roses but can 
only find short-stemmed ones that day, 
substitute another flower equally tall and 
dramatic like delphinium or trumpet lilies. 

For successful flower arranging use any- 
thing you have to anchor your flowers and 
keep them from falling out of the vase. A 
small branch wedged into the bottom will 
do, as will a metal frog. It is also possible 
to weave three or four stems together into 
a nest to hold other stems. Then begin with 
the two or three most important flowers— 
the largest, the most colorful or the most 
beautifully shaped. Put them in the vase 
first exactly where you want them. As you 
add other flowers rotate the arrangement, 
constantly viewing it from all sides to keep 
everything balanced visually. If one flower 
seems to belong beside another, leave it 
there. If not, try something else. The goal 
should be to make the flowers look natu- 
rally gathered together. 


SOURCES OF FRESH FLOWERS 


Traditional flower shops, the major 
source for cut flowers, often offer the least 
inspiration. Growers and flower shops, 
with some notable exceptions, continue to 
produce and sell the same flowers they did 
10 years ago—carnations, chrysanthe- 
mums, ‘American Beauty’ roses and gladi- 
olas with a few additions now and then. 
It’s no wonder that you may have difficul- 
ty imagining a really beautiful arrange- 
ment while standing in a florist shop. Look 
to other sources such as local greenhouses 
and nurseries, many of which have flower- 
ing plants year-round. Farmers’ markets 
and farm stands are also good sources, 
especially if you want simple flowers. And 
fields, woods and country roadsides have 
many appealing blooms. (It’s always neces- 
sary to get permission from property own- 
ers before cutting wildflowers or even 
weeds.) 

In our backyard I cut anything within 
reach of the clippers: early weeping willow 
with its soft catkins; a graceful arching 
piece of Japanese maple; a branch of pear 
or apple in flower or loaded with fruit; 
dozens of different kinds of fall branches 
with berries such as cotoneaster, pyracan- 
tha, barberry and bittersweet. Even the 
vegetable garden yields treasures: a branch 
of tomato flowers or a stem of cherry to- 
matoes; a stem of eggplant blossoms; canes 
of raspberries; squash, pumpkin and nas- 
turtium flowers; arugula, kale or lettuce 
that has bolted. —TOM PRITCHARD

e interviewed several archi- 

tects to try to find someone 

whose enthusiasm for the 

project matched our own,” 

Cynthia Collins recalls. Before talking 

with Christopher Morris of Morris & Mor- 

ris, the Collinses had already seen a house 

he remodeled, and they had been impressed 
by his detailing and creative use of space. 

Even more important to them was Mr. 

Morris’s enthusiasm for their project: He 

really wanted to do the job. ‘““The moment 


they asked for an entrance I knew they 
were going to be interesting clients,” he 
says.

Accustomed to asking her own cli- 
ents to study how they use a house before 
going through the creative process of deco- 
rating, Mrs. Collins and her family 
thought out exactly how they wanted to 
live in the house before presenting their 
requirements to the architect. 

They determined that they needed a 
cozy room for family and friends to gather, 
a guest room and bath, an office for Mrs. 
Collins’s growing interior design business

Shingle-style elegance 
puts a new face on a 
house remodeled to add 
generous room for living 


“The Collinses were educated clients,” the 
architect says. “Cynthia is a pro, and 
Woody studied architecture with Vincent 
Scully at Yale. Woody was the one who 
insisted on the vernacular clapboard siding 
and pitched roofs of the New England 
shingle style to make the house appear to 
belong to its surroundings.” 

Although the Collinses wanted to exam- 
ine alternate solutions, in the end they 
came back to Mr. Morris’s first design. It 
called for making a library out of the ga- 
tage facing the street; adding expansive 
windows to give the house the friendly 
facade Mrs. Collins wanted; creating a 
two-story entrance to accommodate a 
guest room and bath on the second floor; 
and building a new garage to frame the

entrance. which was created from one of the bedrooms. 
While this design met all the family’s 


requirements with grace, there was a prob- 
lem: The new garage would violate the 
town’s side setback restrictions. However, 
Mr. Morris believed that if the town board 
could visualize what the remodeied house 
would look like, it wouldn’t reject the de- 
sign. He therefore took the time to produce 
drawings before appearing before the 
board. When commissioners saw what a 
welcome addition to the neighborhood the 
house would be, they quickly granted the 
variance. 

Following this victory came the hardest 
part for the Collins family—living through 
the construction. “It’s such an invasion,” 
Mrs. Collins recalls. Her survival advice? 
“Wait until you have the money for a 
builder who’s going to do the job right, and 
try to plan the project so that at least part 
of the house is untouched at any given 
time.” 

Now that the plaster dust has settled 
and everything is clean and in place, the 
trials of living through the construction 
recede as the family’s satisfaction with the 
house grows. ‘We feel that it’s now a

YOU ARE MORE EIKERyY he BE SATISFIED WITH YOUR REMODELING 
IF YOU START OUT KNOWING EXACTLY WHAT YOU WANT 


By HUGH HOWARD 
o renovation or construction proj- 
ect begins with the ringing of ham- 
mers and the screaming of Skil 
saws. In fact, the sounds of con- 
struction may well come rather late, often 
months or even years after conception. 
The first event is most likely to be a 
quiet realization. It may be a small epipha- 
ny that comes to you as you try to squeeze 
one more piece of furniture into an already 
crammed space. It may be a realization 
that occurs after the joyous revelation that 
another child is on the way—and you 
know full well there just aren’t enough 
bedrooms to go around. Whatever the 
cause, the impetus for this realization is 
usually plain, old-fashioned need. 


The planning. Once you know a renova- 
tion or construction project is in your fu- 
ture, your next step is to try and quantify 
that need. You will have to decide for 
yourself what it is that you require. 

In this context, buying construction ser- 
vices is much the same as buying groceries: 
You are more likely to end up satisfied 
with your purchases if you go into the 
store knowing roughly what you want. 
That beautiful steak may be the most ap- 
pealing thing in the store, but it won’t do 
you any good if your dinner guests are 
vegetarians. The same is true of house de- 
signs and building materials. Do your 
thinking and planning first; buy later. 

I made a mistake of this kind on the first 
renovation project I undertook. My wife 
and I decided to renovate the kitchen in 
our large city apartment. It was a narrow 
galley design, adjacent to a maid’s room 
and half bath. No one who had lived in the 
apartment in the preceding 30 years had 
had a maid, and the maid’s room and bath 
were too small to be of much use for any- 
thing but storage. 

We summoned an architect friend. We 
gave him our priorities: a bigger kitchen 
and a utility room with washer and dryer. 
Needless to say, we wanted to spend as 
little money as possible. That was about as 
far as our thoughts had taken us. He asked 
a lot of questions. In retrospect, I’m afraid 
we gave him a lot of vague, poorly consid- 


ered answers. So he looked around care- 


fully, measured the spaces and went away. 

He came back with a perspective draw- 
ing of a kitchen relocated into what had 
been the maid’s room and bath, which to- 
gether offered us the bigger space we want- 
ed. The old kitchen was to be converted to 
the utility room. The whole design seemed 


THE THREE P’S 

IN SUPERVISION 
As your renovation or construction 
project is going on, you will have to 
deal with the workmen. Even if you feel 
comfortable with them—and especially 
if you don’t—it is important to keep a 
couple of considerations in mind. 

The professionals: These men and 
women are pros in their own worlds. 
You need them. You wouldn’t dream of 
buying the parts for a car and assem- 
bling it yourself, would you? In the 
same way that you leave a mechanic to 
do his job, let the carpenters and elec- 
tricians and plumbers do theirs. Watch 
if you wish, but don’t interfere. 

Perspective: Step back, count to 10, 
think before you speak. Speak your 
mind but with a little perspective. 
Don’t violate chains of command. Yes, 
you're the boss, but unless you are also 
acting as your own general contractor, 
you are not the only boss. 

Patience: Be polite and complimen- 
tary. Even if you are not totally satis- 
fied with the work, you are better off 
finding something good to say about 
part of it (to the fellow wielding the 
hammer as well as his boss) and then, 
through the proper channels, asking for 
the problem areas to be corrected. It is 
human nature to want to do better 
work for someone who appreciates it 
and, conversely, to be less inclined to 
work for the person who doesn’t know 
how to do anything but complain. 





just right, and required a minimum of ren- 
ovation (and, therefore, expense). The 
drawing won our approval immediately, 
and we asked the architect to go to final 
plans. My wife and I felt we had the home 
renovation game all figured out. 


The demolition to open up the space 
that was to be the new kitchen began 
shortly afterward. As the walls came 
down, we saw a larger, more appealing 
space. The old kitchen and maid’s room 
and bath were one and, suddenly, we knew 
we wanted more. We saw a full-fledged 
eat-in kitchen, more windows with morn- 
ing light and good views. The separate 
kitchen and utility room just didn’t make 
sense to us anymore. So it was back to the 
drawing board. 

In the end, we did get exactly what we 
wanted (that is, we got what we finally 
realized we wanted). We were thrilled with 
the finished product, but it did cost us 
twice as much as we had budgeted: The 
architect had to do his job twice (he had 
executed final plans by the time we 
changed our minds), and it was a bigger 
job than he had originally specified. And, 
too, it took almost twice as long. 

What would we do differently if we were 
starting today? We would establish what 
we wanted earlier rather than later. 

Let’s suppose that you have reached the 
stage where you know what you want in 
terms of approximate size and number of 
rooms. That’s the time to hire an architect, 
designer and/or contractor to design and 
build it for you. It isn’t always easy, as the 
experience of my friends Denise and David 
suggests. 

Their home was a converted squash 
court on what had been a large estate on 
the so-called Gold Coast of Long Island, 
NY. The house had a spectacular living 
room with hardwood plank walls that ex- 
tended almost 25 feet up to a cathedral 
ceiling and enormous skylight. There was a 
monumental Victorian spiral staircase 
from a defunct bank in Maine, and a view 
of the water. worth writing about. The lone 
drawback was that the rest of the house 
consisted of a narrow TV room, a smallish 
kitchen and a comfortable but hardly enor- 
mous bedroom. In short, they owned prop- 
erty with million-dollar potential but with 
such space limitations that it was hard to 
entertain weekend guests, not to mention 
raise the children they were considering 
bringing into the world. 

Denise and David knew they wanted the

addition to respect the architectural integ- 
rity of the building they were expanding. 
They knew approximately how much addi- 
tional space they wanted. And their bud- 
get, while not unlimited, was generous. In 
short, theirs was the kind of job most ar- 
chitects love: an aesthetic challenge with a 
good deal of freedom. 

They knew from day one that an addi- 
tion was in their future, so almost before 
they got the coffee water boiling on the 
stove they began thinking and looking and 
talking new space. Neither of them had 
formal design training or construction ex- 
perience, so they decided to talk to an 
expert. They made an appointment for a 
consultation at an architectural firm. 

David and Denise arrived at the archi- 
tects’ Manhattan offices armed with pho- 
tographs of their house, a site plan and 
great expectations, but no fixed idea of 
what they wanted. They met with an asso- 
ciate who told them that for $10,000 the 
firm would be most pleased to design an 
addition and execute a model for their con- 
sideration. Final working plans and con- 
struction supervision would be extra. 

If the fee seems high, look at it this way: 
The construction cost would be in the 
neighborhood of a quarter of a million 
dollars. However, at that point David and 
Denise were looking for someone who 
would brainstorm with them, who would 
try to understand their needs—an architect 
who would work with them, not one who 
would deliver a fait accompli. Needless to 
say, this firm did not get that commission.

The three of them sat down and de- 
briefed one another. The designer then dis- 
appeared to his drawing board, and Denise 
and David were left to await the results of 
their conversation. 

When the designer returned, they were 
shocked at what he had drawn. It was 
nearly half again the size (and therefore 
the cost) of what they had asked for. It 
totally transformed the old facade (which 
they had told him they wanted to retain) 
by adding a new central section flanked by 
the original building on one side and a new 
mirror image of the old on the other. So 
much for that attempt. 

Next David called an old high school 
friend who had become a licensed archi- 
tect. His were primarily commercial de- 
signs, but he thought the job would be a 
good change of pace. He came over and 
looked. As is usual with such meetings, the 
homeowners talked at length with the ar- 
chitect. He tried to elicit from them as 
much hard information about expectations 
and needs as possible; they tried to de- 
scribe to him the shape and feel and im- 
pression of their dream. 

They had several more meetings, each of 
which involved reviewing a gradually 
evolving floor plan. The three of them 
seemed to be getting closer to the right 
layout, but Denise and David weren’t quite 
satisfied. Perhaps the architect sensed this, 
because one day he called and said he just 
didn’t have time to continue with the pro- 
cess. He was having trouble keeping up 
with his commercial work. Sorry, he said, I 
can’t help you now—maybe next year? 

They then talked to another nationally 
known architect, who told them he 
wouldn’t work for a penny less than 15 
percent of construction cost and that he 
thought the budget should be more like 
$400,000 than $250,000. As you may sus- 
pect, this couple has yet to break ground 
for their addition. ‘“‘Probably next spring,” 
David says. But at present, they have no 
plan—or architect. 

There is often an immense difference 
between what you see in your mind’s eye 
and what your designer actually puts on 
paper, as David and Denise learned. Even

when the architect does put on paper what 
you want, it may not be the answer. You 
may not express yourself clearly (after all, 
few of us have formal design training or 
even an instinct for talking articulately 
about shapes and styles and spatial rela- 
tionships). The architect/designer may not 
elicit key information from you as well as 
he should. And each of you may be guilty 
of not listening to the other. So you can see 
how important it is to communicate clearly 
with your designer: The paper realization 
of your dream is all-important; make sure 
you're all talking the same language. 

The more carefully you plan, the better 
off you (and your wallet) will be when it 
comes to the construction. Denise and Da- 
vid haven’t seen their addition get under 
way yet—but they also haven’t rushed 
ahead and commissioned a halfway satis- 
factory structure just for the sake of get- 
ting it done. Don’t be in a hurry early or 
you'll regret it later. 


The construction. Now, suppose you 
love the plans, they fit your needs and your 
tastes, the budget is done and you have 
your financing. You have a builder ready 
to go to work. What’s next? 

Chaos is one word that comes to mind. 
It comes to lots of people’s minds who try 
to live within a construction project. Even 
if you don’t, steel yourself for the chaos. 

The story of Scott and Deborah, an Ore- 
gon couple, is instructive. They planned a 
major renovation job for a time when they 
would be on vacation for four weeks. They 
figured that it would be perfect: They were 
taking the kids and dogs, they wouldn’t 
have to live with the plaster dust, and the 
builder assured them it was “a piece of 
cake” to finish the job in the time allotted. 

Not every job lends itself to such in 
absentia treatment, but in this case there 
were few decisions to make and Scott’s 
brother lived next door, so he could inspect 
the work daily while they were away. They 
booked the builder’s time in advance, 
worked out a delivery schedule for materi- 
als and headed for Southern California. 

So what went wrong? Ironically, nothing 
did. The builder met his schedule, the ma- 
terials all arrived, and he did a fine job, 


thanks in part to the brother’s attentive 
inspections. There was only one problem: 
Scott and Deb came home a day early; 
their house was an unholy mess. Fragile 
furniture was piled on top of fragile furni- 
ture, and a layer of dust the thickness of a 
wet spring snowfall coated everything. The 
rugs were filthy, the yard was cluttered 
with wood scraps and shingle fragments. 
But the builder volunteered to pay for a 


HOW LONG WILL IT TAKE? 
No two projects are the same, so an- 
swers to questions of timing are neces- 
sarily vague. Nevertheless, a few 
generalizations may be helpful in think- 
ing about the job you are facing. 

Remodeling an existing space in your 
home may take 2 to 6 months. This 
assumes that no excavation is neces- 
sary. 

Building an addition to your home 
may require 3 to 12 months. 

Renovation of an old building will 
probably take longer, more like 6 to 18 
months. This is perhaps the least pre- 
dictable job. We all know people who 
have taken 10 years to rehabilitate lov- 
ingly an old home; generally, using pro- 
fessional labor and a reasonable plan, 6 
to 18 months will suffice. 

On average, the construction of an 
entirely new home takes 1 to 2 years 
from conception to completion. 





night in a hotel. He told the couple not to 
come back until after three o’clock the 
next afternoon, by which time the cleaning 
firm he had contracted to clean the place 
would have come and gone. 

To Scott and Deb’s amazement, a short 
24 hours later they returned to a house at 
least as clean as the one they had left a 
month earlier. But the shock of seeing it in 
an apparent shambles stays with them. 

Construction sites are more than messy. 
They can also be dangerous. On the other 
hand, perhaps the greatest source of de- 
light in experiencing the renovation or 
construction process firsthand is the op- 
portunity to see a structure emerge from a

disparate array of materials. Most archi- 
tects and designers admit to a sense of 
wonder about it all—and the honest ones 
even admit that while much of the finished 
product was clearly envisioned on the 
drawing, some of it was not. The experi- 
ence may even provide you with a better 
sense of how to enjoy your home. 

The case of Eli and Jane’s old barn in 
Virginia suggests this potential for discov- 
ery.

began that by opening windows in the barn 
walls they would make it a lighter, more 
open building. But what they didn’t antici- 
pate was the effect they would get in the 
hayloft that was to be converted to the 
master bedroom. 

To everyone’s surprise, when the barn 
was cleaned out, the loft was found to have 
interior walls of old, rich cedar. Instead of 
hanging a drywall and plaster surface on 
the walls, as the original plans had called 
for, they decided to salvage the cedar. The 
architect had already suggested a couple of

skylights, so the parts all seemed to be 
coming together. 

One of Jane’s recollections summarizes 
the pleasure of the experience for them. 


: Jane and Eli had come to visit the work 


site on a Saturday afternoon. There were 
no workmen to interfere or be interfered 
with, so they had the place to themselves. 
The job was by no means finished, but 
skylights were in place and cedar adorned 
the walls of the converted loft. Little or no 
finish work had been done, but the basic 
shape of the place was there. 

They walked around and looked at what 
had been done since their last visit, up- 
stairs and down. They made notes to dis- 
cuss with the architect and builders. Then 
they decided to go home. 

Jane went out to the car. When Eli 
didn’t arrive in a few minutes, she went to 
look for him, a little worried that he might 
have hurt himself. Eli, a disciplined man 
who always does what he says he’s going to 
do and arrives when he says he is going to, 
was found sitting on the floor in the master 
bedroom. He was watching the warm red 
light of the setting sun play on the wall. As 
Jane says, “I’d never seen him sit still and 
do nothing before. I knew then that we’d 
done the right thing.” 

As Jane and Eli’s experience suggests, if 
you begin with good planning yet remain 
flexible and open to change when opportu- 
nity knocks, there are often happy sur- 
prises to be uncovered and taken 
advantage of. There are moments of irrita- 
tion, too, in any construction project. Ev- 
ery job seems to take longer than it should. 
Sometimes progress seems to stop for days 
or even weeks at a time. In renovation 
work, days can disappear while the job of 
correcting this or that unforeseen problem 
is done. 

At times the progress in new construc- 
tion also can seem to come to a dead stop, 
particularly when plumbers and electri- 
cians are roughing in their pipes and wires. 
A delay or scheduling conflict may mean 
that at times literally nothing does get 
done for a while, but that’s where good 
scheduling comes in. 


One almost universal joke in the con- 
struction business is the old line “It'll be 
done in a couple of weeks.” The words can 
be said seriously or while smiling. “It'll be 
done in a couple of weeks” can be a real 
answer (only rarely) or a way of saying, 
“Hey, get off my back, will you? I got 
work to do here.”’ In more than cne rehab 
project I can recall, the words “It'll be 
done in a couple of weeks” were heard 
every week for several months.

The remodeling process. You remodelers are lucky; you don’t 
have to worry about a big hole in your yard. You also don’t 
have to worry about the framing of the building or the roofing. 
(That is, unless you’re amending the existing roof.) 

On the other hand, if you live in the house, you’re not so 
lucky, especially if you are planning to live there while the job is 
being done. The builders will have to work around you and the 
lives being led by your family members, and you must do the 








The carpenters are most likely to be the first to arrive to get 
your interior remodeling under way, and their first task is likely 
to be demolition. Those kitchen cabinets you have always hated 
will be removed or those cracked tiles in the old bath will be 
sledgehammered down and out. The demolition is the first of 
the messy, dusty work. 

Once the old is gone, the new will be put in its place. The 
carpenters will construct the wooden framing for the walls and, 
if any, for the new floors and ceilings. Some apartments require 


' brick, steel, concrete and materials specified for fireproof con- 


struction, but chances are your home is of traditional wood- 
frame construction, so you won’t require tradesmen other than 
carpenters for the rough construction. 

The conversations you listen in on while the framing work is 
going on will probably involve some words that are new to you. 
A stud is a vertical wall member; a joist is a horizontal floor 
support; a post is usually a larger corner stud; and a beam is a 
large horizontal member. 

Framing doesn’t demand the kind of precise (and time- 
consuming) attention to detail that finish work does, so inspect- 
ing the job site after the workers have been there only a day or 
two can be very satisfying. New spaces seem to emerge almost 
overnight, and you can suddenly get a sense of how the rooms 
will appear and relate to one another. 

While the carpenters are framing, you and/or your architect 
should spend some time measuring and inspecting carefully to 
be sure that the partitions as constructed coincide with the 
plans. It’s probably a good idea to put your tape measure to use 
after hours. There is no need to insult the carpenters, although 
they know as well as you do that, no matter how experienced 
they are, they can still make mistakes. 
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Most of the mechanical work done at this stage will eventually 
disappear behind walls and ceilings. It is relatively simple to

e ees in run a pipe or wire through the bare bones of a wall (the studs), 
but much more difficult later when the skin of gypsum board or 
other material has been applied. 
Lo You should have decided long before now what material to 


use for wall and ceiling surfaces, but the common options 
nowadays are gypsum board (also called drywall and Sheet- 
rock) and wood paneling. 

The gypsum board comes in sheets, four feet wide and of 
various lengths depending upon the dimensions of the walls to 
be covered. The sheets are applied to the walls with specially 
designed nails or screws whose heads are recessed just beneath 
the surface of the gypsum board. When all the sheets are in 
place, a number of layers of plasterlike paste called joint com- 
pound are applied. The joint compound covers the nail or screw 
holes and, along with strips of tape, the joints between the 
sheets. Gypsum board ceilings are done in the same way. Most 
drywall is a dull gray color, but waterproof drywall, which is 
often required (and always a good idea) in kitchens and baths, is 
usually a bluish-green color. 

In the case of paneling, prefabricated veneered sheets are 
available, as are precut widths of solid boards. With the ve-

Check door locations and sizes. If you find any discrepancies 
from the plans or even the space you’ve been seeing in your 
imagination, discuss them first with whoever is supervising the 
construction. If your architect is inspecting for you, let him 
have the hard conversation with the contractor-carpenter. But 
do it sooner rather than later. Every nail that gets put in makes 
it harder to undo what’s been done. 

If to your horror you discover that something just isn’t 
working (the little foyer is simply too little, for example), now is 
the time to make a change. It will probably cost you money, but 
you must decide whether you want to live with it for years or 
pay the price now. 

When the framing is complete, the electricians and plumbers 
and heating, ventilation and air conditioning subcontractors 
will arrive to begin their work. The electricians will be drilling 
holes through studs and joists to pull their wires through, the 
plumbers doing the same for their pipes, the others for their 
ducts and/or piping. The phone men and, if you require them, 
the alarm installers, too, do their preliminary work now. If you 
are planning to have a built-in sound system or intercom, this is 
the time to put in the rough wiring for those systems. 

The local building inspector will also arrive about this time. 
In fact, different inspectors may arrive to look at plumbing, 
electrical and other work. This should not be your problem, as 
your subcontractors should be responsible for arranging for the

judged for energy-conserving reasons to be 
too high. But once again, keep in mind the 
historical integrity of 
the building. Often 
high ceilings are cru- 
cial to the appeal of 
the room, and lower- 
ing them may leave 
you feeling that some- 
thing is amiss. 

In some ways the 
finish work is the 
hardest part. You 
look around at the 
new walls and ceil- 
ings, knowing how 
much work has gone 
in already and how 
much is really fin- 
ished. But in a remod- 
eling job, you are 
probably only about 
half done. 

Finish work often 
takes a disproportion- 
ately long time. But 
good finish work can 
make the space just 
right; on the other 
hand, poor finish 
work can render the 
whole job a failure. 
The finish work I am 
referring to falls into 
two basic categories, 
the mechanical instal- 
lations and the sur- 
face finishes. 

Mechanical instal- 
lations. The plumbers 
put in your toilet and 
sink at this stage (it’s 
called “trimming out” 
or “setting the fix- 
tures’). The electri- 
cians will install your 
dining room chande- 
lier and your new 
electric range. The 
plugs and _ light 
switches get tied in 
now, and the carpen- 
ters can remove their 
extension cords from 
the part of the house they are not working 
on, for the power will come on in the 
remodeled area. The mechanical work 
must be meticulously coordinated with the 
surface finish work: The toilet goes on top 
of the tile floor, so the tile man must do his 
bit before the plumber can do his. 





Surface finishes. Surface work includes 
everything from putting down the tile, 
wood or carpeting to hanging the doors 
and applying the casings around windows 
and doors. Kitchens get their cabinets.

Doorknobs get attached. Switch and plug 
covers are applied. Painting gets done, too, 
along with a thousand other things. 

This is a time when your inspections are 
most important. You should be available 
to the workers but not in their way. Often 
many questions come up at the last min- 


ute, and if they know you are there to 
answer these questions—or will be at a 
certain time—you’re more likely to get 
what you want. 

On the other hand, if in your visits to the 
work site you notice 
that the moldings 
don’t match at one 
point or that a door 
doesn’t close, don’t 
take it upon yourself to 
bring up everything 
with the nearest work- 
man, or even with his 
boss. Make a list. 

This list of correc- 
tions is called a 
“punch list.’’ The 
punch list isn’t a daily 
gift for your architect 
or contractor. Give it 
to him, say, twice a 
week. Keep a copy, 
and follow up before 
you give him the next 
one to make sure 
what you requested 
was done. If it wasn’t, 
find out why. 


The completion. No 
building or renovation 
project goes like 
clockwork, no matter 
how much care and 
experience are invest- 
ed. There are prob- 
lems and holdups and 
changes and disagree- 
ments and mistakes 
and redos. In a sense, 
the situation is akin to 
what every coach con- 
cerned with condi- 
tioning his athletes 
has said a thousand 
times: If it doesn’t 
hurt, it isn’t doing 
you any good. A con- 
struction or renova- 
tion project shouldn’t 
be painful, of course, 
but if there aren’t mo- 
ments of disagree- 
ment and difficulty, 
then you're living in a 
more perfect world 
than I am. Or you are determined to ac- 
cept things uncritically. 

One classic completion story is the one 
about John, the home renovator who de- 
cided he wanted to do a small portion of 
the work himself. It wasn’t so much to

save money as it was to feel more a part of 
the whole process. He arranged with the 
contractor to hang the drywall in his new 
dining area but to leave it unfinished. John 
would apply the tape and joint compound 
and finish the job himself. 

Which he did. And even today, several 
years later, he will proudly point to the 
portion of the job he did himself and de- 
scribe the role he played. But what he 
doesn’t recall for his visitors (though his 
wife invariably does) is that he finished his 
portion of the work more than three weeks 
after the contractor completed the rest. So 
for nearly a month after everything else 
was painted and clean, the family had to 
live with gypsum dust and paint smells. 


The last word. One of the most common 
problems is the situation where the fin- 
ished product doesn’t meet the needs or 
expectations of the homeowner. It simply 
doesn’t have to be that way. Craftsmanship 


may have no satisfactory legal definition 
(despite its being the single most important 
aspect of evaluating any workmanship), 
but you can distinguish quality work from 
shoddy before the wrong personnel are 
hired or the final payment is made. 

If you are new to the building trades, 
you are no doubt nervous about how you 
will know good work from bad. But you 
really don’t have to worry about it; you 
have allies. If you have an architect and a 
general contractor working with you, re- 
gard them as your Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
You are still the supreme (i.e., check-sign- 
ing) commander, but their advice is invalu- 
able. You have some outside help, too, in 
the municipal inspectors. They may be a 
pain to your subcontractors, but a fair and 
reasonable inspector will be concerned not 
so much with dotting the 7’s as with safety 
and quality. If you make sure your subs 
understand that their work is to be done 
according to code, the inspectors will cost 
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you nothing even if they make your subs 
undo some work already completed. It is 
the subs’ problem in such instances. 

If you are not guided by a general con- 
tractor or an architect and don’t trust your 
own instincts, you might consider hiring an 
inspector or a professional engineer to help. 
You might arrange for him to join you on 
a weekly inspection, or at three or four 
different times during the construction. 
Make sure you inspect before you write 
your check. Be sure you are paying for 
completed work and that it’s good work. 

This article is about getting the job fin- 
ished: dreaming it up, getting it designed, 
getting it built and then finished. There is a 
great thrill when the bills are paid and the 
tools have been moved out and the punch 
list of last-minute fixes and details has been 
taken care of. That identifiable moment of 
completion is the biggest argument there is 
for hiring people to do a job for you rather 
than trying to take it on yourself.

Now is the time 
to put in bulbs 
and shrubs—and 
decide which 
plants you may 


want to move 


By KEN DRUSE 

To me, May is the month of new begin- 
nings, but September has news to share as 
well. Soon it will be the harvest season. I'll 
collect the last red tomatoes and green 
ones to ripen indoors (on the counter, not 
in the windowsill), and await the apples 
and winter squash. Among the resting per- 
ennials, asters and chrysanthemums will 
burst into bloom. September marks the 
dahlias’ finest moment and the crescendo 
of the roses’ second season. 

This is the beginning of the bulb plant- 
ing rush. Narcissus should be planted this 
month, and all spring bulbs must go in 
before the first frost. This year try some of 
the tiny daffodils, such as ‘“Téte-a-téte,’ 
‘Jack Snipe’ and bulbocodium. These 
plants, about eight inches tall and less ex- 
pensive than the giants, should be planted 
in masses. Plant several by the back door 
or naturalize bulbocodium in the lawn. 
Peonies and Oriental poppies are fall- 
planted. Set them in the garden as soon as 
they come from mail-order nurseries. Peo- 
nies can remain undivided for years, so 
choose a permanent location where they 
can be left alone. The bulbs must be plant- 
ed so that the “eyes,” the pink growing 
spots, are no deeper than two inches but no 
shallower than one. Poppies need full sun, 
but flowers will last longer if they’re kept 


away. from direct winds. 
In Southern states this is the time to 
order trees and shrubs for planting as the 


weather cools. In Northern states, ever- 


greens can be planted soon. They must 





have time to make new roots before winter. 
Be wary of nursery clearance sales; inspect 
plants carefully and avoid those with yel- 
lowing leaves or that are hopelessly root- 
bound. Lawns should be fed now and bare 
patches re-seeded. Keep the lawn mower 
handy—the growth season is not yet over. 

This is the time when peegee hydrangea 
flowers can be picked and dried. Pick the 
blossoms, strip off leaves and arrange in a 
vase—without water! They will wilt with 
water but dry perfectly without it. 

September marks the start of the heating 
season in some states and also the begin- 
ning of the indoor gardening year. If 
you’ve summered houseplants outside, 
take a careful inventory before you bring 
them in. Remove dead leaves and check 
leaves, stems and soil for insects. Plants 
that have declined over the summer should 
be discarded. This seems harsh, but if a 
houseplant hasn’t done well during its best 
season, it probably won’t improve in the 
dry heat and reduced light of the winter 
window garden. 

As the days grow shorter, indoor plants 
enter a semi-dormancy, so you’ll have to 
adjust your schedule accordingly. As their 
growth slows, reduce water and fertilizer. 
Feed with only a fraction of what you 
would use for plants in active growth. And 
decorate! This is a great chance to move 
plants around. Arrange some in one area 
(tall ones at the back, shorter ones in 
front), or feature a unique individual alone. 
Houseplants are our special charges—a liv- 
ing part of our home’s interior design.

In many cases we'll use swing-arm 
lamps on either side of the bed, or table 
lamps instead. Also, those new little book 
lights that clamp onto the pages are very 
civilized and thoughtful for insomniacs 
who don’t wish to disturb their partner. 

In the realm of lighting classics, I would 
cite the Noguchi designs for the quality of 
light they give. They are works of art that 
emit light. I’d like to think of my own 
lamp as a classic; it is simply a clear glass 
cylinder with a shade—as close as I can 
come to a non-lamp. The underside of the 
shade has a saucer shield of translucent 
white Plexiglas, so that when you are seat- 
ed you don’t get harsh glare in your eyes. 
I’m very fond of using silver-bottom bulbs 
so you don’t suffer the glare of the naked 
bulb. I love the lamps Cedric Hartman 
designed about 20 years ago, now in The 
Museum of Modern Art’s permanent col- 
lection. The Morsa lamp, another favorite, 
is utterly simple and gives a soft glow 
through a rice-paper shade. And the shade 
is pre-wrinkled, so you don’t have to worry 
about children knocking over the lamps. 

For the traditionalist, I recommend an- 
tique tole lamps. They are conservative in 
scale and can easily be placed anywhere 
without distracting from a period-style in- 
terior. The simplest candlestick lamps in 
ceramic or wood are also appropriate. 

The torchére, which we all remember 
from Fred Astaire movies, has come back 
in a high-tech form with touch-control. It’s 
for people who want to see every inch of 
the living room. The torchere, then, can be 
both an ambient light and a work light. 

If you think of light not as the buying of 
lamps, but rather as the complex orches- 
tration of levels and kinds of light, you will 
become the conductor who gives direction 
to the theater that is your home. @

|_| My vase is brown with orange and yellow flowers and silver 
decoration. It is marked “A.R. Valentien” and has the Rookwood 
mark for 1892. How was the silver pattern made? 

—QJ.V., Philadelphia, Pa. 


Silver overlay on glass or 
pottery was popular in the 
late 19th and early 20th cen- 
turies. A chemical was 
painted on the vase and then 
electroplated with sterling 
silver. The silver overlay 
decoration on Rookwood 
pottery was added by the 
Gorham Manufacturing 
Company. The pottery, located in Cincinnati, Ohio, sent finished 
vases to the Providence, RI, silver company. Albert Valentien 
directed the decorating department at Rookwood from 1881 to 
1905. Any early Rookwood is valuable, and the silver overlay on 
yours adds to the desirability. It is worth $3,500 to $4,500. 





|_| My table’s top swivels and opens to double in size. The table is 
made of carved mahogany and measures 30 by 36 by 18 inches. 
What style is it? 

—C.H., Pampa, Tex. 


You have a Federal card table in the style that was popular around 
1810. Card tables were very important pieces of furniture. They 
were usually kept against the wall with the top folded in half. A 
variety of mechanisms were used to hold the top when it was 
opened. The swivel top did not come into use until about 1810. 
There was often an open compartment under the top that became 
visible when the top was turned. This was used to store game 
pieces. The canted corners of the top, lion’s-paw feet on brass 
castors, the four-post pedestal and the dark color of the wood are 
all characteristic of New York furniture of the period. If old, your 
table is worth more than $5,000. 





|_| Where and when was my chair made? It is made of solid carved 
mahogany. 
—J.M., Mountain Home, Ark. 


Your chair is in the Chip- 
pendale style. The elabo- 
rate ribbon back, curved 
legs, ball and claw feet and 
curved arms are all charac- 
teristic of the style. There 
are many chairs pictured 
in the 1754 book by Thom- 
as Chippendale that are 
similar to yours. This En- 
glish style has been univer- 
sally popular and often 
copied. The overall pro- 
portions of your chair and 
the strange duck’s-head 
arms indicate a 19th-cen- 
tury influence. Your chair 
was probably made in England about 1880. Because it is solid, 
hand-carved mahogany and has great decorative appeal, it could be 
worth $2,000. 





(| I have an old black painted tin box that is about 7 inches high 
and 10 inches long. It is decorated with yellow, red and green 
flowers and leaves. What was its use? Age? Value? 

—E.K., St. Louis, Mo. 


You have a tin document 
or deed box that was made 
around 1820. Important 
papers such as land deeds 
had to be kept safe from 
rodents, fire and water, 
and a small portable tin 
box was often used for this 
purpose. By 1800 tin was 
used for many household 
items, including kitchen 
pans, candlesticks, coffeepots, hatboxes, bread trays, bathtubs, 
picture frames, lamps and toys. Sheet tin was cut and formed into 
many objects. Some pieces were left undecorated or were embel- 
lished with punched-hole decorations. Others were painted black 
or red and then decorated with stylized flowers. Tin was sold 
locally in the larger communities and taken by wagon to smaller 
towns. The design on your box suggests that it was made in 
Pennsylvania. An average worn tin deed box is worth $200 to 
$600. Your box appears to be of top quality and should be worth 
more than $1,000.

“THE MOST LASTING THING WE’VE BORROWED FROM ENGLISH COUNTRY 
DECORATING ISN’T WHAT YOU’D EXPECT” 





n case you haven’t noticed, more and 

more designers across the country are 

falling under the spell of English 

country decorating, a fact that be- 
muses a number of my British friends. 
“You’d never find rooms like these in En- 
gland,” they tell me. And of course they’re 
right. We’ve invented our own fanciful 
idea of English country house decorat- 
ing—our rooms are more colorful, more 
decorated, more fun. 

Purists may feel that this is something to 
apologize for, but I think it’s an encourag- 
ing development. We’ve learned important 
lessons from the English, but rather than 
copying their look, we’re personalizing it 
in an exuberant American way. 

I believe the most lasting thing we’ve 
borrowed from English country decorating 
isn’t what you’d expect. It isn’t chintz or 
balloon shades or needlepoint pillows or 
any single element of style. It’s a dedica- 
tion to comfort, a talent for being truly at 
home with our possessions. In British 
homes you never feel there’s an invisible 
red cord signaling “look, but don’t touch.” 
A Regency sideboard isn’t for show; it’s to 
be used. The presence of grand objects 
doesn’t preclude the use of humble items 
such as great-uncle so-and-so’s souvenir 
from India. What counts to the British is 
not really the material value of an object 
but its character. 


We Americans are still just getting used 
to that kind of very livable decorating, a 
point that came up recently when I was 
talking to British-born Caroline Seebohm, 
whose handsome book English Country 
will be published next month by Crown 
Publishers. She feels that many American 
homes are “‘frightfully beautiful but have a 
slight tension that comes with perfection, 
as if someone might jump up and plump 
up the pillows the minute you got off a 
sofa.”” As she adds, “The English, on the 
other hand, don’t mind a house that looks 
truly lived in.” 

In fact, ‘lived in’ (which sometimes 
translates to us as “‘beat up’’) is very much 
a compliment in England. To Americans 
the idea can take some getting used to... 
the lovingly patched slipcovers, the sofa 
springs that have sagged since the Charge 
of the Light Brigade, the chair legs the 
dogs have chewed. ‘Pleasing decay” is the 
decorating term for it. We Americans ad- 
mire that lack of concern for appearances, 
but many of us don’t have the confidence 
to be that relaxed about our decorating. 
Many of us have been brought up on the 
notion of planned obsolescence, that only 
new things are worth having. 

Caroline Seebohm relates a whole series 
of adventures she experienced when doing 
photography for her book. In one British 
country house, for example, she found that 
a pair of voluptuous red damask curtains, 
in place since World War II, had never 
been hemmed. And the damask on the wall 
had simply been tacked up. In another 
house she and photographer Christopher 
Sykes went to move a round skirted ta- 
ble—and discovered it was made of a piece 
of plywood atop packing crates. ‘““The Brit- 
ish are much more interested in the overall 
affect than in the details,” she says. 

They also have a very different attitude 
towards possessions. It isn’t surprising to 
find a top-notch Chippendale highboy in 
an unlit corner or in a hallway where no- 
body notices it much ... probably because 
it has sat in the same spot for 100 years 
while the rug in front of it has slowly 
faded. In an American house such a piece 


of furniture would be considered ‘“‘valu- 


able” and typically would be placed promi- 
nently in a room. 

The English are proud of the way their 
houses have simply evolved over the centu- 
ries without the help of professional deco- 
rators. “Until recently, decorators were 
considered very bad form,” says Ms. See- 
bohm. Interestingly, despite the country 
house owners’ antipathy for decorators, 
there’s a whole school of design pioneered 
by the late John Fowler that aspires to 
recreate the aged, faded atmosphere of En- 
glish houses—chintzes that are dyed in tea 
to take the edge off their newness, antiques 
that are deliberately unrefinished. Recent- 
ly, American decorator Mario Buatta was 
quoted in an English magazine as saying 
that the only true way to get a John 
Fowler room was to lock eight Labradors 
in it for a week. You'll notice, however, 
that in his winning room on page 96 
there’s nary a dog hair to be seen. 

On the surface, our rooms, including 
Mario Buatta’s, do look different from 
those in authentic old country homes. For 
one, they’re far more colorful. The subtle, 
muddied chintzes that work wonderfully 
in foggy England are just plain drab in our 
sunny rooms. American decorating is also 
much more dramatic. In our less grand 
spaces, we need to create architectural in- 
terest with more decorating details. But 
beyond these differences I think there’s a 
growing kinship in the spirit behind Amer- 
ican and English rooms. It’s a realization 
that we need not be quite so perfect in our 
decorating. We’re learning to buy furniture 
and accessories based on their character. 
We’re appreciating the things that will 
grow old gracefully ... and be cherished 
by our children and grandchildren. Ameri- 
cans are so used to being at the forefront of 
the new that sometimes it takes a country 
like England with its centuries of history to 
help us value the old. @ 
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IMITATING REEL LIFE: TARA FROM GONE WITH THE WIND |S 
ONE OF MANY HOLLYWOOD CREATIONS 
THAT “HAS TO DO WITH MAKING A DREAM COME TRUE”? 


By JOHN F. SALADINO 
hat a dump!” 

This Bette Davis line from 
the film Beyond the Forest sig- 
nals her disgust for her weath- 

er-beaten house, her dream of a penthouse 
in Chicago. And it sums up the reason we 
escape to the movies—to find fantasy shel- 
ters and a different world. Movies, in fact, 
have altered Americans’ perception of inte- 
riors. They* give us hope. For instance, 
Cecil B. De Mille’s early silent films 
changed forever what the bath could be. 

De Mille led us out of the tyranny of 
those nasty little white tile closets. 
Through his imagery, we got the idea of 
large rooms to bathe in, rooms that have 
plants and fountains and access to the out- 
doors. That happened in the ’20s with si- 
lent films. America dug up the ancient 
concept of the bath as a unique place. And 
bathroom design began to change, particu- 
larly in southern California. During that 
era, the bathroom became a much more 
beautiful place, with gold faucets and fit- 
tings, large marble counters, the tub set 
into a Roman-type niche. 

Gone With the Wind created a plague of 
Southern plantations. There are exact 
copies of Tara in the suburbs of Oklahoma 
City and in Kansas City, where I was born. 


And many a spiral staircase resulted from 
that movie. I would venture to speculate 
that pre-made spiral staircases developed 
from the same influence. Crystal chande- 
liers and spiral staircases seem to have 
been reinvented as part of the fantasy inte- 
riors created by Hollywood. 

I remember Bringing Up Baby from 
1938. This movie shows us how the mod- 
ern age was brought inside, and we stream- 
lined the kitchen. About the same time 
Raymond Loewy was designing toasters 
that looked as if they could take off. The 
concept of speed and modernity influenced 
all our kitchens, even the living rooms of 
America. Movies endorsed the modern 
age; people who were cultivated had mod- 
ern houses. They had sleek, modern furni- 
ture and even white pianos. 

Remember the Cole Porter and Kathar- 
ine Hepburn penthouses with calla lilies in 
crystal vases and all of Manhattan glitter- 
ing through French doors? Those movie 
penthouses changed me as a young person. 
It wasn’t only adults who went to the films 
on Saturday nights to escape the monotony 
of their lives. It was the children also. And 
I grew up on a diet of fantasy; I wanted to 
live in Manhattan where all the swells were 
and have a penthouse—to be on top, away 
from the madding crowd. 





The glossy ballrooms of Fred Astaire 
movies influenced me in the same way. 
Those beautiful, clean spaces in which ail 
trace of vulgarity and reality had been re- 
moved—that’s how I wanted to live. Now 
I have a penthouse apartment and a pent- 
house office because they represent quint- 
essential Manhattan life. I don’t know if 
my wife would agree with that, but at least 
she’s come along with me on this trip! 
Incidentally, a location finder knew about 
my office and arranged to have a sequence 
from The Secret of My Success filmed on 
the terrace. 

Last Year at Marienbad, a film from the 
60s, had a tremendous impact on the de- 
sign community. This very abstract, black 
and white film in which elegant creatures 
float through mirrored corridors and glide 
through parties in Renaissance gardens be- 
gan to change how we saw the interior. We 
wanted chrome and glass instead of the 
furniture our parents had. We wanted to 
bring James Bond home. Last Year at Ma- 
rienbad is sort of a palace version of James 
Bond. (I wouldn’t want to see that beauti- 
ful black and white film colored. Why 
can’t we leave well enough alone?) 

Another design influence from the mov- 
ies was the picket fence and the perfect

The ideal 
picket-fence house appears in Mr. Bland- 
ings Builds His Dream House. An exact 
copy from the movie was built in Kansas 
City. When I was growing up there, every 
Saturday and Sunday people queued up for 
two blocks to see that house. Built in a 
very elegant section and designed to be 
sold, it represented the perfect American 
residence—reality imitating illusion. And I 
think that is still with us. Don’t many 
young brides hope their husbands will take 
them home to a rambling Colonial house 
in Connecticut? 

I think the romanticizing of the Victori- 
an house probably has as much to do with 
Visconti as with anyone. His films all cele- 
brate the Belle Epoque, with a layering of 
furnishings, lace at the windows, Sarah 
Bernhardt-type sofas in Turkish corners. 
Decorators such as Vincent Fourcade 
come straight out of this sensibility. 

The house in The Big Chill is an affluent 
country setting for a group of friends from 
the ’60s who get together for a reunion. It 
very accurately portrays the environment 
of well-educated, upper-class Americans 
with casually mixed furnishings that are 
quality but not pretentious. 

A movie I found hypnotic was Blade 
Runner, which depicts a world after nucle- 
ar disaster. At street level is a city gone 
mad with acid rain, congestion, chaos. 
And the people who survive with memo- 
ries of the world as it was live high above 
on the 60th floor surrounded by antiques 
and candlelight. So you have the techno- 
logical world gone bad and the survivors 
high above it all. This movie makes a very 
strong cultural statement about what 
we often attach importance to—namely, 
possessions. 

Today, when I think of the high-end 
young people, or the yuppies, I think of F. 
Scott Fitzgerald and The Great Gatsby, 
filmed in Newport. Those rooms look loft- 
like. I could see new wave furniture in 
them, with gauze at the windows. So may- 
be the new wave of interior design—the 
yuppie interior—is also influenced by 
those movie sets. A yuppie interior would 
depend on signature pieces. There would 
have to be one or two really “in” chairs or 
tables and postmodern colors. The win- 
dows would either be bare or have filmy 
curtains. And the fabric would look like 
expensive Giorgio Armani suiting. You’d 
have to have oxidized copper.

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If I were to design a fantasy house for 
the movies, it would be tremendously re- 
leasing because I wouldn’t have to listen to 
all those building code people. I would 
probably design some sort of great house 
whose doors would be floor to ceiling, 
opening on beautiful gardens. And I would 
cast people I adore, like Anna Magnani 
and Paul Newman. It would be fun to do a 
situation comedy—with elegance. For di- 
rector, ’'d choose George Cukor. 

By the way, there was a movie in which 
the sets imitated what I had designed. Year 
of the Dragon used my name and color 
scheme. That’s where the movie imitates 
reality. 

Giant is another old favorite because you 
see the whole evolution of interior design 
in that movie.

It is 
the house that to this day, every successful 
Southern businessman hopes to build be- 
fore he dies. 

Thirty years before Gone With the Wind 
John Galsworthy wrote a book called The 
Man of Property. And the name of the 
house was Robin Hill. That house influ- 
enced a tremendous number of upper-class 
Americans. I live in a house called Robin 
Hill, and there are many other houses in 
this country with the same name. 

The curious thing is, movies like Gone 
With the Wind used to represent our 
dreams. Now movies like Blade Runner 
represent our nightmares!

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THE BRAVE NEW WORLD APPROACH TO DECORATING FAVORS DELIBERATELY 
UNMATCHED OBJECTS OVER FURNITURE IN ‘“‘SUITES”’

ime was (not so long ago) 
when interiors were all of 
a piece, when decorators 
could be counted on for 

signature rooms recognizable by 

a carefully defined style. Certain 

professionals known for contem- 

porary work spoke of providing a 

clean, harmonious envelope into 

which a client could slip at day’s 
end, one that offered no off-key 
notes to jar the world-weary soul. 

Others specialized in period-piece 

rooms—all-English, all-French, 

all-something—painstakingly co- 
ordinated down to the andirons. 

Times have changed. Now is 
the moment of the standout, of the notice- 
me vase, chair or folding screen. We have 
moved from interiors that are all of a piece 
to those that are one of a kind. Some say it 
demonstrates the growing sophistication of 
the American public, the evolution of a 
more design-knowledgeable group fed up 
with furniture in ‘‘suites,’’ overly matched 
color schemes, hands-off rooms and con- 
trived solutions. People feel more confi- 
dent about choosing disparate, deliberately 
unmatched objects—sometimes with, 
sometimes without the help of a designer. 
The move now is away from brand-name 
anything, whether a period or a look, away 
from a style you can give a tag to and 
toward a uniqueness. There is a brave new 
world of decorating for which the motto 
might not quite be ‘“‘anything goes’ but 
could be “‘many things might.” 

The skill is in knowing how to pull 
things together, what will marry, how to 
create an engaging whole that is still seen 
for the interest of its parts. Why and how 
do such interiors work? Where to go for 
the unexpected find? 

“The best interiors start with a strong 
statement about what you are trying to 
achieve,” says Albert Hadley, president of

the prestigious firm Parish-Hadley Asso- 
ciates Inc. and a designer who perfected 
the art of the unmatched long before it was 
fashionable. ‘““You build to enhance that. 
Then you come upon something you never 
thought of, but you suddenly know that it 
will work. The success of the unexpected is 
based on the original concept, not just on 
the fact that you love it.” 

Most professionals agree that the start- 
ing point is the architecture. ““There’s no 
point trying to make a modern apartment 
look like an eighteenth-century farmhouse,” 
adds Mr. Hadley. ““With an old house, you 
must respect its vintage and plan.” 

Most mix masters intend from the outset 
to create harmony and contrast, but con- 
centrate on getting down the harmony 
first. Yet when it comes to deciding what 
should go together and what should stand 
out, the opinions are diverse. ‘Start with a 
consistency of detailing, like the trimwork 
and hardware,” says architect Jane Siris, a 
partner in the New York firm Siris/ 
Coombs Architects. “Then surprise with 
the space. Create an odd angle when you 
turn a corner; position a window at the end 
of a corridor; recess a niche into an other- 
wise smooth wall.” Interior designer Paul 


Siskin, who works with partner 
Perucho Valls, has a different 
view of surprise elements: “Keep 
the background as neutral as pos- 
sible. Stay classic with scale; you 
can get into problems if you fool 
with it too much. Play with the 
furnishings, with the detailing.” 
Another point of departure is of- 
fered by Allen Scruggs of the de- 
sign team Scruggs/Myers: “I like 
the basic upholstery to be of a 
piece, to keep the biggest vol- 
umes simple and understated. 
Then I bring in a French chair, 
an Afghan totem pole, one piece 
of outdoor metal furniture, an 
elaborate gilt-framed contempo- 
rary fine art photo. When you keep the 
primary elements and the lighting simple, 
the focus is on the individual objects.” 
Rosemary Peck, a California designer 
who worked with Willi Smith on the 
thoughtfully unmatched interior of his art- 
filled New York loft, sums up her efforts: 
“The architecture and light should be pre- 
pared like a canvas, with dark tones and 
light tones. In the case of Willi’s art, I 
loved the juxtaposition of African, Japa- 
nese and modern pieces, but I didn’t want 
the black-and-whiteness to get too harsh, 
so I softened it. We used ivory for the walls 
and floor, then mixed green into the blacks 
to make them softer, more bronze.” The 
surprise of the finished mix is how dispa- 
rate elements all work together: a pair of 
needlepoint-leopard upholstered horn 
chairs from the William Holden estate, a 
canvas slipcovered sofa, an Alvar Aalto 
scroll chair, an Africa-shaped coffee table 
by artist Dan Friedman and antique Japa- 
nese footstools. ‘I think it’s the feel of the 
hand in everything,” says the designer, 
“the sameness in different cultures.”’ 
Architects commissioned to build 
houses have the advantage of working 
(Continued on page 54) 
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from the ground up. New York-based 
Marlys Hann built a country house for 
herself in the Catskill Mountains in which 
the contrast of rough and smooth enhances 
both. A classic geometric plan gives order 
to the irregular stone walls and floor, and 
large planes of glass—some single-paned, 
others mullioned in an overscale grid— 
continue to ground level in major areas so 
one feels no separation between outdoors 
and in. “The glass offers absolute contrast 
to the stone; it’s the feeling of the transpar- 
ent versus the substantial and opaque,” 
says Ms. Hann. “Every house should be 
the combination of treehouse and cave.” 

Interior designer John F. Saladino 
achieves similar contrasts through more 
decorative channels. ‘““There should be a 
womb and a white cathedral in every 
house,” he suggests, in synch with the phi- 
losophy of Ms. Hann. “In an apartment, 
it’s important to create two kinds of 
rooms—a retreat that feels warm and a 
space that makes you feel as if you are 
sitting in a garden.” 

“T like to think of an interior as incom- 
plete, as a fragment in an ongoing time 
continuum,” says Mr. Saladino. This ac- 
counts for his use of materials not general- 
ly regarded as finished surfaces, like 
scratch-coat plaster (usually the undercoat 
before the smooth layer is applied) for the 
walls of a room. The passage of time is a 
recurrent theme in his work and helps to 
explain some of the unexpected elements 
that find their way into the “unfinished” 
whole. A peeling wooden capital, lopped 
off a classical column from a demolished 
building, becomes the overscale base for a 
glass-topped hall table with smooth carpet 
underfoot; a found chair with good lines 
but nearly threadbare is deliberately left in 
that condition and posed unabashedly in 
an entry (“No one ever sits there any- 
way’). “I have an abhorrence of every- 
thing being perfect,’ he says. “I don’t 
restore antiques as some dealers do. If you 
buy an antique, it’s the old finish, the fad- 
ing, the patina you're after.”’ 

All sorts of elements can be employed to 
add contrast. Art dealer Holly Solomon, 
well known for her allegiance to avant- 
gardists from the pop artists of the ’60s to 
the neoexpressionists of today, has worked 
with designer Richard Hare over the years 
on her own apartment. Conventional up- 
holstery shapes covered in bold hand- 
painted covers; French period chairs in 
brocade or chintz; Andy Warhol’s card-

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board Cornflakes and Brillo boxes as end 
tables; Aubusson carpets; and a bright mo- 
saic-tiled kitchen by artist Doreen Gallo— 
all form the energetic backdrop for a grand 
collection of large, colorful canvases and 
sculpture. Ms. Solomon, who with coau- 
thor Alexandra Anderson is working on a 
book called Living With Art, expresses her 
intentions: “Your home is different from a 
museum or gallery. People should live with 
what they want. The idea in my house is 
that any painting can go out on loan with- 
out taking away from the rest. I like col- 
or—yellow, light blue, pink, gold and 
ivory—and I like fabric and color to be 
cheerful. I think it’s essential in an apart- 
ment with no view. Years ago, I had a 
Lichtenstein painting with a lemon-yellow 
ground and I thought I couldn’t put it in 
my gold living room. Andy Warhol said, 
“Why don’t you do it? Don’t be silly, every- 
thing goes with everything.’ ” 

Sources for one-of-a-kind or unusual 
furnishings abound today. The Gallery of 
Applied Arts, a New York showroom of 
designer/artist furniture, is one of these. 
Director Patrick Steede claims, “A new 
pair of shoes can change someone’s person- 
ality for a day. That’s what an unexpected 
piece of furniture can do to a room. It 
doesn’t need to be used in an unusual way 
when it is already in sharp contrast to 
other pieces.’’ French designer Patrick 
Naggar’s screen sold here illustrates his 
point. It comprises panels of gold-coated 
paper topped with plumes of horsehair, has 
a skateboard base and can be bought with 
as many panels as desired. 

Clodagh, Ross & Williams, a New York 
City shop in the East Village so successful 
in its first year that it has doubled in size, 
sells a range of wares from concrete-en- 
cased small appliances by artist Alex Loca- 
dia to sandblasted glassware by Terrance 
Main to neoprimitive figurative candle- 
sticks of gold/brass/copper leaf over terra- 
cotta by Thom McCanna. Says one of the 
partners, Sherry Williams, “If you had 
asked me a year ago, I would have said, ‘I 
hope we can sell the concrete telephone.’ 
Now it sells so well at $500 that we can’t 
keep it in the store.” She adds, “We sell 
some of these things to people who also 
shop at Conran’s. I delivered clay animal 
candlesticks to an apartment that is full of 
Biedermeier furniture.” 

Robert Janjigian is the author of a book 
called High Touch (to be published this 
month by E.P. Dutton) that illustrates the

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popularity of such items made of new ma- 
terials or of familiar materials used in new 
ways—like late architect Alan Buchs- 
baum’s fabrication in zinc of a pair of free- 
floating islands for a kitchen he designed. 
Mr. Janjigian feels the new approach is a 
reaction against the mass-produced. “In a 
world of microwave ovens and blow dry- 
ers, we are compensating with the hand- 
made and the tactile,”’ he explains. 

Even smaller textural gestures with 
flowers and plants can be used to add 
counterpoint to an existing interior. Tom 
Pritchard of Madderlake describes how 
stylists vary the arrangement they do for 
an old pine table in the pale vanilla foyer of 
a client’s apartment: One week it is a big 
wooden box of 80 tulip bulbs that make a 
powerful two-foot-tall statement when 
they are in full bloom; another time it is a 
series of small pots of orchids set out on a 
tray, and on another day it is a glass globe 
brimming with romantic magnolias. All 
sorts of humble sources are often mined by 
those known for the offbeat find: salvage 
and wrecking companies, warehouses of 
importers, the forgotten corner in the back 
room of an antiques shop. Some designers 
spot a piece and buy it off the street, valu- 
ing the “as is” condition of it, rust and all. 
Time and serendipity play an essential part 
in the search. “I can go out for a lamp and 
come back with a table,” reports Rose- 
mary Peck. 

No one can articulate completely why 
the unexpected works. All agree that 
straining too far with a roomful of sur- 
prises generally doesn’t do, nor does any- 
thing that tends to be stiff and theatrical. 
Jay Crawford, New York illustrator and 
owner of the textile house Quadrille, de- 
scribes the mix in his own house as keeping 
certain elements subtle while varying oth- 
ers. For example, in one room a heavily 
carved 18th-century English console holds 
a pair of Art Deco urns and a 19th-century 
Chinese porcelain camel; it is adjacent to a 
mirrored wall on which a trompe loeil 
painting is hung. He credits the no-color 
scheme and the rhyming curves of the 
shapes with the balance of the whole. Oth- 
ers suggest a raft of reasons for why the 
mix is of the moment, why it works: for 
humor, to infuse a space with energy, to 
add tension to a scheme, to give history to 
a room. When we asked John Saladino 
quite simply what motivated him to sug- 
gest upholstering a $10,000 antique chair 
in army blanket wool, he replied, ‘““To take 
the thunder out of the palace.”

By CATHERINE SABINO — 
he word Italy 
evokes dozens of 
images: chaotic cit- 
ies filled with great 

art and souvenirs of antiqui- 

ty; romantic lakes in the 
north where quays are 
fringed with palm trees; re- 
sorts overlooking the Medi- 
terranean sea. But it is the 
Tuscan landscape—still ru- 
ral, ever gentle, a ripple of 
hills dotted with plumelike 
cypresses, umbrella pines, 
stone farmhouses and Re- 
naissance villas—that is the arche- 
typal Italian setting for many a 
traveler. This is the Italy we know 
from the frescoes and paintings of 
the Renaissance with castles and 
walled villages; hillsides terraced 
with vineyards, olive and citrus 
groves; and streams winding 
through green valleys. These vistas 
have changed very little and, in fact, 
look almost the way they did when 

Ambrogio Lorenzetti, Europe’s first 

landscape artist, painted his sweep- 

ing frescoes in the 14th century. 
But paintings can hardly prepare 
you for the serenity of the country-

ed by the Chianti Classico 
consorzio of wine growers, 
can carry the famous seal— 
a black rooster on a gold 
background—that denotes a 
true Classico wine. The pop- 
ularity and prestige of Chi- 
anti has grown enormously 
over the past two decades, 
and increasing worldwide 
demand has guaranteed that 
large and small wine pro- 
ducers in the region are kept 
busy year-round. You can 
visit wine estates during the 
vendémmia, or harvest, and 
during the rest of the year as well. 
Within the Chianti area perhaps 
the best-known castle is Brolio. It is 
famous for its wine, for the noble 
and powerful Ricasoli family who 
have lived there since the 11th cen- 
tury, and for the romantic history of 
the castle itself where you can see 
military defenses of the 16th centu- 
ry. The first castle of Brolio was 
almost completely destroyed during 
an invasion in 1478, and the present 
fortress dates from around the mid- 
dle of the 1500s. Built of gray stone 
in the shape of a pentagon, the castle 
has ramparts and walls from which 





side—where often the only sound is 

the chime of church bells marking the 
hour—or for the colors and patterns of the 
landscape. The silvery green leaves of the 
olive trees create a shimmering light when 
they reflect the sun; hills turn violet in the 
evening, and cypresses look black at dusk. 
The stone facades of ancient farmhouses 
echo the sienna and umber colors of the 
earth, and ubiquitous red tile roofs punctu- 
ate the vistas. 


Spare and rugged though this landscape 


is, the atmosphere is essentially romantic, 
i nowhere is it more romantic than in 
he region of Chianti. Between Florence 
i Stena, this beautiful district still seems 


ed by tour \though writ- 


ers, artists and a number of English expa- 
triates have settled in the area, very few 
transient visitors find their way here. 

In Chianti life revolves around the pro- 
duction of wine, and if you are visiting in 
late September you will see vineyards filled 
with workers meticulously hand-picking 
the grapes that will go into this most fa- 
mous of Tuscan wines. Seven different 
types of Chianti are produced in the region 
that gave the wine its name. The best- 
known of all Chiantis, the Classico, comes 
from a 100-square-mile area where the soil 
is the best for growing Chianti grapes. 
Only wines from this area, whose produc- 
tion and quality control is strictly regulat- 


a visitor can look out over Chianti 
on all sides. The elegant red brick resi- 
dence inside the walls of the old castle was 
built in the 19th century, and it is here that 
the present Baron, Bettino Ricasoli, has two 
apartments which he leases to visitors. He 
also rents out three farmhouses nestled 
among his vineyards. 

It was the Baron’s great-great-grandfa- 
ther, called the Iron Baron when he was 
the first prime minister of a united Italy, 
who built the magnificent 19th-century 
castle-within-a-castle and who invented the 
classic formula, or uvaggio, a blend of red 
and white grapes, for making Chianti. This 
famous wine is still made in the Ricasoli

vineyards, and visits to the vineyard (and 
to the castle) can be arranged by calling 
the Chianti Classico consorzio 
(055.229351) or the Castello di Brolio 
(055.263681). For information about rent- 
ing the apartments or farmhouses write to 
Barone Bettino Ricasoli, PO Box 68, 
50100 Florence. 

The Castello di Cacchiano (for more on 
Cacchiano, see page 82), just one ridge over 
from the Castello di Brolio and also owned 
by a member of the Ricasoli family, has 
tours as well as wine tastings. “Soil that is 
full of stones as it is here in Tuscany is 
very good for grapes,” says the Baronessa 
Elisabetta Ricasoli who owns and manages 
the estate of Cacchiano. From 3,000 acres 
of vines the Baronessa harvests enough 
grapes for 100,000 bottles of wine, some of 
which she exports to the United States 
under several labels: Chianti Classico Cac- 
chiano, Chianti Classico Montegrossi and 
Cacchiano red table wine. To schedule 
tours of the Cacchiano vineyards, phone 
0577.747018 or 055.215856. At the Cas- 
tello di Cacchiano you can also rent apart- 
ments. Write to Baronessa Elisabetta 
Ricasoli, Castello di Cacchiano, 53010 
Monti in Chianti (Siena). 

For more history of wine making you 
might want to stop by the Small Museum 
of Chianti (Piccolo Muséo del Chianti) lo- 
cated on the wine estate of Sergio Manetti 
in Gaiole. The museum has antique tools 
of the Chianti trade, as well as old looms 
and cooking utensils collected by Mr. 
Manetti over the past two decades. Phone 
0577.738009 to schedule a visit. 

It seems only natural that all this good 
wine should go hand in hand with good 
food. That is precisely the case in Chianti 
and, indeed, in all of Tuscany. You will eat 
extremely well even though the food is 
always prepared simply. Fresh vegetables, 
lean meats, beans, Pecorino cheese, herbs 
and olive oil are the staples of this hearty 
country cuisine. Bread forms the base of 
many dishes like the classic bread salad 
panzanella and the hearty peasant soup 
ribollita. A well-prepared bistecca alla fior- 
entina will rival the best steak the United 
States has to offer. 

Visitors to Tuscany usually discover 
their own favorite ‘rattorie and ristoranti,

In recent years an increasing number of 
Americans have rented case coloniche, vil- 
las and apartments in Tuscany and the 
adjacent region of Umbria. One of the 
most popular local agencies, based in Flor- 
ence and run by the Count and Countess 
Brandolini d’Adda (he’s Venetian, she’s 
American), is The Best in Italy, Via Ugo 
Foscolo 72, 055.223064. 

Tuscany has hundreds of hotels suitable 
for every life-style and every budget. If you 
hanker for a taste of Tuscan villa life, the 
Hotel Villa La Principessa in Lucca is ide- 
al. This hotel was once the home of the 
Duke of Lucca, Machiavelli's model for 
the Ideal Prince. A real find, the Relais 
Fattoria Vignole in Radda in Chianti is a 
reasonably priced, country-style inn fur- 
nished with Tuscan and Umbrian antiques. 

As good as the wine and food are, it’s a 
rare visitor who would be content to feast 
his way through Tuscany without seeing 
the bonanzas of art and architecture in 
Florence, Siena, Lucca, Pisa and San Gi- 
mignano, or the famous hill towns. Some 
of the most entrancing sights in all of Tus- 
cany are these walled villages which have 
survived intact over the centuries. To get 
an idea of life in a medieval Tuscan village 
you could visit Anghiari, Asciano and 
Montemerano. For the spirit of the early 
Renaissance, visit Pienza and Montepul- 
ciano. These villages are filled with densely 
packed townhouses lining narrow cobble- 
stoned vias, where the village retirees sit in 
doorways nodding to passers-by. The 
churches, built simply with modest local 
materials, were designed to appeal to the 
humble tastes and life-styles of the villag- 
ers, most of whom were farmers. 

The church was, and often still is, the 
focal point of village life in Tuscany where 
holy days and saints’ days are marked by 
religious ceremonies and festivals. The lat- 
ter include dancing and competitions like 
the Corsa del Palio, Siena’s spectacular 
horse race, the Saracino jousting tourna- 
ment in Arezzo, and the Bridge Game in 
Pisa which have survived to the present. 


TUSCAN COUNTRY STYLE 

Most former private dwellings now open 
to the public in Tuscany are aristocratic 
villas, but you can get an idea of the aver- 
age Tuscan’s house in earlier times by visit- 
ing Florence’s Museum of the Old 
Florentine House in the Palazzo Davanzati 
(Via Porta Rossa 4). Many elements of 


what is now considered the Tuscan coun- 
try style can be found here: terra-cotta- 
tiled floors; beamed and coffered wooden 
ceilings; walls elaborately painted with 
frescoes or decorated with textiles; Tuscan 
furniture, some crafted as early as the 13th 
century. Antique Tuscan ceramics and Ca- 
faggiolo plates fill dining room cupboards. 
Heirloom linens and bedcoverings enrich 
the house’s small bedrooms. 

Traveling to the restored houses of some 
of Tuscany’s most illustrious artists and 
writers will also give you a chance to see 
rustic antiques in their natural settings. 
Romanticism occasionally won out over 
accuracy when some of these houses were 
refurbished, but three merit a visit: the 
Casa del Boccaccio, which consists of a 
tower and loggia in the heart of the walled, 
red-brick medieval village of Certaldo; the 
Leonardo da Vinci farmhouse in Anchiano 
near the town of Vinci; and the Giorgio 
Vasari house in Arezzo, filled with the 
artist’s frescoes. 

In the 16th century, large majolica 
plates were important accessories in the 
most expensively appointed Tuscan palaz- 
zi. Fans of Italian porcelain should make a 
point to visit the Argenti Museum in the 
Palazzo Pitti, and the Porcelain Museum 
nearby in the Boboli Gardens. Here you'll 
find a rather regal collection of porcelain 
and majolica that once graced the elabo- 
rate rooms and tables of the Medici and 
the Italian royal family. A more contempo- 
rary Italian porcelain collection, with 
pieces dating from the 18th to the 20th 
century, is exhibited in the Museum of 
Doccia Porcelain in Sesto Fiorentino, 
about six miles northwest of Florence. A 
bit further away in Prato, 11 miles north- 
west of Florence, the Textile Museum con- 
tains more than 600 pieces of antique 
Italian and European fabric. 


SHOPPING IN TUSCANY 
Over the past decade prices have soared 
for fine Tuscan antiques as well as for the 
“mobili selvatici,’ the so-called rustic fur- 
niture made for farmers’ houses, abbeys, 
convents and rectories. Fine arts consul- 
tant Giovanni Foroni Lo Faro points out, 
“Tuscan pieces have always been desirable 
for Italian and European collectors. Good 
pieces, particularly the prima patina Re- 
naissance items, become more difficult to 
find each year.”” Raymond Flower, an En- 
glish writer remembers the 1960s as “the 
days when you could go to the Arezzo flea 
market and buy a room full of antique 
furniture for the equivalent of fifty dol- 
lars... While the bargains are considerably

t’s difficult to imagine who lived 
here before the Ricasoli,” says 
Baronessa Elisabetta Ricasoli, who 
owns the castle of Cacchiano and 
manages the vineyards surround- 
ing it. Indeed, since the Ricasoli have 
owned this land and the adjoining estate of 
Brolio for nearly 1,000 years, it would be 
very hard to trace previous owners. The 
original castle was probably built in the 
13th century, but during the wars of the 
Middle Ages it was destroyed and rebuilt 
several times. After Florentine troops suc- 
cessfully fought off the Spanish invaders in 
the early 1400s, the Tuscan countryside 
became tranquil, and Cacchiano was grad- 
ually transformed from a military strong- 
hold into a country retreat. The Ricasoli 
enjoyed it for vacations and weekends until 
1974 when the Baronessa began to manage 
the vineyards and came to live here for 
most of the year. 

Finding the 50-room complex (which 
the castle had become) impractical to live 
in, the Baronessa divided the main floor 
into three apartments. She and her chil- 
dren live in the largest and rent the other 
two. At the time the Baronessa divided the 
castle she also restored the huge wine cel- 
lar, which had been partially destroyed 
during World War II. It now holds vats of 
Chianti Classico Cacchiano. 

Parts of the family’s apartment had been 
the estate agent’s quarters during the first 
half of this century. Their dining room 
(right) had been his kitchen. It is here that 
the family gathers every day at noon for /a 
pranzo, the main meal of the day. The 
stone hearth, built in the early 1800s, is 
still used for cooking. The simply turned 
spindles and polished wood of the Tuscan 
chairs are just as appealing today as they 
were 300 years ago when made by a local 
craftsman. The chairs and table have all be- 
longed to the Ricasoli for years. >

he high point of country living for aristocratic residents of 
Tuscany came during the Renaissance, when they built country 
villas modeled after those of the ancient Romans. (The Romans 
had borrowed freely from the Greeks, embracing their love of 
symmetry and clean-lined splendor, and from the Etruscans 
who had introduced courtyards to domestic architecture.) This villa belong- 
ing to Drusilla and Roberto Gucci (their family owns the well-known 
fashion and leather goods company) has all the distinguishing architectural 
characteristics of a Renaissance villa, although parts of it were built much 
earlier, during the Middle Ages. It was converted to a villa in the late 1500s 
when a member of another famous Florentine family, Alessandro de’ Medi- 
ci, began to use it as a hunting lodge. He added the loggia (preceding pages) 
with its classical columns and bench of pietra serena, and had frescoes 
painted there and in the main salon. 

Thirty years ago—a short time in such a venerable history—the house was 
given as a wedding present to Signora Gucci by her grandmother. “This 
house is unique because it has not been changed much,” says Signora Gucci. 
“Tt is still authentic.” The grand proportions of a Renaissance villa usually 
dictate elaborate interior decoration, but the Guccis wanted their country 
house to be more relaxed and informal. Combining contemporary pieces 
with family antiques (opposite), they have covered modern sofas with simple 
cotton fabrics, and have left the original brick floor of the piano nobile bare 
except for a few rugs. Colorful ceramic plates made by local craftsmen are 
displayed on antique sideboards. >

orty miles from the Austrian border, in the Alto 
Adige mountains of Italy, stands the medieval castle 
of Juval. Built in 1278, the castle was occupied by 
various local lords, court dignitaries and rich land- 
owners until World War II when Hitler’s troops 
used it to house prisoners. After the war it was a youth hestel until 
Reinhold Messner bought it in 1983, and under the guidance of 
restoration architect Karl Spitaler began to rescue all six buildings. 
Rooms, stairs (top left) and halls in the main tower were completed 
first, including a vaulted room (top right) with frescoes painted in 
1590 and the dining room (above left) with a 17th-century stove 
and more frescoes, which miraculously needed no repainting. Be- 
cause furniture in this part of Italy often resembles that of the 
Austrian Tyrol, Mr. Messner and Mr. Spitaler used old furniture 
parts found in Austria to assemble these tables and chairs. The 
upholstered chair (above right) is 19th-century.

he farmhouse (casa colonica) is as much a part of the Tuscan landscape 

as olive groves and cypress trees. Although houses may vary slightly 

from town to town, they share certain characteristics: block-shaped 

exteriors, sloping roofs covered with terra-cotta tiles, a ground level 

that was once filled with animal stalls and a second floor where the 

farmer’s family lived. When Sergio Manetti, a wine producer in Radda in the 
Chianti district, bought his casa colonica about 30 years ago, he converted the 
animal stalls into living spaces, built the terrace and added other amenities. The 
thick stone walls needed no restoration, although most of the house was built in the 
1400s. The kitchen-dining room has a fireplace (below right) with stone top, typical 
of those built in the 1800s. Mr. Manetti, who entertains frequently, cooks on the 
fireplace for special occasions, roasting pigeons, chickens and wild game on a spit. 
The pottery on the mantel above the fireplace and the old cooking utensils are part 
of the collection Mr. Manetti began in the ’60s when he decided to buy as many 
antique artifacts as he could to keep them in the region. He says that people from 
outside Chianti “were buying farm implements and wine-making equipment to 
decorate their walls, or worse, make into furniture.” # —CATHERINE SABINO

hat marks a show house room as a 

winner? That’s a question we 

turned over to our panel of judges: 

designers Georgina Fairholme, 
Robert K. Lewis and Mark Hampton; author/ 
tastemaker Lee Bailey; and Stanley Barrows, 
formerly of the Fashion Institute of Technolo- 
gy. You’ll notice that the 11 rooms they select- 
ed (from the hundreds we reviewed) run the 
style gamut, proving that the secret to a suc- 
cessful room isn’t a particular look. Rather it’s 
a fresh approach to tradition—for example, a 
formal dining room done in contemporary neu- 
trals (opposite). It’s also attention to comfort 
and livability, as in a kitchen truly designed for 
people who like to cook. Usually, we only allow 
one winner from each show house.

ADDING 
INTIMACY 
TO A LOFT 


Playful architecture and Conrans 
furniture transform a long space 
into discrete rooms 


n New York City, space and light count among life’s 
great luxuries. So when the current owners of this 88- 
by-20-foot sky-lit loft first set foot in it, they felt they 
had entered a magical place. For these busy people, 
Conran’s provided quickly available furniture and coordi- 
nated accessories. (The coffee tables were custom-designed 
by their architects, Jeffrey Milstein and Barbara Wein- 
stein.) However, the loft was in far-from-ideal condition, 
and the owners’ requirements for the architectural renova- 
tion were complicated and paradoxical. The writer and 
composer, both of whom work at home, relished the light 
provided by windows at both ends of the loft and the open 
sweep of space. Yet they also needed a number of private 
enclosed areas. The imagery for the design came from 
Mediterranean piazzas lined by private structures. >

etting the main axis on the diagonal changed the tunnellike 

loft, allowing for rooms of different shapes. The diagonal 

formation also makes the apartment seem wider and allows 

light. from the windows on both end walls to funnel 
through the entire area. Abundant storage lines the open areas, 
including some 200 linear feet of book shelves. Tucked behind the 
architectural facades, which are outlined with color (opposite, 
top), are the requisite enclosed spaces: two separate studios, 
ample storage for clothing and a variety of work paraphernalia, a 
master bed loft (opposite) plus a guest bed area. Some areas are 
layered: sleeping spaces above, storage below. Pink-washed kit- 
chen (above) has a cutout arch that is the reverse of facade 
designs. Interior glass doors and windows allow light to enter the 
enclosed areas and prevent them from being claustrophobic. 
Light from the windows is filtered through white rice-paper 
shades and reflected by the original tin ceiling painted creamy 
white and the natural wood floor. The floor is set on rubber pads 
to prevent neighbors from being an unwilling audience to the 
composer’s work and to keep out the distraction of other sounds. 
Furnishings, fabrics, rugs, dishes and accessories are coordinated 
in a palette of pastel colors that add to the loft’s illumination. @

Behind the graceful contemporary facade of a new ski retreat 
colorful fabrics and cosy furniture create a welcome home 


sk any number of skiers what 

they look forward to after a long, 

cold day on the slopes, and most 

will reply “warmth and com- 

fort,” which usually means a soft chair by 

the fire. Evelyn and Hicks Waldron, who 

bought a townhouse on the slopes of Strat- 

ton Mountain in Vermont, belong to this 

school of thought, but for them warmth 

and comfort must be visual as well as phys- 

ical. “The Waldrons wanted their vacation 

house to be cozy with absolutely no hint of 

austerity,” says decorator Abbey Darer. 

“For them a ski slope is no place to live 
with contemporary things.” 

The Waldrons’ townhouse is decidedly 


contemporary, however. The very archi- 
tectural elements that make it light and 
airy—lots of glass; crisp, open spaces; a 
two-story living room—could easily have 
been cold and austere. Says Ms. Darer, 
“The living room is very angular and need- 
ed fabric to soften it—on upholstered fur- 
niture and at the windows.” The only 
pieces that are not upholstered are the ta- 
bles and a painted chair. Weathered wood 
in the form of old\ floorboards |and barn 
beams adds more warmth. Fan-shaped ar- 
chitectural fragment, Thos.

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\aive renditions of churches, a reminder of the Vermont countryside 


he best thing about buying a house 

while it is still in the planning stage 

is that often changes can be made 

with little fuss. “The only thing I 
wanted to change and couldn’t was the stair- 
way,” says Evelyn Waldron, who eliminated 
all walls on the living level. (The townhouse 
has four levels.) Now the sitting area, dining 
area and kitchen are open to each other with 
the only separation being the blue and white 
tiled breakfast counter. The Waldrons enter- 
tain frequently during the ski season, and 
Mrs. Waldron doesn’t like to be shut away 
in a kitchen. “When everybody is up here 
having fun I want to be part of it!’’ she says. 

Another change made before the rooms 
were complete was the floors. Abbey Darer 
found old pine flooring at Great American 
Salvage Co. (the original nails were still in 
place), had it cleaned, sanded and put down 
in all rooms. “It gives a feeling of age to new 
rooms,” she says. 

Mrs. Waldron wishes she had changed the 
kitchen cabinets along with the floors. “The 
ones the builder installed were a nondescript 
imitation cherry,’’ she says, ‘‘and they 
seemed heavy for that small kitchen.’’ She 
was quite pleased when Ms. Darer suggested 
painting them antique white with a blue 
stripe around the raised panel. The glazed 
finish makes them look almost like antique 
cupboards. Wood paneling below the 
counter was also painted white. Quimper 
plates in hutch, Pierre Deux; chandelier, 
Swedish Cottage Country Antiques; wine

© unobtrusive is this half-under- 

ground house that if you approach it 

from the east you only see dunes and 

the North Sea beyond. From the sea 
side all that is visible are twin glass domes, 
jewels on the rough landscape. 

The architect, Claus Bonderup, went to 
great lengths to bury his weekend house in 
the sand. “There was a dune where I want- 
ed to build,” he explains. “So I moved the 
dune, built the house, then pushed the 
sand back over it.” 

The poured concrete structure thus pre- 
serves the landscape—and also provides 
protection from the strong winds and 
sandstorms of the coastal winters. The in- 
terior, however, is remarkably uplifting. 
Greenhouselike domes let in abundant 
light; vaulted ceilings follow the lines of 
the domes they face (see plan). Plants, arti- 
facts from around the world and the archi- 
tect’s renderings add color and texture to 
crisply defined rooms. ® 











An oasis on the dunes, the 
dining area (opposite) is lush with 
tropical plants. Late-afternoon sun warms 
the room; the concrete floor retains 
heat through the night. Simple painted 
table is decorated with found 
objects, surrounded by Mies van der Rohe 
chairs. The hanging lamp, Mr. Bonderup’s 
own design, appears to float over 
the table. In the living room (above right) 
a sleeping loft is at the top of the stairs. 
In the study (right) the sliding 
door on the right wall can be pulled 
to conceal the bookshelves. 








The garage-study wing 
(opposite) is separate 
from the domed sections 
of the house. Garage 
and study are open to 
each other; the only 
demarcation is the 
flooring—wood planks 
in the garage, cement in 
the study. The owner’s 
vintage sports car is 
often parked in the 
garage end in place of 
the windsurfing vehicle. 
“T like to look at the car 
when I’m sitting in the 
study,” he says. The 
cushioned chair is a 
project the architect is 
still working on. The 
low stools of steel piping 
in the kitchen (right) 
are finished designs. A 
compulsive builder, Mr. 
Bonderup is constantly 
composing tablescapes, 
such as this still life of 
fruits, vegetables and his 
own drawings and 
models (below). 











laus Bonderup’s love of balance 
and order is apparent throughout 
the house, from its classic three- 
part plan to the studied table- 
scapes. ““With this house I wanted to 
experiment with clean geometry,” he says. 

The 1,293-square-foot house is indeed a 
laboratory—for Mr. Bonderup’s furniture 
and lighting as well as his architecture. He 
says, “When you design—whether a land- 
scape or a lamp—the process is the same.” 
That process involves searching for simple, 
efficient solutions. The storage units in the 
study and kitchen—cubes on wheels—pro- 
vide great flexibility. “I can start a meal in 
the dining area,” he says, “and later roll 
everything into the kitchen’ where the 
units line up under the counter. Lighting 
fixtures are the architect’s designs; floor 
lamp in the living room is in The Museum 
of Modern Art in New York City. 

Claus Bonderup has extended his admi- 
ration for pure, clean-lined design to un- 
likely objects. He noticed the refuse cans at 
New York’s Kennedy Airport, tracked 
down the manufacturer and bought one for 
his kitchen. If he doesn’t find a design he 
likes, he does without. The cooktop, for 
instance, suffices for cooking at present. 
“The ovens I’ve seen are quite ugly,” he 
says. “I’m waiting for my own design.” &

In this new book you won’t find reci- 
pes for coq au vin or boeuf bourgui- 
gnon.

M. Blanc’s creations are 
beautifully conceived and have com- 
plexity and depth of flavor, yet they 
allow the essence of each ingredient to 
shine forth. Nothing is superfluous. 
While some recipes may be time-con- 
suming and more suitable for special 
occasions, others are actually quite 
quick and easy. All are well tested and 
edited for the American home cook. 
For lunch or supper try the pasta, 
vegetables vinaigrette, radish soup, 
soufflé, scallops or mussels as a main 
course. You need only add wine and 
crusty French bread followed by 
cheeses and salad. Serve the cucumbers 
in cream with grilled salmon or chicken;

By ELIN McCOY and JOHN FREDERICK WALKER 


magine a glass of clear,

Sound enticing? The wine 
that fits that description per- 
fectly isn’t obscure, rare or ex- 
pensive. It’s Chianti, and costs 
only $6 to $13 a bottle. In the 
recent past, this classic Italian 
ted from Tuscany hasn’t al- 
ways lived up to its reputation. 
New label regulations, success- 
ful experimentation by top 
producers and a super vintage 
that’s just showing up on retail 
shelves mean that the latest 
Chiantis are better than ever. 

But not all Chiantis taste 
alike. There are three basic 
styles: the young, gulpably de- 
licious, tongue-prickling Chi- 
anti poured freely in 
Florentine bistros; the regular 
medium-bodied Chianti aged 
two years; and the deeper, 
richer Chianti Riserva aged for

The harmonious blend of 
Sauvignon Blane and Sémillon grapes in 
white Graves produces a big, rich-textured 
but dry wine with minerallike nuances— 
ideal for rich fish dishes, pork, veal and 
patés. It’s also one of the few dry whites 
that ages well (as long as 10 years and 
more), gaining depth and pungency. 

The Graves district in Bordeaux is the 


adding the traditional white 
small amounts of 
other varieties, notably Caber- 
net Sauvignon, may be legally 
added to the official blend. The 


result is a firmer and more dis- 
tinguished wine. 

Riserva Chiantis from good 
vintages can age for 10 or 
more years, taking on some of 
the characteristics of a light 
Bordeaux or fine old Rioja, 
and are wonderful with game 
or aged cheeses such as Pecor- 
ino. (The 1979 Monsanto or 
Badia a Coltibuono are still 
splendid; each about $13.) Ri- 
servas aside, however, Chiantis 
are best enjoyed at two to five 
years of age, while they still 
retain freshness and piquancy. 
Such young Chiantis are su- 
perb with light meats such as 
veal, pork, rabbit, sausages and 
mildly spicy dishes. 

We tasted a range of recent 
vintages and found seven first- 
rate bottlings: from 1983, Cas- 
tello di Gabbiano and Castello 
di Volpaia (each about $6); 
1985 is an even better year— 
Fontodi, Ruffino, Frescobaldi 
and Podere I1 Palazzino are su- 
perb (about $7 to $8). Other 
top 1985 Chiantis, such as Villa 
Antinori and Monte Vertine, 
will be well worth sampling 
when they arrive next year.

The geography and climate of the Pacific 
Northwest have produced some of the best 
fish and produce in the country: wild 
mushrooms; potatoes in rainbow colors;

North- 
west wines are comparable to some of 
France’s finest, creating a cornucopia that 
is inspiration to any cook. 

The menu here parades the lush re- 
sources of Washington and Oregon. Begin 
with a salad of fennel, wild mushrooms 
and arugula napped with a warm mustard 
dressing that’s quickly heated in the micro- 
wave. The salmon fillets in white wine (try 
a Northwest Chardonnay!) take only min- 
utes. Serve with small yellow Finnish pota- 
toes tossed in butter and dill and a mélange 
of peas and snow peas sparked with mint. 
Finish with fresh apples and pears and an 
Oregon blue cheese. Menu serves 4.

Lower 
heat to medium; stir in creme fraiche and Gru- 
yere and cook, tossing constantly until cream 
thickens slightly. Season to taste with lemon 
Juice, salt and pepper. 

(] In large pot of lightly salted boiling water, 
cook pasta until al dente, about 4 minutes. 
Drain; toss with sauce. Serves 4.

| Make soufflé mixture: In small saucepan 
bring milk to boil. In another saucepan melt 
butter.

_| Slice radishes into 1/8-inch slices; coarsely 
chop leafy tops. 

(| In medium saucepan of lightly salted boiling 
water cook radish slices until just tender, about 
2 to 3 minutes. Drain, refresh under cold water 
and drain again. Set aside 28 to 36 best slices. 

In large saucepan bring 6 cups salted water 

to boil. Add leek and simmer over medium-high 
heat 5 minutes. Add chopped radish tops and 
remaining radish slices. Boil over high heat 7 
minutes (longer cooking will discolor leaves).

Cook, tossing gently, until tender 
and glossy, about 5 minutes. 

Arrange cucumber slices in an overlapping 
pattern in a heated rimmed serving dish. 

Add cream to skillet and bring to boil over 
high heat. Cook until slightly reduced and 
thickened, about 2 minutes. Season with salt and 
pepper to taste. Strain into saucepan. Over low 
heat whisk in remaining 3 tablespoons butter, 1 
tablespoon at a time. Add paprika and spoon 
cream over cucumbers. Sprinkle with chopped 
chives and garnish with whole chives. Serves 4. 


PINEAPPLE-BANANA SORBET 


4 cups sugar 

1 vanilla bean, split lengthwise 

1 ripe pineapple, peeled, cored, trimmed 
and cut into chunks 

2 ripe bananas, peeled 
Juice of 6 lemons 
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Juice of 4 oranges 
1 tablespoon grenadine syrup 





In nonaluminum saucepan dissolve sugar in 4 
cups water over medium-high heat. Add vanilla 
bean, remove from heat and cool. Strain and 
discard vanilla bean. Cool completely. 

(_j Puree pineapple and bananas in food proces- 
sor. Stir lemon and orange juices into cooled 
syrup. Add to the puree and process just to 
blend. (Note: do this in 2 batches if necessary.) 
Process just until mixed. Stir in grenadine. Pour 
mixture into an ice cream maker and freeze (in 2 
batches if necessary) according to manufactur- 
er’s instructions. Serves 8. 











ORANGE LACE COOKIES 


1-1/2 cups sugar 
1 cup chopped almonds 
1/4 cup all-purpose flour 
Juice of 1 orange 
8 tablespoons unsalted butter, melted and 
cooled 
2 teaspoons grated orange zest 


() In large bowl combine sugar, almonds and 
flour. Make a well in center and pour in orange 
juice and melted butter. Mix in grated zest. 

_] Using teaspoon make uniform mounds at 
least 2 inches apart on a buttered baking sheet. 
Press tops lightly with fork dipped in cold wa- 
ter. Bake in preheated 400° oven 5 to 7 minutes, 
until edges are lightly browned.

less numerous, the flea market (held the 
first weekend each month in Arezzo’s Pi- 
azza Grande) is still a good place for 
browsing. 

Florence is crammed with antiques 
shops—the most noted ones located along 
the vias Tornabuoni, de’ Fossi, Maggio 
and Borgo Ognissanti. All the Florentine 
dealers listed below ship to the United 
States by plane or by boat. Among the 
antiques shops cited frequently by native 
Tuscans are Bartolozzi (Via Maggio 11 
and 18/r) for 15th- to 17th-century Tus- 
can, Venetian and Genovese furniture; 
Banco 22 (Via del Sole) where you'll find 
19th- and 20th-century antiques from 
Northern Italy as well as Empire and Bie- 
dermeier furniture; Luzzetti (Borgo San 
Jacopo 28/a) for an excellent collection: of 
important Renaissance pieces, many from 
the great Florentine palazzi. Simonti & 
Morelli Antichita (Via Maggio 51/r) has 
furniture from the 16th and 17th centuries, 
a fine collection of sculpture. And Pratesi 
(not to be confused with the linen shop), 
on Borgo S.S. Apostoli, specializes in Ital- 
ian antiques from the 1880s and 1900s. 


For fine bed and table linens, go to Bar- 
oni, (Via Tornabuoni 9/r); Caponi (Borgo 
Ognissanti 12/r), noted for hand-embroi- 
dered bedspreads and antique lace cush- 
ions; Mazzoni (Via Orsanmichele, 14 and 


14/r); and of course Pratesi (Lungarno~ 


Vespucci 10-11/r). One of the linen indus- 
try’s best-kept secrets is the Pratesi “‘sec- 
onds” shop, located at the factory in 
Pistoia (Via Montalbano 41, Casalguidi 
Pontestella).

In town you 
might try the Regency (Piazza M. D’Azeg- 
lio 3), a lovely hotel in a classic Florentine 
villa, or the newly restored Grand Hotel

Restaurants in Florence recom- 
mended by Giuliano Bugialli are La Vec- 
chia Bettola di S. Frediano (Viale 
Ludovico Ariosto 32) and Trattoria Sos- 
tanza (Via del Porcellana 25/r).

PIETA 
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New species tulips 
in natural colors are 
coming to nurseries 


all over America 


By KEN DRUSE 

A trip to the Netherlands at tulip time is 
an unforgettable experience. But after a 
week there I felt I could never look at 
another tulip blossom. One reason: After a 
long, gray winter the Dutch become abso- 
lutely crazed about color, and their tulip- 
growers deliver. A more significant reason: 
Tulips are big business and, it seems, big- 
ger tulips mean even bigger business. 

Giant red tulips dominate the bulb fields 
and plantings throughout the Netherlands. 
The effect can be dazzling, but to my mind 
over-dazzling. I have trouble with true red, 
a hard color to use in a garden. If you try 
to create a kaleidoscopic rainbow planting, 
true red will still shine out like a beacon. 

Many of the bulbs you see at Keuken- 
hof, Holland’s great display gardens, are at 
the peak—and the end—of their develop- 
ment. Heartily fed then dead-headed, they 
are lifted and replanted, year after year. 
After seven years or more of nurturing in 
an environment that is unique, some super- 
tulips shoot up three feet and explode in 
grapefruit-size blossoms, mostly red. 

Tourists love this spectacular display. 
They eagerly place orders, hopeful that 
giant tulips such as the Darwin hybrids 
will turn their homes into showplaces. The 
promise is tantalizing: Shipped from Hol- 
land and sold by nurseries or through cata- 
logs, the voluptuous bulbs will ultimately 
create “‘little Keukenhofs.”’ 

Sadly, few of these bulbs will bloom 
more than once, and those that do will be 
puny. There is almost no way American 
home gardeners can recreate Dutch dazzle, 
even if they plant new bulbs every fall. 

I did see something besides red in the 
Netherlands, some ideas that can be repli- 
cated and are worth trying: tulips such as 
clusiana, each of whose bulbs produce 
flowers in clusters, the petals white and 





wine-red; sylvestris tulips with nodding, 
delicate green and yellow blossoms whose 
soft petals curve and twist; tulips in fluted 
shapes like champagne glasses; kaufman- 
niana tulips planted to resemble a lake 
covered with glistening water lilies; red 
Tulipa greigii, its vivid hue softened by 
leaves of silver-blue streaked with maroon. 
These are all examples of species tulips, 
true perennials that return each spring, 
often increasing in size and number. 

Many nurseries and garden centers have 
wisely responded to American gardeners’ 
desires for colors that are natural and sub- 
tle. Debuting in catalogs this fall and ap- 
pearing at last on nursery shelves are other 
species tulips—with names like c/usiana, 
greigii, turkestanica, urumiensis, sylvestris, 
batalinii, kolpakowskiana, linifolia, saxati- 
lis, tarda and kaufmanniana. 

If you must have bright red hybrid tu- 
lips, plant them in one place—in a single 
bed or along the walk to your front door. 
And use all of a kind. Mixing them is hard; 
it’s a little like trying to find shoes or 
lipstick to go with a red dress. 

While in Holland I saw something that 
has found its way into only a few winter 
catalogs: miniature amaryllis. You proba- 
bly know the giant amaryllis—it usually 
has red flowers. Now there are small, deli- 
cate varieties whose colors range through 
the reds to salmon. A tip to enterprising 
importers: Americans will love these sensa- 
tional beauties! 

It is said that tulips are actually the 
“lilies of the field’? described in the Bible, 
and many do originate in the Middle East. 
But I doubt that Mother Nature envi- 
sioned tulip beds shaped like clocks or 
smiles when these botanical marvels were 
created. Look to the species tulips now for 
a delightful difference in your garden next 
spring—and for many springs to come.

During the early 19th cen- 
tury woven coverlets were 
made on home looms in 
the United States. By the 
late 1820s a new, elaborate 
Jacquard loom was intro- 
duced, and many Europe- 
an weavers began traveling 
the countryside. The 
weaver would charge a fee 
for making a coverlet from 
the farmer’s yarn. Each 
weaver had his own pat- 
terns, and his work could often be identified by the border or 
center design. Early coverlets were usually blue and white with 
border designs with square inside corners. The large oval center 
design and curved border were popular by about 1850. Patterns 
similar to yours were made in the New York area at that time. A 
red coverlet is more valuable than a blue and white one. If there 
are no moth holes or tears in your coverlet, it is worth $500.

Lus- 
trous lacquered furni- 
ture became an impor- 
tant export item by the 
1700s. Your worktable 
or sewing table was 
probably made about 
1840. Condition deter- 
mines the price of a lac- 
quer table because it is 
expensive to repair. If in excellent condition with no chipped or 
cracked lacquer and with most of the interior fittings, the table is 
worth about $3,000. If fittings are missing or the exterior finish is 
dull or damaged, it is worth $750 to $1,000.

You own a very famous cop- 
per luster pitcher. Many simi- 
lar jugs were made in the 
Staffordshire district in En- 
gland to commemorate Gen- 
eral Lafayette’s visit to the 
United States in 1824. The 
yellow band adds value; it is 
the color collectors desire 
most. The transfer decoration 
of soldiers was copied from an 
engraving published in 1807. The original picture said, “Cornwallis 
resigning his sword to Washington,” and the potter must have 
changed it because of the historical inaccuracy. But he, too, made 
an error. General O’Hara (not Cornwallis) gave his sword to 
General Lincoln (not Washington). Copper luster chips easily. If 
unflawed, your pitcher would sell for more than $1,000.

REFLECTING ON CHILDHOOD HOLIDAYS AND THE 
AROMAS OF HOME THAT EVOKE THE FESTIVE SPIRIT OF THANKSGIVING 





Among the many things I have to be thank- 
ful for this Thanksgiving is our high-spirit- 


ed food editor, Sarah Belk, who’s 
responsible for the tempting food gifts, party 
menu and stylish microwave recipes in this 
issue.

Ithough some people love the 
summer months best, autumn is 
without a doubt my favorite time 
of year. The air virtually crackles 
with excitement as one holiday flows into 
the next. I adore Thanksgiving because the 
day is centered on food—my favorite topic! 
When I was growing up in Virginia, 
Thanksgiving Day began by waking to 
comforting aromas: turkey broth simmer- 
ing with onions for the gravy and home- 
made corn bread—heady with sage—for 
the dressing. My mother’s pocketbook 
rolls would emit a sweet, yeasty odor as 
they rose on top of the television set (the 
warmest place in the house, she would 
say). These smells have always marked the 
beginning of the holiday season for me. 
My parents liked dining late, so we al- 
ways had our Thanksgiving meal in the 
evening, which made for a long afternoon 


indeed. The men would occupy themselves 
with football, so my sister and I would 
help polish the silver and set the table. We 
always used the Currier & Ives plates, 
which inevitably resulted in an argument 
about who would have the “‘train plate” — 
the one with the steam engine scene. 
(Somehow, the covered bridges and barns 
weren’t as exciting.) And to this day, when 
we're all gathered together, we siblings still 
make a fuss about that peerless plate. 

Even though I live in Manhattan, my 
Thanksgiving dinner is much like the one I 
grew up with. There’s always turkey, 
herbed corn bread dressing (not stuffing), 
cranberry sauce, rice and gravy, home- 
made rolls and my Aunt Jinny’s artichoke 
pickle. I usually add brussels sprouts, 
chestnuts and a salad with a walnut vinai- 
grette. This year, I plan to make my white 
chocolate chess pie and a chocolate pecan 
pie. (Of course, no one is really hungry 
after the big meal, but the whole point is 
abundance!) I like to offer several wines: 
Beaujolais Nouveau (since it is released 
one week before Thanksgiving every year), 
usually a Chardonnay or aged white Bur- 
gundy, and a medium-bodied red. 

If I have any advice regarding Thanks- 
giving dinner, it is to carve the bird in the 
kitchen. I’ve never met anyone who en- 
joyed performing this task at the table; the 
bird always slips and slides on the serving 
platter. It’s better to place it on a sturdy 
carving board and slice it in the privacy of 
your kitchen. Then if you need to wrestle 
with it, you can with no one watching. 

Despite hectic schedules, most of us still 
have the urge to make presents at Christ- 
mastime. In this issue we’ve included 
make-ahead cakes, cookies, sauces and 
breads for holiday giving—such as a Shaker 
lemon sauce and a dense Alsatian pear bread. 
When evenings are filled with frenzied gift- 
wrapping and baking, we still need to eat a 
healthful supper! Our microwave experts 
Marcia Cone and Thelma Snyder have de- 
vised suppers that are ready in minutes. 

My classic culinary training in France 
caused me to snub the microwave oven 


until last year when I felt a professional 
obligation to learn to use one. It took only 
24 hours to fall madly in love! From heat- 
ing milk for my tea every morning (30 
seconds) to baking a potato (5 minutes) to 
thawing a quart of frozen homemade 
Brunswick stew (17 minutes), the micro- 
wave allows greater variety in a menu with 
less cleanup. We’ve included a chart to 
help you select an oven—if you haven’t 
already been converted—and one compar- 
ing microwave cooking and thawing times 
to those of conventional ovens. 

I was never a Girl Scout (I couldn’t 
stand not sleeping between two clean cot- 
ton sheets), but I do believe in ‘“‘being pre- 
pared.” At this time of year I always have 
on hand some mild goat cheese and per- 
haps a creamy blue, good crackers, toasted 
almonds and pistachios in case people hap- 
pen by. And I’m never without a bottle or 
two of sparkling wine—chilled and ready. 
There’s nothing like it to set a celebratory 
mood! I’m also known to keep a bit of 
Smithfield ham about. 

Of all the things on my “‘to do” list for 
the holidays, one of the most important is 
to relax. I have found there are so many 
parties during the holiday season that, 
aside from gathering a few close friends for 
Thanksgiving, I prefer to entertain when 
the calendar is not grid-locked with nu- 
merous—albeit pleasurable—obligations. 
But some people simply wouldn’t think of 
not having their annual party! One such 
hostess is Mary Higgins, featured in Enter- 
taining Plus. Instead of worrying about the 
placement of the fish fork and the wine- 
glass, Mrs. Higgins creates a simple, re- 
laxed occasion encouraging blue jeans and 
plates on laps. Her guests feel cozy and 
very much at home—which is the whole 
point of entertaining, after all.

THE PLANNING OF A HOUSE IS A MATTER OF SIMPLE LOGIC— 


By JOHN F. SALADINO 
have an ax to grind with the way 
most American houses have been 
designed for the last 100 years. It 
seems to me everything was done 
backwards: the house placed as an ob- 
ject on a plot of land, rendering the 
front a wasteland that requires weekly 
mowing and maintenance, a postage 
stamp for the motorist to gaze upon. 
When I visit New Orleans, for example, 
I’m intrigued to see the contrast be- 
tween the French Quarter and the Gar- 
den District. The French built for the 
human condition: They placed their 
houses at the sidewalk’s edge and 
wrapped the house around a courtyard 
garden for privacy. The Anglo tradition 
of the Garden District, however, placed 
the house as an object on a green oasis, 
forever denying the occupants privacy, 
forcing them to maintain a lawn that 
only a passing stranger could admire. 

With the shrinking of spaces and the 
crowding of suburban areas, it’s time to 
address the front yard either as a garden 
for the family or as a landscaped parking 
court. The logic of planning a house seems 
to elude us but is actually so simple. 

Most of us arrive home by car, usually 
carrying groceries or packages. What hap- 
pens when you get to the garage? Do you 
have to leave the car outside because the 
garage is filled with bicycles and tools? In 
any event, there should be a place to set 
groceries down so that you can unlock the 
kitchen door and turn on the lights. Maybe 
there should be a bench outside the garage 
door or a small counter adjacent to the 
kitchen door. Aesthetically, garages should 
be sited so that the abysmal black of un- 
closed doors does not face the street.

in a traffic-flow area? I think the kitchen 
should be a cockpit! It should also be piv- 
otal, opening onto the dining room, family 
room, garden and porch. That is not to say 
the kitchen should be entirely open to 
those areas—I like doors. They should be 
36 inches wide to accommodate people 
carrying trays. (In restaurants kitchen 
doors are usually 42 inches wide.) I want 
privacy in the kitchen, so that cooking 
odors don’t drift through the house and we 
don’t hear banging pots, grinding disposals 
and juggling dishwashers! 

We should also question whether iron- 
ing ought to be done in the kitchen. If 
someone’s in the kitchen ironing, the rest 
of the room becomes useless. Perhaps iron- 
ing should be done in the laundry room, if 
the house is large enough for one. If not, it 
could probably be done elsewhere, even in 
a bedroom. I also wonder why we put 
washing machines in the kitchen. I’m not 
sure I have the solution, but I don’t like 
taking dirty laundry through the house to 
the kitchen/laundry. 


The laundry room should be part of 
that transition space between garage 
and kitchen. It can serve as a mud 
room with a bench/hamper where chil- 
dren may sit and take off wet sneakers. 
And there should be a big closet. Chil- 
dren aren’t given to hanging clothes, 
but they can be trained to put them on 
pegs. Why not have a ceramic tile floor 
in the closet where wet boots can drip? 

For many kitchen floors prepolyur- 
ethaned cork tiles laid wall to wall are 
my recommendation. Anyone who 
stands in the kitchen for a long time 
needs a forgiving floor. Cork is soft, 
warm in winter and cool in summer. 
Normally it comes in 3/16- or 5/16- 
inch-thick squares, but I order it 1/4 
inch because it’s a little gentler under- 
foot. Because the cork is polyureth- 
aned, no waxing is required. (My 
source is Dodge Cork Co., Inc., Box 

989, Lancaster, PA 17603.) I’m told there 
are some new rubber tennis court floor 
materials on the market. Wood floors in a 
kitchen are another good choice, especially 
if they are well protected. We all like terra- 
cotta. It’s very beautiful, but hard to stand 
on for a long time. A word of caution: If 
you want that kind of look, place a sisal or 
hooked rug at the kitchen sink. 

If you are going to install a ceramic tile 
floor, know whether it’s gauged or hand- 
made. ‘“‘“Gauged” means the tile is machine 
or factory made and therefore will be guar- 
anteed consistent in size and smoothness. I 
happen to be very fond of American Ole- 
an’s 2-by-2-inch ceramic tiles because their 
small scale makes small kitchens seem 
larger, and the tile comes in wonderful 
colors. I use them quite often with colored 
grout. If, however, you specify handmade 
tile, buy big scale—nothing smaller than 8- 
inch squares; otherwise the floor feels 
bumpy and uneven. After tiles are fired, 
they take on a convex quality, so it can be

like walking on very hard hot cross buns! 

I like black and white tiles for the kitch- 
en floor because they give a feeling of great 
stale. And turning them on the diagonal 
also visually expands the size of a room. 
Another thing to remember is that tiles 
turned on the diagonal are very helpful in a 
room that may not be a perfect rectangle 
or that may have a lot of jogs in it. 

When planning a dining room, make 
sure it’s big enough to seat people and 
enable others to get around them. I would 
insist upon a 3'/,-foot clearance between 
chair and wall. Now that’s generous, but I 
think it’s worth it. You don’t always have 
to plan a dining room with seating on four 
sides of the table. If you’re really tight for 
space, I'd recommend a banquette where 
four could sit with their backs against a 
wall and others could have movable chairs. 
While mirrors can extend the space, a lot 
of mirror is vulgar! You don’t want people 
sitting for two or three hours watching 
themselves chew. I like beautiful old mir- 
rors with distressed glass. 

Nothing betrays a small dining room 
faster than a chandelier. What’s more, if 
the room isn’t large, an “out-of-scale” 
chandelier can look like a refugee from a 
Las Vegas casino. Lighting can come from 
other sources! For a small dining room, 
candlestick lamps on the sideboard and 
cans of floor light, hidden behind plants, 
may be more appropriate. 

I object to carpeting in the dining room 
because of food and beverage spillage. 
Even with area rugs, you have to worry 
whether chairs are half on or half off the 
carpet. Therefore I like plain floors that 
can be readily swept. When you give up 
carpeting, however, you have to replace it 
acoustically with something else—draper- 
ies or a table draped to the floor, for in- 
stance. If you have a generous budget, I 
would recommend fabric-covered walls. 

I like to make average-height rooms ap- 
pear more vertical by adding floor-to-ceil- 
ing French doors. Tall doors, when open, 
turn the house into a pavilion when the 
weather is warm. In fact, I think every 
public room should give you the opportu- 
nity to step outside. So the dining room, 
study and den should all have doors that 
open to the garden—or some hope of one. 
If you live in a townhouse, maybe the front 
could be landscaped sensitively to suggest 
a garden so instead of parked cars you see 
green bushes. 

Common sense has a great deal to do

o you run a bed and breakfast?” 

query some readers. Well I guess 

we do. Not professionally, but 

strictly on a family plan. When 
Albert and Edith, our grandchildren, are 
at Thornhill they eat breakfast at a counter 
in the kitchen. We pretend it’s a restau- 
rant, and Albert calls it the “Tummy Inn.” 
This pretense works wonders at getting 
them to finish the last of the scrambled 
eggs and toast on their plates. 

Other readers write, “Is there really a 
Thornhill?” Of course; I never could write 
fiction. Thornhill has been my heart and 
home for 32 years. We named it after my 
husband Tom’s great-great-grandfather’s 
house in Talladega, Alabama. 

That house still stands, the house that 
John Hardie built in 1834, the house he 
named Thornhill after his birthplace in 
Scotland. Although now owned by the 
Greene family, it was recently the center- 
piece of a Hardie family reunion. And I 
had always wanted to see it. That Other 
Thornhill. That Other Woman is probably 
how I felt. A little jealous perhaps of the 
first love of a first Hardie. Photographs 
show it to be white, pillared, Southern. 

And so we went to Thornhill, the first- 
edition Thornhill. For Tom and our son 
Todd it was to be a meeting with their 
cousins and “kin,” but for me, if I am to be 
honest, it was a house tour. I wanted to see 
where Mary Meade, John Hardie’s wife, 
lived, what she saw from her front porch, 
from her back door, where she put all 
those nine children! I wanted to be in her 
shoes, her high-laced boots, if only for a 
day. I don’t even know what she looked 
like, as all the Hardie portraits are of men, 
and two of them—one of John, the other of 





his son John Timmons—look down on me 
from the walls of our own Thornhill Farm. 

Though I have been a Hardie more than 
half my life, I realized that at a family 
reunion I would be, in a way, an outsider; 
if lucky, considered at least a fringe bene- 
fit. Mary Meade and I share a surname by 
way of marriage, but we are grafted roots, 
not born of the family tree. Yet somehow I 
knew I would feel at home in her house. 

We drove first through the small town 
of Talladega, where Davy Crockett, Sam 
Houston and Andrew Jackson—“‘hot- 
headed, reckless, but intensely patriotic,” 
as the monument reads—fought the Creek 
Indians in 1813. We stopped at Cowboy 
Hubbard’s Farmer’s Trading Post where 
you can buy almost anything from oxen 
yokes to lady peas, the only hardware-feed 
store I’ve ever been in where they invite 
you to sign the guest book. But we weren’t 
strangers long, once the name Thornhill 
was mentioned. An older man there had 
tilled the fields, remembered the cotton. 

Then on a long dirt road we followed the 
scent of honeysuckle to Thornhill. There it 
was, beautifully rejuvenated by the 
Greenes. Smaller than I had imagined, but 
better. More livable. Especially when I 
learned that of Mary and John’s nine chil- 
dren, the six boys lived in the small house 
next door called “The Office.’ Those six 
boys were all in the Civil War, or, as it was 
called that weekend, “The War Between 
the States,” and Mary Meade made clothes 
for them from the cotton of Thornhill. 

At the dinner that evening I was the 
only Yankee present, but I didn’t tell! I 
was much too comfortable, sitting in the 
middle of a Southern 19th century, and yes 
indeed, there really is a Thornhill. I was 
there.@

Living in a SoHo loft, actor/writer Spalding 
Gray found he was yearning for “rooms and 
doors ... a house like I grew up in.” Thus he de- 
cided to take the plunge and buy his first home, 
an adventure he recounts in The Terrors of 
Pleasure, debuting on HBO this month. No 
sooner did he close on his dream cabin in the 





woods than he discovered its rustic beams had 
bugs and the fireplace was sinking (along with 
the stone barbecue pit, above). Since then, he’s 
moved into a house “with right angles” and has 
filmed a PBS special, Bedtime Story, airing this 
fall, and a new movie, Stars and Bars.

THE DECORATIVE ARTS 








[HE REVIVAL OF INTEREST IN EILEEN GRAY REFLECTS AN APPRECIATION 
FOR HER CONSISTENTLY HUMAN APPROACH TO ARCHITECTURE AND DESIGN” 


At a 1972 Parisian auction one of Eileen 
Gray’s decorative lacquer screens, c.1913, 


fetched a record-breaking $36,000. Sudden- 


ly collectors and historians wanted to know 
more about the elusive designer, who died in 
1976. A 1980 exhibit at The Museum of 
Modern Art in New York City focused on 
Miss Gray’s modern furniture prototypes 
and architecture. Prices for her pieces sky- 
rocketed—a white-painted “‘brick”’ screen 
was auctioned for $14,200 in 1980, $64,500 
in 1984. And many of Eileen Gray’s de- 
signs—including the Transat and Biben- 
dum chairs, Satellite mirror, E. 1027 table 
and rugs—are being reproduced today. 


ileen Gray’s life spanned a period 

of world-shaking changes. Born in 

1878, when Queen Victoria was 

still on the throne, she died, at 

the age of 98, in an era when men 
walked on the moon. She was brought 
up in an aristocratic Anglo-Irish fam- 
ily, and at age 24 asserted her charac- 
teristic independence by leaving 
home—not to marry, but to live and 
work for the rest of her life in France. 
Miss Gray took up residence in 
Paris, near the bohemian quarter of 
Montparnasse, and enrolled in art 
school. She soon grew bored with 
classical art training, however, and 
turned to the burgeoning field of the 
decorative arts. She began designing 
and making decorative screens, tables 
and other objects in lacquer, an ex- 





tremely demanding craft that she mas- 
tered with the aid of a Japanese mentor. 


Through her experiments in lacquer, 
Miss Gray developed new colors and 
ground-breaking designs, including 
het sic “brick” screen.

Eileen Gray’s first important client was 
Jacques Doucet, the king of French fash- 
ion and a passionate art collector. He 
brought Miss Gray to the attention of the 
Parisian elite, and after World War I she 
began to work as a decorator, opening a 
shop named Jean Désert (she thought a 
man’s first name gave credibility; the sur- 
name is in honor of a trip to the desert). 

Miss Gray achieved several notable and 
well-publicized successes, but her progress 
as a decorator was not brilliant. In En- 
gland and America decorators such as Syb- 
il Colefax, Syrie Maugham, Dorothy 
Draper and Elsie de Wolfe were enormous- 
ly successful, but in France a woman deco- 
rator was still the exception. In addition, 
Miss Gray did not know how to deal with 
clients or how to attract them. Reserved 
and intensely private, she was amazed 
by women decorators whose flamboy- 
ant life-styles made them the center of 
attention among the rich and celebrat- 
ed. She had no talent for self-promo- 
tion; the people who bought her 
furniture often ignored the person 
who made it. “I was not a pusher,” 
she later said, “and maybe that’s the 
reason I did not get the place I should 
have.’’ Nevertheless, Miss Gray’s 
work was frequently praised in the 
international press; her clients includ- 
ed famous figures from French public 
life and the upper class; and she was 
invited to show her work and even to 
create rooms in important exhibitions. 

Although Miss Gray eventually built 
herself a small house in the South of 
France, she kept the Parisian apartment 
she first took in 1907. During all those 
years—from the time she was 29 until 
her death—the apartment remained 
much the same. The salon, with its 
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three tall French windows, was painted 
mostly white. Although Miss Gray

loathed the plaster moldings on the ceil- 
ings (which she called by their French 
nickname, pdtisseries), as a tenant she was 
not allowed to remove them and later, af- 
ter buying the apartment, never bothered. 
Once she painted her bedroom all black, 
with a thick blue line separating the walls 
from the ceiling, and she used the same 
black in the kitchen. But later she repaint- 
ed the flat all white. In the 1920s, when she 
began to make metal furniture, the salon 
contained a chrome sofa covered in bright 
blue wool, a round table with a glass top, 
“which got broken when someone sat on 
it,’ and two unusual and comfortable arm- 
chairs, dubbed Bibendum chairs. 

Eileen Gray designed interiors for sim- 
ple, practical comfort. Her rooms were not 
showcases, but places for living and work- 
ing; she disdained clutter and overdecora- 
tion. Occasionally she liked to create 
shocking contrasts: She painted an antique 
chair gray and covered it with rough gray 
linen; she put a primitive African stool 
next to an elegant table. 

During the ’20s Miss Gray was strongly 
influenced by De Stijl, the Dutch modern- 
ist architecture and design movement. Her 
furniture became simpler, more architec- 
tural, and she began to experiment with 
exotic woods, chrome and tubular steel, 
slate, even a synthetic resin known as Ba- 
kelite. Around this time Miss Gray met 
Jean Badovici, an architect and editor of 
the influential magazine L’Architecture Vi- 
vante, who encouraged her interest in 
modern architecture. With Badovici’s help 
Eileen Gray taught herself the principles of 
architecture, and eventually she built him 
a house on the Cote d’Azur. 

E.1027, as Miss Gray named the house 
(a code for her initials and those of Bado- 
vici), was completed in 1929 when she was 
51 years old. A landmark in modern archi- 
tecture, it is composed of two levels built 
into the cliffs. In keeping with the Mediter- 
ranean setting, it had white walls, railings, 
sailcloth on awnings and deck chairs, even 
masts on the roof. The house reflected 
Miss Gray’s particular concern with interi- 
or design. ““The interior plan should not be 
the incidental result of the facade,” she 
wrote. “It should live a complete, harmo- 
nious, and logical life.”” In E.1027 she pio- 
neered the use of built-in furniture and 
storage units. Many pieces designed for the 
house have multiple functions. Tables, 
chairs, cupboards, mirrors—everything 
was movable, flexible and foldable. Table

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es legs could be lengthened and shortened; a 
writing desk could become a coffee table; 
screens could be moved to redefine spaces. 

Eileen Gray’s architectural work 
changed her approach to furniture. No 
longer interested in beautifully executed 
one-of-a-kind pieces, she created proto- 
types that were easily adaptable and easily 
reproduced, inexpensive or easy to make 
inexpensively. More and more she used 
metal in place of wood. Many of her 
chrome designs preceded those of Le Cor- 
busier, Mies van der Rohe and Marcel 
Breuer. But while her furniture was be- 
coming simpler and “purer,” it was still 
practical and comfortable. For Eileen 
Gray furniture was never merely the ex- 
pression of an aesthetic. At the same time, 
it was never purely functional. She often 
added humor to her designs, as in her 
metal Nonconformist chair with one arm. 

Miss Gray was interested in maximizing 
space. E.1027 was small—1,600 square feet 
on the first level, 1,200 on the second—and 
in 1929 she designed a 430-square-foot stu- 
dio apartment for Badovici in Paris. Her 
own house in the South of France, com- 
pleted in 1934, was just larger than 1,000 
square feet. Intrigued by uses of limited 
space, she also sketched in her notebooks 
the cabin of a boat she took to Mexico and 
the dimensions of a hotel room. 

After World War II, Eileen Gray re- 
turned to find her houses vandalized, and 
her furniture, sketchbooks and plans de- 
stroyed. With customary energy, however, 
she resumed designing projects—building 
a new home in the South of France and 
exploring the uses of light. She controlled 
lamplight with special movable shades or 
rotating discs, concealed lighting in bed- 
rooms and cupboards and incorporated 
lamps into some mirrors. But her interna- 
tional fame had faded, and she spent her 
last years in solitude, almost forgotten. 

The revival of interest in Eileen Gray’s 
work today reflects not only an apprecia- 
tion of her solutions to modern design 
problems, but also a new recognition of the 
importance of her consistently human ap- 
proach to architecture and design—an ap- 
proach that set her apart from her more 
purely ‘‘modernist’’ contemporaries. “The 
engineer’s art is not enough unless it is 
guided by human needs,” she wrote, reject- 
ing Le Corbusier’s concept of the house as 
a “machine for living.” 

“A house is not a machine for living,” 
she insisted. “It is the shell of man .. . his 
spiritual emanation.”

Los Angeles’s 
shops are filled with brilliant—and porta- 
ble—design, which means you needn’t 
trust L.A. style to memory. You can take 
it with you in exchange for legal tender. 

[f you’re planning to shop in Los Ange- 
les, it’s best to take it by neighborhood, as 
we will here. This enormous, sprawling 


For anyone who really wants 
to see Los Angeles, an automo- 
bile is requisite: Public trans- 
portation is sparse, distances 
are great, and moving quickly is 
essential because there is so 
much ground to cover. Equally 
essential is a good, clear map of 
Greater Los Angeles. Once you 
drive to the neighborhood you 
want to explore, park your car 
and walk a few blocks at a time. 
Los Angeles hospitably pro- 
vides up to two hours free park- 
ing in some neighborhoods; in 
others you'll feed the meters. 

The best place to begin your 
shopping adventure? You 
might start on the zingiest 
shopping street in town, Melrose Avenue, 
where you'll find everything for your 
house, from the best of the new California 
design to the finest antiques. Begin at the 
intersection of Melrose and Santa Monica 
and work your way out past La Brea. 


MELROSE AVENUE 
Melrose Place Antiques Inc. (9002 Mel- 
rose Ave.) is owned by Tom Buckley, one 
of Los Angeles’s most sought-after interior 
designers. The shop is chock-full of the 
finest antiques plus imaginative take-home

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cowhide sofa pillows. This shop is a dream 
for anyone fond of Santa Fe style: calfskin 
lampshades ($300), new quilts in South- 
western patterns and colors ($750 for 
queen-size), a 9-foot painted-wood cactus 
($3,600). Guatemalan fabrics are $23 to 
$30 per yard; and big Mexican birdcages, 
rustic and enchanting, are $54 and $90. 

La Maison Francaise Antiques, Inc. is 
divided into two parts. The garden shop 
(8435 Melrose Ave.) adjoins the antiques 
collection on Melrose Place. In the garden 
shop you will find fantasies straight out of 
Cocteau’s La Belle et la béte: A suite of 





furniture looks like wood-carved Diego 
Giacometti scattered with little green liz- 
ards, vines and ivy leaves. If your home 


can accommodate a jewel-studded 8-foot 
Bacchus, he’s yours for $24,000. Go 
through the courtyard filled with architec- 
tural antiques into the Melrose Place side 
of the shop, where a 12-foot-tali Venetian 
chandelier hangs in unexpected splendor 
against board-and-batten walls painted 
L.A.-turquoise. 

Out the front door and you’re on Mel- 
rose Place, a short, diagonal street that 
connects Melrose Avenue to La Cienega 
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Boulevard and contains some of the best 
antiques shops in Los Angeles. A few are 
open to the decorating trade only, but oth- 
ers also serve the public. 

One of L.A.’s best-kept secrets, an out- 
door (and indoor) market called Don Ba- 
dertscher (716-A North La Cienega Blvd.), 
is right in the heart of expensive-antiques 
country. If you like searching through bins 
of dusty merchandise, you’ll come up with 
an old iron ladder ($27), or a rough Dan- 
ish pine ladder ($90 to $130 depending on 
height). You’ll also find ostrich eggs paint- 
ed in Mexican colors, $95; African or In- 


donesian primitive masks, $90 and up; 
Sicilian donkey-cart tassels in hot colors 
with mirrors and bells, $25 each. 

Custom framer Richard Tobey (741 
North La Cienega Blvd.) makes moldings 
on the premises. Some are Mr. Tobey’s 
designs, others are copies of antiques. All 
are finished in gleaming gold leaf. He does 
framing for the J. Paul Getty Museum, the 
Smithsonian Institution and the White 
House (credentials enough!), and will be 
happy to accept work by mail. Here mold- 
ings of composition material or wood 
range from $36 to $200 per foot. 


Now, back-track down Melrose Place 
and continue along Melrose Avenue to Ga- 
zebo (8264 Melrose Ave.), where English 
country pine is mixed with African baskets 
and other African primitives. An English 
pine linen press, c. 1860, goes for $4,250; a 
framed Victorian beadwork piece, $650. 
Scattered about the shop are beautiful 
Zulu baskets. A lidded basket with coral- 
and-cream designs worked on a brown 
background goes for $325. 

In Wilder Place (7975, Melrose Ave.) 
owner Jo Wilder has amassed a terrific

hangings plus a plethora of easy-to-cart- : 


home gifts (painted marble fruit, for in- 
stance, at $14 a piece). Check out Chris 
Collicott’s award-winning painted-bronze 
fruit bowl on a tripod of bronzed wrench- 
es, $240. An extraordinary peaceable-king- 
dom “painting” is actually a paper cutout 
in a painted frame ($400). 

The Soap Plant (7400 Melrose Ave.) 
stocks Mexican tourist kitsch and possibly 
the best collection of Mexican dance masks 
you'll ever come across—some old, some 
copies (you'll never guess which is which). 
A gray deer mask, for instance, is $25. The 
Soap Plant has relegated most of its peer- 
less folk art collection to a new upstairs 
gallery, La Luz de Jesus Gallery. In the 
main room, you'll find changing shows of 
L.A. artists such as cult-cartoonist Gary 
Panter; and in the back room, bizarre an- 
tiques, mad furniture and Haitian voodoo 
art. Brightly painted standing crucifixes by 
artist Jon Bok are studded with sparkle- 
filled Coke-bottle caps ($45 to $55). 

Territory (past La Brea Ave. at 6907/, 
Melrose Ave.) has the essence of old Cali- 
fornia. This new shop specializes in Mon- 
terey-style furniture designed and made in 
Los Angeles in the ’20s and °30s. Territory 
also carries a slew of hammered copper 
from the early California Arts and Crafts 
Movement. (A 15-inch bowl with a design 
of grapes goes for $280.) Don’t miss the 
new hand-forged black iron flatware (the 
spoon has a hammered-copper bowl, the 
fork is three-tined)—perfect with Monte- 
rey furnishings. A 24-piece set is $475. 

Swing back along La Brea Avenue be- 
cause you shouldn’t miss HaRry (148 S. 
La Brea Ave.), an emporium of ’50s 
kitsch—free-form tables painted in raw hot 
color, art giass and ceramics, bizarre 
wrought-iron lamps. 

A trek through the neighborhood would 
be incomplete without checking out the 
restaurant scene. One of the city’s trendiest 
restaurants, simply called City Restaurant 
(180 S. La Brea Ave.), is right down the 
block from HaRry. A huge, practically un- 
decorated space, it’s all white walls and big 
windows. Try the chicken mousse-filled 
rigatoni. 

Trumps (8764 Melrose Ave.) is a mini- 
malist place furnished with banquettes and 


sleek straw chairs in monochromatic 
taupe. The restaurant displays an ever- 
changing collection of art, and serves some 
of the best of the new California cooking. 

Citrus Restaurant (6703 Melrose Ave.) 
has the quintessential L.A. look, blazing 
white concrete and glass, glass, glass. A 
third of the action takes place in the res- 
taurant; the rest, on the lively patio where 
a lithe and stylish crowd lunches on crab- 
salad slaw. (Make a reservation before 
leaving home—tables are difficult to get.) 

Cha Cha Cha (656 N. Virgil Ave.), a 
favored hot-spot of the young, is all ca- 
cophony and Latin-Caribbean fare. Unless 
you go early, chances of gaining entry are 
slim. Once in, munch on the spicy shrimp 
or grilled chicken with mole while you case 
the artwork displayed on the walls, and the 
celebrities displaying themselves. 

Le Chardonnay (8284 Melrose Ave.) 
serves Paris-bistro food in an elegant Art 
Nouveau setting—tall mirrors, carvings 
and turn-of-the-century “gaslights.”” Feast 
on salmon with crayfish sauce. 


SANTA MONICA 

Whiz out Wilshire Boulevard to Santa 
Monica (about a 20-minute trip), a beach 
community where real people live, without 
the voltage-per-inch dazzle of Melrose. 
Cut over to Montana Avenue and work 
your way beachward. 

Nonesuch Gallery (1211 Montana Ave.) 
is a small space in which Gloria List has 
gathered a brilliant collection of American 
primitives, cowboy relics and Latin Ameri- 
can religious art. Don’t overlook the col- 
lection of antique Pendleton blankets in 
vivid colors ($165 to $455). 

The Blue House on Montana (912 Mon- 
tana Ave.) has a lovely grouping of antique 
pine furniture and exquisite old, lacy lin- 
ens. A c.-1860 white crocheted bedspread 
goes for $420; a big pillow sham, $195; and 
a pine chest that’s been made into a slant- 
top desk, $1,000. Some of the most unusu- 
al pieces here are the chicken-coop hutches 
from England, $2,700 each, which are 
snapped up as quickly as they arrive. 

Santa Monica also happens to have one 
of the best restaurants around—lIvy at the 
Shore, the beach-side branch of Los Ange- 
les’s hot spot The Ivy. The aura is Califor- 
nia in the ’20s, 30s and °40s, and the fare 
runs to all-American food.

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VENICE 

Venice is the beach community of L.A.’s 
arty crowd, a place where ramshackle exte- 
riors hide million-dollar interiors, a favor- 
ite hangout of rebellious actors (Dennis 
Hopper is one) and grunt and groan body- 
builders who improve their definition 
along Muscle Beach. Venice is also home 
to boutiques, first-rate art galleries and 
“destination” restaurants. 

The Native American Art Gallery (215 
Windward Ave.) has museum-quality art 
and artifacts. This is serious Indian art 
with serious price tags. For instance, clas- 
sic Mimbres bowls cost $3,000 to $6,000; a 
rare Zuni jar with white geometrics is 
$1,200; a 19th-century Navajo Moki weav- 
ing in four-ply Germantown wool with 
purple, black and red stripes is $3,800. 

Walk down the beach to Jody Maroni’s 
Italian Sausage Kingdom (2011 Ocean 
Front Walk) where you can buy sausages 
to take home for cooking or to have grilled 
on the spot for an onion, sausage and pep- 
per sandwich. Then noodle off to Rebec- 
ca’s (2025 Pacific Ave.), a restaurant 
designed by L.A.’s iconoclastic architect 
Frank Gehry. The fantasy decor of floating 
crocodiles, underwater tableaux and sea- 
water-blue banquettes gives the illusion of 
dining at the bottom of the ocean. Mexican 
cooking heats up the cool, however, and so 
does the ever-growing crowd of trendies 
who arrive early, stay late. 

72 Market Street (which could be found 
at only that address) is a contemporary 
steel and etched-glass bistro designed by 
Morphosis. 72 Market Street serves flaw- 
lessly prepared fish along with this year’s 
L.A. fare—meat loaf and powerful chili. 

Sabroso! (1029 W. Washington Blvd.) is 
a small Mexican cantina tucked away off 
the main Venice drag. Sabroso! has con- 
temporary Mexican architecture, inspired 
by Luis Barragan, and dishes up fare such 
as cozuela ranchera with black-eyed peas, 
and duck and sausage carnitas.

severly Pavilion Hotel [9 Wil- 


shire Blvd.; (800) 421-0545] is perhaps the 
best-kept secret in Beverly Hills. This 
small hotel is a few blocks out Wilshire 
from the Melrose action (right next to 
famed Rodeo Drive). There are private 
balconies (with geranium trees in tubs), 
comfortable sitting areas plus a rooftop 
pool and a first-class restaurant. A double 
room is $125. 

The Beverly Hills Hotel [9641 Sunset 
Blvd.; (800) 792-7637] is L.A.’s renowned 
Pink Palace, where you’ll still see powerful 
people at ‘power breakfasts.” The Polo 
Lounge is the spot for star-gazing, and the 
lush foliage on the grounds and the lithe 
bodies in the pool let you know you’re in 
Tinseltown. Double rooms from $150; 
bungalows, $450. 

Four Seasons Hotel [300 S. Doheny Dr.; 
(213) 273-2222], the newest luxury hotel in 
the city, is possibly one of the most beauti- 
ful anywhere. There are waving palms in 
the courtyard, and suites have closets the 
size of an average bedroom and French 
windows opening onto Beverly Hills views. 
Doubles, $200; deluxe suites, $400. 

Beverly Plaza Hotel [8384 W. Third St.; 
(800) 624-6835] is a small newer hotel on 
up-and-coming Third Street, two blocks 
from the Beverly Center and a hop-and- 
skip from La Cienega Boulevard and Mel- 
rose Avenue. Spacious rooms are 
appointed with armoires and squashy so- 
fas. A limousine service takes you free of 
charge to anywhere within a 5-mile radius. 
Doubles begin at $94. 

Bel Age [1020 N. San Vicente Blvd.; 
(800) 424-4443], one of L’Ermitage Hotels’ 
most beautiful hotels, has a glorious roof- 
top pool (to say nothing of the rooftop hot 
tub) overlooking the Hollywood vista. Ele- 
gantly French in decor, it’s just off Sunset 
Boulevard and seconds from Melrose Ave- 
nue. Doubles begin at $210. 

Chateau Marmont [8221 W. Sunset 
Blvd.; (800) 242-8328] is old Hollywood at 
its best, right down to the lobby. The Cha- 
teau Marmont is a favorite for writers, rock 
stars and movie idols who long for seclusion 
(and hide out in the bungalows). Double 
rooms begin at $90; bungalows are $275. 

Hotel Bel-Air [701 Stone Canyon Rd.; 
(213) 472-1211] is the place to stay if pri- 
vacy is what you're after. With its balco- 
nies and patios, carefully tended grounds 
and swan-dotted lake, the Hotel Bel-Air 
epitomizes old Los Angeles glamour. Dou- 
ble rooms are $225; suites, $450.

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A PASSION FOR PATTERN 


Poring over pictures of a designer's house is for 
decorating buffs what watching the World Series is for 
baseball fans—a chance to see the game at its best. 
In their own rooms decorators take risks, indulge their 
passions and experiment with new ideas. Reading about 

Bunny Williams’ house is just such a pleasure. 
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“I chose this wallpaper,” says Bunny Williams, 
“because at the time we were decorating the living 
room we had no paintings or pictures to hang in 
here. Bare walls seem to cry out for something.” >

unny Williams’s house doesn’t fall 

into an easy decorating category. 

There is no catchy phrase to de- 

scribe the style, no trendy name 
for the way it looks. Odd as this may 
sound coming from someone who is a dec- 
orator, Mrs. Williams, a partner in the 
prestigious design firm Parish-Hadley As- 
sociates Inc., wanted the house to look 
undecorated. “Of course, I don’t mean ‘un- 
decorated’ in the sense of looking thrown- 
together,” she says, ‘‘but like a house that 
has evolved slowly over many years.” The 
1840 Federal house where Bunny and 
Randy Williams go for weekends lends it- 
self to Mrs. Williams’s extraordinary talent 
for making rooms look as if several genera- 
tions have added to them. She likes a vari- 
ety of styles and periods of furniture, an 
abundance of prints and patterns, and col- 
lections of china and needlework. 

According to her partner Albert Hadley, 
Mrs. Williams’s genius for mixing comes 
down to “‘‘an ability to take risks where a 
timid soul would never go.’’ He describes 
Mrs. Williams and the firm’s founding 
partner, Sister Parish, as “‘being able to put 
things together with no apparent regard 
for design, color, scale or period. They mix 
things in delicious chaos, and the effect is 
like a Vuillard painting with all the colors 
and exciting patterns.” 

This analogy is one Mrs. Williams her- 
self uses. “Mixing prints and patterns is 
like painting. You keep trying something, 
and your eye will tell you whether the 
color is too light or too strong or whether 
the pattern is too large. There are no rules 
because it depends on what your eye tells 
you, and everyone’s eye is different.” > 


Like most designers working 
on their own houses, Mrs. Williams 
lets her creativity loose, using 


more patterns more exuberantly than she 
would for a client, “There are four 
hintzes in the master bedroom,” she says, 
“and in twenty years | have had only 
client for whom I could do the 
ing.’’

“We fell in love with this house because it feels Southern,” 
says Bunny Williams, who grew up in Virginia. “It was built by a New 
Englander whose wife was Southern, and it once had a double tier 
of porches on all sides.””

The wing chair is 
covered in an antique paisley 
shawl—just one of the small 
effects Mrs. Williams uses to 
make her room inviting and 
comfortable. “I don’t like all 
upholstery to be new,” 
she says. “People feel more 
comfortable when some of the 
fabrics are old.” The 
painting of bunnies above the 
mantel was a present from 
Robert Jackson, who 
painted the window pelmets 
in the living room, and the 
fan sculpture on the mantel is 
by Christopher Hewat. 


he way Bunny Williams mixes periods 
and styles of furniture plays a large part 
in making her rooms look as if they have 
been just this way for many years, but 
what truly sets her house apart is the astonishing 
collection of fabrics, antique chintzes and unusu- 
al textiles she dispenses with a lavish hand. Mrs. 
Williams is very fond of discontinued fabrics, 
mill ends, old swags and jabots bought at estate 
sales, even Indian cottons found in fly-by-night 
shops. “I don’t want to see the same things over 
and over,”’ she says, ‘“‘and if a fabric is discontin- 
ued, that’s it.”” She has been collecting fabrics for 
almost 20 years, and by now has two huge closets 
full. “When I see something I like, I usually buy 
six yards, which is enough to cover a chair. Of 
course, if it’s antique, then I buy all of it. When 
trying for this ‘undecorated’ look, you could shop 
forever for a pattern here, another there. It helps 
to have a stockpile.”’ It was a question of econo- 
my as well when the Williamses first bought their 
house. “We had a lot to do, and when you have a 
budget it seems a shame to tie up so much money 
in fabrics. I'd rather spend it on antiques.”’ 
Although Mrs. Williams uses a vast number of 
patterns and prints, her rooms never seem chaot- 
ic, and no single pattern ever appears predomi- 
nant. “The whole room should blend so that no 
one thing jumps out at you. Although my deco- 
rating has many madnesses, there have to be 


restraints. My whole philosophy is pattern then 
relief—complicated detail next to a plain surface. 
I feel the same way about color. People forget 
that bright colors need relief.’’ The living room is 
a case in point. Mrs. Williams thought long and 
hard before making the unlined silk tafetta cur- 
tains in such a bright acid-green. “I finally decid- 
ed that the beigey-taupe of the carpet and the 
neutral background of the wallpaper were 
enough ‘relief.’ ”’ 

For large expanses of color Mrs. Williams likes 
mysterious shades like the sponge-painted walls 
in the library. “It’s not blue and not green, but a 
very strange color that I have never gotten tired 
of.” Mr. and Mrs. Williams painted the walls 
themselves, mixing the paint and using cheese- 
cloth to put it on. “I had seen it done so many 
times,” she says, “and wanted to try it myself.” 

The Williamses don’t do as much actual paint- 
ing and wallpapering as they did in the begin- 
ning, but they are both still passionate about 
making the house comfortable for their friends. 
In fact, having friends visit is a favorite pastime. 
“Randy is a very good cook, and we both feel 
that a party is a wonderful gift to give our 
friends. We would rather cook and fix flowers 
than play golf. You have to have that feeling 
about entertaining or it becomes a burden.”

Mixing china patterns 
with artful abandon 


mericans are becoming adventur- 

ous cooks—creating recipes, 

breaking rules about what goes 

with what. Why are we so rigid 
when it comes to setting the table? Dinner 
and salad plates, knives, forks and spoons 
are relentlessly matched; napkins and 
cloths are often boringly white. 

It may not be that we lack courage to 
break rules, but simply ingredients. It is, 
after all, much easier to stock a pantry 
than to stock a china closet. Unless you are 
a passionate collector of antique china or 
handcrafted plates, chances are you don’t 
have a closetful of pieces to choose from. 
Taking the tables on these six pages as 
inspiration, you too could become a collec- 
tor.

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ecause you’re probably planning a 
party for the holidays, now is a 
good time to begin collecting for 
your table. Think about how you’d 
like the setting to look, then ask for new 
china or crystal for Christmas. Before you 
begin dropping hints, however, think in 
terms of a unifying color or theme. For 
instance, if the blue and white china you 
got for wedding presents still makes you 
happy, add service plates like these blue 
and gold lacquered chargers (opposite). If 
green is your favorite color, you might 
choose the marbleized plates on the pre- 
ceding pages—rich on a red cloth, but cool 
in the garden on a summer day. When you 
are beginning to mix patterns, stick to ei- 
ther delicate or heavy china. Garden room

An |8th-century farm room

decorated to be forever young 


his fresh-looking living room 
has a checkered past. The more 
than 200-year-old one-room 
structure, originally part of a 
‘dairy farm in Chester County, 
Pa., was a slaughterhouse, and 
later a garage. It had a packed- 
dirt floor and crumbling walls 
when Judith and Jean Luc 
Alignan purchased the property 10 years ago. The 
attached house was equally decrepit. 

“T knew the house was too small and we would 
need the garage as an extra room,” says Judith Alig- 
nan, a real estate agent. 

With the help of a friend who wanted to experiment 
with 19th-century hand tools, the Alignans converted 
the garage, using found and salvaged materials. Wood 
for floors and doors came from a felled oak tree; newel 
posts were made from hickory and walnut logs; ceil- 
ing boards came from a dilapidated tractor shed; stone 
for the fireplace was dug from the original walls and 
floor. On trips to Jean Luc Alignan’s native France, 
the couple discovered vintage hardware in an out-of- 
the-way antiques shop. > 


The doorway was the garage entrance. 

To the left, a section of the wall had 
been cut to accommodate the wide cars of the 
1940s. The Alignans replastered the 
walls, leaving a small niche- 
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esigner Renee Leonard was 
enchanted with the room 
the Alignans created—par- 
ticularly its deep windows, 
white plaster walls and 
nooks and crannies. But 
some of the very features 
that give the room its 
charm also presented deco- 
rating challenges. “The room is small with an odd 
almost-crescent shape and different levels,’ she 
explains. “It was difficult to find furniture the 
right size—and figure out where to put it.” Her 
choices: versatile pieces from Nichols & Stone in a 
honey tone that blends with the room’s woodwork; 
Palecek’s shapely wicker chairs and ottoman, 
which provide ample seating without crowding. 
All are available at retail stores nationally. 

The wood and wicker furniture suited the casual 
look Ms. Leonard sought for this rustic setting. 
The decorator, a partner in the New York City 
shop Eggs & Tricity Inc., treated the greenhouse 
and living room as one large space, packing it with 
flowers and floral patterns.

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t’s no surprise that 
Sandy Ceppos was 
“crazy about the recent

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Ithough Carlos Jimenez fondly 

recalls growing up one of nine 

children on a coffee ranch in 

Costa Rica, he now thrives on 
the serenity he has found living and work- 
ing alone. On an otherwise ordinary street 
in Houston, he has created a compound of 
three small buildings—house, guest house 
and studio—carefully proportioned to suit 
the private life he’s chosen. In scale and 
roof pitch the two facing the street defer to 
the typical Texas bungalows in that neigh- 
borhood. They have the simple geometric 
forms of Monopoly game houses. Color is 
what gives them a striking individuality, a 
lesson Carlos learned in his native country 
where color is used to transform even the 
most basic building materials. “Color,” 
Mr. Jimenez says, “is a matter of comfort 
to the eye. It is a sensuous thing.”

So with very little 
money but much creativity he set about 
sculpting an environment for himself with- 
in the limits of this site. Using inexpensive 
building materials—concrete block and 
stucco—and doing all the carpentry and 
painting himself, he first built the salmon- 
colored house facing the street. 
Mr. Jimenez intentionally kept the inte- 
rior of the 480-square-foot house io an 
most spartan spareness. It contains only

of color he has created. A tall wood ladder 
leads to a 150-square-foot sleeping loft 
whose sole adornment is a high window’s 
view of the city lights. 

This little building was just the begin- 
ning of the architect’s exploration of the 
site. Because he wanted to create an envi- 
ronment in which his work could be syn- 
onymous with his home life, just six 
months later he built the structure at the 
end of the backyard that was for a time to 
serve as his studio. 

Adding this building transformed the 
backyard into an enclosed court. Here, Mr. 
Jimenez installed a barbecue, a typical fix- 
ture in almost every Houston yard. How- 
ever, this one, graced by his own design, 
looks like a freestanding sculpture. For a

brief time it seemed that Mr. Jimenez’s 
small world was complete. However, as his 
practice grew he found that he needed a 
larger studio (the building at the end of the 
yard is only 150 square feet). Also, as his 
client list grew, he became increasingly 
tired of having to escort them through his 
house and court to reach the studio. Con- 
sequently, he created a new studio on an 
adjacent lot, and eventually changed the 
small back building to a private refuge and 
quarters for an occasionai guest. “I see the 
new studio as a laboratory where I have 
the freedom to contemplate scale, color 
and light,’ Mr. Jimenez says. What better 
place to do what he most enjoys—design- 
ing buildings. —SUSAN ZEVON

A GUIDE TO FEATURES 


Interior size—measured in cubic feet. 
Full-size models—whose average size is 
about 1.4 cubic feet—can accommodate a 
large platter, two dinner plates or a 16- 
pound turkey. 

Maximum power—measured in watts, the 
highest speed at which an oven will cook 
food. Higher wattage means faster cook- 
ing. (The highest wattages—between 600 
and 750 watts—are available only in full- 
size microwave Ovens.) 

Power levels—the equivalent of tempera- 
ture settings on conventional ovens. High, 
medium and defrost are the power settings 
most often used in microwave cooking. 
Multistage cooking—an automatic se- 
quence of power levels and cooking times 
enabling an oven to perform more than one 
cooking mode (for example, defrosting 
then heating). 

Programmable cooking—a feature on top- 
of-the-line touch-panel models that allows 
you to program power and time sequences 
for cooking. Some models come prepro- 
grammed for certain foods. 

Cooking pattern—to ensure an even cook- 
ing pattern, most ovens have either a rotat- 
ing stirrer blade or an antenna built behind 
the interior wall or ceiling of the oven that 
distributes the energy. Some ovens have a 
carousel or rotating plate on the bottom. 
All methods are effective ways to provide 
even cooking. 

Temperature probe—a real boon to the 
beginner, this heat-sensitive prong, whose 
cord plugs into the oven, is inserted into a 
roast or casserole to determine doneness by 
internal temperature. It eliminates guess-

work and overcooked, shoe-leather roasts. 
Cookware—Our only caveat concerns met- 
al, which reflects microwaves. A metal pan 
or metallic glaze on a ceramic dish will 
slow cooking, and metal trim on a dish 
may begin to spark. Otherwise, most oven- 
and heat-proof dishware is microwave- 
safe, and you should be able to use many of 
your own pieces. 

Are your plates microwave-proof? Here’s 
a test: Pour half a cup of water into a glass 
measure or bowl. Place the dish to be test- 
ed in the microwave, with the water beside 
or on top of the dish, and turn the oven on 
high power for one minute. If the water 
becomes hot and the dish remains cool, the 
dish is suitable for cooking. 

When choosing dishes for the micro- 
wave oven, remember that the best shapes 


are round, oval, or bundt-shaped. In 
square and rectangular dishes food in cor- 
ners absorbs more microwave energy and 
cooks more quickly. Dishes with straight 
sides are preferable to those with sides that 
angle down and inward: Straight sides pro- 
mote more even cooking. Although micro- 
wave energy won’t heat the cooking dishes, 
hot foods do transfer heat to the sides of 
the dishes they touch. Protruding handles, 
however, will not become hot. There are 
countless lines of specially designed micro- 
wave cookware. Among our favorite pieces 
are a “browning dish,” which browns and 
crisps small food items; a glazed clay sim- 
merpot; and a bacon and meat rack, which 
raises the meat above juices so it crisps 
rather than steams.

Garden books are hot! Because of the rise 
of two-breadwinner families, today’s young 
homeowners have more disposable income 
than their predecessors; they are interested 
in improving their homes and yards, and 
presumably in buying profusely illustrated 
books. It’s all part of their quest for ‘‘the 
good life.” A beautiful landscape increases 
property value; it also improves the quality 
of life for the homeowner. 

Publishers are jumping on the bandwag- 
on, not always with good results. In some 
cases the result is mediocre, possibly inac- 
curate, though usually quite striking in ap- 
pearance. You can’t always tell when a 
book has been cranked out quickly, so 
study it carefully before you buy. 

Another trend that may present prob- 
lems is the importation of English garden 
books. They make great gifts at this time of 
year, they’re excellent for the armchair 
gardener, but they can be frustrating: They 
are about English gardening. The only ar- 
eas that come close to England’s climate 
are in the Pacific Northwest and, perhaps, 
the east coast of Maine. 

Roy Strong’s popular new book, Creat- 
ing Small Gardens (Villard Books), in- 
cludes one picture of a flower garden that 
would represent an entire season in a 
Michigan garden. Flowers just don’t last 
long enough here to overlap the way they 
do in England. A good choice that happens 
to be English is Roddy Llewellyn’s Little 
English Backyards (Salem House). This is 
a book of ideas that includes useful plans 





for gardening in tight quarters anywhere. 

I must leave you with some suggestions 
for holiday gift giving (especially if the 
gardener on your list is you). A new book, 
Pleasures of the Garden: Images from The 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, by Mac Gris- 
wold (Abrams), is recommended for its 
beautiful color paintings and for Ms. Gris- 
wold’s text. In the British vein, I'd recom- 
mend anything by Penelope Hobhouse. 
And Robin Lane Fox’s new anthology, V. 
Sackville-West: The Illustrated Garden 
Book (Atheneum), is a great read. 

If you’re looking for useful books, consid- 
er these tried and true references: Sunset’s 
Western Garden Book for West Coast and 
Southern gardens, and America’s Garden 
Book, by James and Louise Bush-Brown 
(Scribner’s) for the rest of the country. Per- 
ennials: How to Select, Grow & Enjoy, by 
Pamela Harper and Frederick McGourty 
(HPBooks), is a good buy at $9.95. 

I’ve also found the new Taylor’s Guide 
to plants series, based on the renowned 
Taylor’s Encyclopedia of Gardening, to be 
handsome and useful. I originally thought 
these handbooks a bit pricey at $14.95, but 
my first purchase, Ground Covers, Vines & 
Grasses, has proved invaluable. Each guide 
(to perennials, vegetables, annuals, roses, 
bulbs, etc.) has nearly 500 color photo- 
graphs, which show these plants as they 
really are, and includes accurate descrip- 
tions. These are not rare botanicals collect- 
ed by an empire’s explorers, but more 
familiar flora certain to thrive in American 
gardens. @

None are bright and showy because we wanted 
an understated background. From flowering plants we clipped 
nicotiana, calendula, plumbago and scabiosa. 


Page 79: One of the plants commonly found at nurseries is a 
small flowering black-eyed Susan vine (usually sold in a hang- 
ing basket). We took this one out of its basket, divided it into 
three sections and put each into a little plastic sandwich bag. 
Then we surrounded the three plants-in-bags with tiny vegeta- 
bles and fruits—miniature pattypan squashes, kiwi, persim- 
mons, baby eggplants, cherries and charentais melons. The 
hardy black-eyed Susan can be replanted after your party. 


Page 80: Roses lend an elegance to any dinner. But here we 
wanted that elegance to be a bit more casual—so we chose 
garden roses, clipped from bushes, instead of florists’ roses. 
Mixed in are blooms from a balcon geranium plant. 


Page 81: We like to look beyond the flower section at a nursery. 
That’s where we found the blueberry branches and cherry 
tomatoes that are mixed into this flower arrangement with 
raspberry branches and variegated-leaf ground cover. We added 
foxglove, platycodon and yellow nerine lilies. Because of the 
unusual imix, the flowers have an unstudied look. 


Page 83: Geraniums are a flower most people don’t think of 
including. In this case we mixed painted lady geraniums with 
rambling roses, phlox, plumbago and fuchsia. @

—L.E., Blossvale, N.Y: 


Very ornate cut glass became pop- 
ular in the United States about 
1880. Earlier patterns were sim- 
pler and the glass usually was not 
as heavy. In 1876, the brilliant 
period cut glass exhibited at the 
Centennial Exhibition in Philadel- 
phia became very fashionable. 
New brides were given glass, not 
silver bowls or pitchers. Some 
large factories made and cut the 
glass; small workshops also pur- 
chased glass blanks and decorated 
them. Each piece was cut by hand, and the pattern was cut into the 
glass with a grinding wheel that removed large wedge-shaped pieces 
of glass. Because many different workmen cut the glass, it is difficult 
to identify the work of a particular factory from the pattern. A good 
quality piece of cut glass without large nicks is worth $200 to $2,000.

[ra My 5-foot-long table is made of mahogany with a light-colored 
inlay. It is about 3 feet high and 11 inches wide. What is it worth? 
—B.W., Lewisburg, Tenn. 





The origin of your table is mysterious. The rectangular top and 
light inlaid bands are typical of the American design of the Shera- 
ton period, prior to 1820. The heavy turned legs seem more 
compatible with Empire designs made after 1840. Perhaps the inlay 
was added to an Empire table and what you have is a reworked 
piece. Examine the table carefully, especially where the legs are 
joined. You may own a piece “married” from two tables and worth 
$800 to $1,000. An all-original table is worth twice as much. 


[] My John James Audubon print is labeled, “Great American 
Cock, Male. Vulgo Wild Turkey Meleagris Gallopavo.” The print 
measures 39 by 26 inches. How can I tell if it is an original 
Audubon print? What is the value? —L.S., San Mateo, Calif. 


Audubon published the origi- 
nal edition of The Birds of 
America in London between 
1827 and 1838. His water col- 
or paintings were reproduced 
on a copper plate, then print- 
ed and hand-colored on dou- 
ble-elephant folio paper that 
bore a watermark. Holding 
the paper to the light, you 
should be able to read the 
watermark “J. Whatman 
Turkey Mill.”” Each sheet 
measured 39//, by 26, inch- 
es. The turkey print was en- 
graved by William Lizars 
and retouched by R. Havell, whose names should appear at the 
bottom of the picture. There were only about 300 copies of this 
printing of the turkey picture, but other versions of the Audubon 
birds existed. An original double-elephant folio with watermark 
could sell for more than $35,000. A late copy may be worth $100.

aybe you'll recall a lovely pas- 

sage from Henry David Tho- 

reau, whose compelling views 

of nature have touched many of 
us. He wrote in his journal, “I went to the 
woods because I wished to live deliberately 
... and see if I could not learn what it had 
to teach.” 

I came closer to knowing the truth of 
those words last Christmas when I turned 
to country .fields and woods for natural 
decorations to garland our new house, an 
historic parsonage in rural Connecticut, re- 
cently restored to its early-American con- 
dition. Living there, I couldn’t help 
envisioning how Christmas might have 
been celebrated by the original parson and 
his family in 1780. Their resource for fes- 
tive decorations must have been the very 
woods that still surround our house. 

While no stranger to the woods myself, I 
knew just the person to invite along, some- 
one who shared my love of the outdoors 
and whose knowledge and passion for 
things that grow could make an old-fash- 
ioned Christmas happen. Tom Pritchard, 
one of the geniuses behind New York 
City’s Madderlake flower shop, agreed to 


= go exploring with me. You can see the 


results on pages 41 to 47 of this issue. 

The treasures we found and used were 
really what most people would consider 
“ordinary”—vines from the underbrush to 
wrap into round wreaths and trim with 
berries, branches with an unusual or artis- 
tic twist, blue-berried juniper, wild rose 
hips and winterberries, and a Christmas 
tree that looked perfectly natural in its 
woodland setting but that would certainly 
have been the ‘“‘orphan”’ tree on a commer- 
cial Christmas tree lot because of its irreg- 
ular shape. When all this was brought into 
the little parlor and keeping room of our 
house under Tom’s practiced eye, it 
seemed to belong there as naturally and 
perfectly as the snow that decorated the 
oranches of the trees outside. 

But the significance of our outing in the 
woods was not only in the festive results— 
although they were pleasing to Tom, my 
family and friends—but also in the simple 
realization, brought home to me once 
again, that observing life and its true beau- 
ty requires looking closely at what sur- 
rounds us each step of the way. 

Tom taught me to see things through his 
artist’s eyes, to focus slowly on each ele- 
ment of nature’s bounty and beauty. I real- 
ized how often in my walks, caught up in a 
flurry of thoughts, I never really looked at 
what was around me. I’m sure you know 
the feeling. These days, it seems that we 
move in the world so quickly and so intent 
on getting places that we see only the obvi- 
ous things. We rush right by the bayberry 
bush, whose deep purple berries have sur- 
vived winter’s first frosts; we don’t notice 
the bough on the cedar tree that’s adorned 
with a multitude of tiny pinecones. 

But if our purpose for being in the 
woods is to seek out wonderful Christmas 
decorations, suddenly we begin to look 
with a heightened sensibility. “We enter a 
discovery mode,’ Tom says, ‘“‘and find 
ourselves looking at the world in a far 
more inventive way.” 

That sense of wonder and discovery also 


colored our Christmas decorating celebra- 
tion. While we were working with our 
woodland finds, any concern for perfection 
was replaced by the pleasure of creating by 
intuition, rather than recipe, letting the 
shapes of branches and greenery dictate 
those of the garlands and arrangements. 

And it was all accomplished without the 
stress of trying too hard that can ruin 
Christmas. Too often we feel that we’re 
under great pressure to produce perfect 
holiday surroundings, and we try to outdo 
last year’s decorations with flashier lights 
and more glitter—when actually the sim- 
plest and least expensive garlands will do. 
What counts at Christmas is the spirit of 
joy to the world, which can be expressed in 
a multitude of ways, few more eloquently 
than with the treasures nature offers. 

When our house was all “together,” we 
photographed it for your enjoyment and 
then, since it looked so fine, we invited our 
new-found friends and neighbors in for an 
impromptu Christmas “‘open house.” 

In that memorable setting, with only 
candlelight to illuminate the little rooms, 
with a fire crackling in the fireplace of the 
ancient keeping room, we experienced our 
final “‘lesson’’ of the season. 

We had brought nature’s wonders in- 
doors and embroidered them into the es- 
sence of our new-old home, and we could 
now feel the real warmth and love of 
Christmas. It radiated its welcome and its 
meaning to all of us. It is not in lavishness 
or in spending that the Christmas spirit is 
conveyed, but in the love and care we give 
to its celebration—and to each other.

“WHEN YOU TRAVEL, DON’T BUY JUNKY SOUVENIRS; BUY 
OBJECTS YOU CAN USE ON THE CHRISTMAS TREE”

hristmas is a special time for 
even the most hard-hearted. 
It brings out in us the fantasy 
we enjoyed as children. So ev- 
ery year for a very short time, we can 
recapture some of our lost youth. 

If you are fortunate enough to live 
in the country or own a large piece of 
land, going out, cutting down the tree 
and bringing it in can be a festive 
whole-day affair. At Christmastime, 
you should be able to stand back and 
wonder at the elegance and beauty 
nature has given us. 

Why run out and buy everything? 
Why can’t we make something in- 
stead? | remember that my son once 
made paper chains and we hung them 
on the tree until they faded. The sec- 
ond year after my wife, Virginia, and 
I were married, we spent hours making 
gingerbread cookies in our likenesses and 
iced them to look as if “we” were wearing 
bikinis. And someone we then regarded as 
very old—someone in her early fifties— 
suggested that we would never again be as 
young as we were then and we should save 
them. Well, we saved those cookies for 12 
years—until they disintegrated. And I 
know that all those funny little Dixie cups 
converted into bells with pipe cleaners 
hang on the trees of other people who also 
like the personal, who still favor collecting 
bibelots for the tree even if they are not 
meant to be ornaments. All of these hand- 
made ornaments seem to respect the tree, 
allow it to stand on its own. 

My real tirade is to encourage people to 
collect beautiful things as they travel. 
Don’t buy junky souvenirs; buy objects 
you can use on the Christmas tree. In Sici- 
ly, for example, we bought some of the 
silver amulets people hang in the church in 
hopes that their ailing hand or leg will 
mend faster—these made wonderful orna- 
ments. Virginia brought home from Mexi-

co little straw donkeys that in an earlier 
life had been place card holders. These 
have been on the tree for the 17 years we 
have been married. 

To decorate the house, I like to do sever- 
al things. One is to use a lot of candles. We 
usually have a festive dinner party for 
which we may light 100 candles and turn 
off all the electric lights. Candles don’t 
have to be the brightest shade of fire-en- 
gine-red or chlorophyll-green! Why not 
have them the color of cranberries or hol- 
ly? We like tall white candles, but at 
Christmas we use dark green ones about 
two feet tall. When they’re in their silver 
candlesticks, they are above eye level of the 
people seated at the table. To capture the 
dripping tallow I like to stuff magnolia 
leaves into the top of the silver holders— 
the effect is beautiful. You could arrange 
two or three leaves per candle. You can 
also use lemon leaves that last two to three 
hours before they go limp. 

People who don’t know what I’m talk- 
ing about owe it to themselves to visit 
Williamsburg, Va., to see what magic oc- 


curs with what is at hand from the 
deciduous forest. For instance, I was 
impressed with the Magnolia grandi- 
flora \eaves that are used for demi- 
lune sprays over the front doors. 
They also include boxwood and pine- 
apples. And I’ve admired Christmas 
tree-shaped centerpieces made of 
stacked lemons and boxwood. 

On the table we also like miniature 
rosemary standards trimmed with 
miniature ornaments. If you brush 
against them, they release a wonderful 
bouquet. We once tried mustard plant, 
which grew tiny white flowers, and we 
hung tiny silver ornaments that were 
leftovers from a broken strand of sil- 
ver beads. We used four on each table; 
two would be fine, as well. 

What we put on the mantel varies, 
but it usually includes some kind of 
evergreen. Sometimes I use cedar, because 
it smells good, sometimes pine—mostly 
from our own yard. Once in a while I will 
be caught and have to order it from the 
florist. But I never use the florist’s flocked 
ribbon or any of those commercial ribbons. 
I like wool ribbons. You can buy beautiful 
ones from Scandinavian shops. Polish wo- 
ven sashes—intended to be part of the 
peasant dance costume—also make beauti- 
ful ribbons for trimming or wrapping. 

Another wonderful idea is to drape the 
tables in silver Mylar to the floor, so they 
resemble ice-skating rinks. Then we fill lit- 
tle baskets with lady apples and grapes; to 
simulate fallen snow, we whip egg whites 
with powdered sugar to top the whole bas- 
ket. On the table we put little silver-col- 
ored BB’s for decorating Christmas 
cookies. This can be quite fun because 
sometimes the BB’s roll off the table and 
everyone Starts laughing. 

Some people swim into Christmas—they 
always have oyster stew. But we start with 
smoked salmon on a piece of toast in the

hen we first came to Thornhill 
Farm more than three de- 
cades ago, there was already a 
full wardrobe of trees: locust 
with the bark of gray tweed, the chestnut 
with silken leaves, cottonwoods, syca- 
mores, maples from yellow to red. Crowns 
of green were everywhere. So much so that 
I took them all for granted. I like to think 
it wasn’t that I was spoiled by the abun- 
dance, just that I was so busy taking care 
of four young children and one old Mary- 
land house that I didn’t have time to ad- 
mire the embroidery of nature. 

It took other forces of nature, the dark 
side, to wake me up, start me counting our 
family trees. A fierce storm toppled five 
white locusts, all in a row. And a blast of 
lightning crippled the chestnut. 

Somehow the chestnut survived; it was 
one of the fittest. And as the trees grew, so 
did our children. They knew all along 
about their arbor paradise, their country 
commissaries. They would go to the pear 
tree for its fruit, to the orchard for apples, 
to the chestnut tree for companionship. An 
entire fall afternoon would be spent polish- 
ing the chestnuts until they shone like 
brown velvet buttons. 

In time our sons became the custodians 
of the trees. I think they thought their 
father and I were too blasé about what 
they considered part of their heritage. 
When our son Tommy was only 12 he 


planted a white oak seedling that is now 
aller than our |} e. And when our older 
1 Todd was a Cornell student, he brought 
me small apple trees from a college

peach trees to be planted the next spring. 

I still haven’t spent too much time 
thinking about the trees, as the gardens 
seem to demand more. But just the other 
day I realized how very important these 
trees are to me. It was one of those weak, 
tired moments when you ask yourself, 
Now that the children are gone, how can I 
keep up a house that has grown too large, 
gardens that have grown too wide, fields 
that seem to ask for more care? 

You ask yourself, Wouldn’t it be easier 
to build a small, compact house on top of 
the hill with no grass to cut, flowers in pots 
rather than in beds—no frills, no fuss? 
Then I realized, as well, there would be no 
trees! Although the view from the top of 
the hill is the most beautiful of our 60 
acres, a new house without old trees would 
be like looking at modern art rather than 
an Impressionist painting. I wouldn’t un- 
derstand it. It wouldn’t be Thornhill. 

What was I thinking? No old friends to 
fan us, to shade us. Those tall trees have 
framed a simple farmhouse with a quiet dig- 
nity, a gracious air. When necessary, they 
have even given us a canopy to cry under. 

Where would the birds go? The cardi- 
nals perched in the trees, teasing me away 
from the typewriter as I watch their red 
flashes from my office window? Or the 
squirrels. Where would they flee when 
they hear a human step, without the long 
trunks of the locust trees, their escape 
route to lofty limbs? 

So, we’re here to stay in this old house. 
Our roots even deeper, I’ve discovered, be- 
cause of our trees. You never know what 
gift means the most until you almost lose 
it. So Merry Christmas, Old Trees, and 
here’s to another leafy New Year!

A FEW OF LADY BIRD JOHNSON’S FAVORITE THINGS: WILDFLOWERS, 
FAMILY AND THE HOUSES SHE HAS LIVED IN

his is a jubilee 
year for Lady 
Bird Johnson: 
She turns 75 on 

December 22. Parties 

are being held this 

month in her native 

Texas, but the biggest 

gathering will be in 

April, in Washington, 

D.C., where she 1s cele- 

brated each spring for 

the thousands of dog- 
woods and daffodils she 
planted as First Lady 

20 years ago. Mrs. 

Johnson’s interests are 

as wide as ever, but 

flowers, family and 
home are still closest to her heart. 

On her 70th birthday, Mrs. Johnson 
threw her “hat over the windmill” and 
launched a long-dreamed-of project, the 
National Wildflower Research Center 
(NWRC). In five years its membership has 
grown to nearly 9,000. Its mission: to re- 
search America’s native plants (only 200 of 
the nation’s 25,000 wildflower species have 
been studied seriously) and to encourage 
their use. Once planted, native flowers, 
trees and shrubs require less water and 
maintenance than conventional plantings. 

Headquartered on a farm-to-market 
road near Austin, a the center covers 
60 acres, including 25 acres of seed plots. 
It has set up models for research projects 
in several states, and is experimenting with 
techniques for preparing soil for seed. The 
NWRC also publishes a newsletter, Wild- 
flower, and is preparing a directory for

authored Wildflowers Across America, to 
be published by Abbeville Press in 1988, 
which will benefit the center. 

A woman of action as well as words, 
Mrs. Johnson experiments with wildflower 
plantings on 16 acres at her own ranch 
near Austin. It doesn’t work to scatter seed 
into grass “‘as if you were feeding chick- 
ens,” she cautions. To ensure germination, 
it is necessary to rake and water. ““A major 
breakthrough for large-scale planting,” she 
says, “is the experience we had drill-seed- 
ing. Two years ago in November we plant- 
ed five acres of gaillardia, using ten pounds 
of seed per acre. We had a glorious crop 
the next spring and summer and harvested 
eight-hundred pounds of seed in August. 
We didn’t add a dime’s worth of seed to 
the land to produce a magnificent display 
again this year.’ Mrs. Johnson also discov- 
ered that rain lily bulbs are easily trans- 
planted. When she moved some from the 
ranch to a roadside they bloomed “‘in 
masses, looking like a wedding veil hastily 
thrown by a departing bride.” 

Cultivating wildflowers on roadsides is 
one of Mrs. Johnson’s passions. Each year 
she gives a big barbecue for the Texas 
highway foremen who have done the most

to spread wildflowers. 
Instead of planting 
grass that has to be 
mowed, they let flowers 
go to seed, then mow 
and drop the flower hay 
on barren spots. Not 
only does this beautify 
the highways, it also 
saves the state some $8 
million annually. And 
many tourists are lured 
by the ‘Persian carpets 
of wildflowers” that 
bloom along the roads. 

In addition to work- 
ing with wildflowers, 
Mrs. Johnson also 
keeps up with a large 
circle of friends and her 
family—daughters Lynda Robb in Virginia 
and Luci Nugent Turpin in Toronto, their 
husbands and children. She takes individ- 
ual trips with each grandchild, going raft- 
ing with her grandson, Lyndon, and last 
spring visiting the Statue of Liberty with 
one of her six granddaughters, her name- 
sake Claudia Taylor Nugent. 

In a recent conversation, Mrs. Johnson 
spoke of wildflowers and family, and also 
of five houses she has loved. In her melodi- 
ous Southern voice, she simply described 
some pictures on a wall at a house in 
Virginia—and in doing so provided an 
overview of her remarkable life: 

“When my daughter Lynda and her hus- 
band, Chuck [Charles Robb, former gover- 
nor of Virginia], moved into their new 
house in Virginia—a beautiful place look- 
ing into treetops above the murmur and 
roar of the Potomac—they said I had to 
decide what to put on the walls in my 
room. It’s simply their best guest room, 
but they very kindly call it mine. I wanted 
a picture of a young, handsome Lyndon, a 
picture from 1934 when we were courting. 

“The other photographs I wanted most 
were of homes I’ve loved. I put up two

By HUGH NEWELL JACOBSEN 
aving a house built is 
probably the most ex- 
pensive thing you will 
ever do. So if you are 

going to build something, why 
shouldn’t it be terrific? The form 
of the house should absolutely 
say that it’s better on the inside 
than it is on the outside, or 
there’s no sense in going in. 

Now the great house, to me, is 
not one that someone walks into 
and says, “Who is your archi- 
tect?”’ The great house is a house 
in which a visitor turns to my client and 
says, “Mary, you look particularly beauti- 
ful tonight.’”’ The most important thing in 
a house is the people; the second is their 
objects—preferably art and books. Nobody 
marries the sofa. When you see a house for 
the first time, the driveway should be like a 
drum roll—it’s a promise. 

An architect is going to be under your 
bed for the rest of your life: Selecting one 
isn’t something you should take lightly. 
Look at his or her work, be stimulated by 
this person. Never go to just one architect. 
Architects generally solve the problems 
they set out to solve; the difference be- 
tween a good architect and a bad architect 
is that a good one solves the right prob- 
lems. Design solutions do not simply hap- 
pen, aS most people think, with the 
architect sitting up in the middle of the 
night, slapping his forehead and shouting 
“Eureka” and running to the drafting 
board. Design results from endless conver- 
sation with the client. It also comes when 


you look at the light—which varies on 
every piece of ground. And when you real-

process of trying to isolate the problem. 
But you really start isolating the prob- 
lem when you get into the nitty gritty of 
the “program.”’ Over a number of years 
my office has developed a program outline 
that we send to all our clients. It asks such 
questions as how many linear feet of 
clothes pole do you have in your closet 
»w, and how many linear feet of clothes 


. 


pole would you like to have? 
How many pairs of shoes do you 
have? We have to get the client to 
admit that she has 425 pairs of 
shoes that have to be put away in 
a sensible place. If you solve all 
the problems the architect is sup- 
posed to, but your client still 
hides shoes under her bed, then 
you haven’t created a nice house. 
Yet, no architect has ever been 
given carte blanche. Budgets 
have to be met. You must com- 
municate up front to your archi- 
tect exactly how much money 
you want to spend. Don’t play games. It is 
then the responsibility of the architect to 
get the client to think in terms of minimums. 
Regardless of the size of the family or 
the economic level of the client, the pro- 
portions of the house are always deter- 
mined by how many people sit at the table 
when the client entertains. If it’s 10, that 
tells me I need room for only 10 bottoms 
in the living room, and I design the dining 
room and the living room in proportion. 
The size of a bedroom is dictated by what 
goes on in there. If you withdraw after 
dinner, then the room has to be considera- 
bly larger to hold chairs and sofas. If you 
write in the bedroom, you need a desk. 
Beyond the proper proportions and stor- 
age, I want a client’s dream list: I’ve al- 
ways wanted a steam bath; I’ve always 
wanted a swimming pool; I’ve always 
wanted a window seat; winding stairs are 
just terrific. How about an upright piano 
next to the bed? I encourage clients to let it 
all hang out, and when they’re writing they 
start laughing because the list is just wild 
dreams. Then I ask them to read the list 
again and reorder their priorities, and 
number 37 moves up to 15. That tells me a 
lot. I sit down with my clients and make 
them think of the best way to wake up in the 
morning, the best way to brush their teeth. 
We speak to the children too, but you

have to watch kids. They’re fickle and extremely trendy. Most 
parents forget that kids grow up and their taste is generally 
appalling. However, every kid has a wish list. Since kids grow 
up quickly, it doesn’t make sense to design a pirate room for a 
boy of seven, but there are found spaces in the eaves that are 
great places for children to go when they’re feeling out of sorts. 

The Kahn house is a good example of how we work (see 
House Beautiful, September 1986). I got a telephone call from a 
family in Lima, Ohio, so I went out there. Lima is a little 
country town that has burgeoned with factories but still has 
farms and open fields. When I got there I walked the land, an 
abandoned farm. It was filled with weeds, and because it was 
winter and everything was covered in snow, I couldn’t see very 
far. I found one tree, an elm, and I sited the entire house in 
relation to that elm. After the walk we drove around the area. 
A lot has been torn down, so almost everything in Lima is post- 
World War II; the decade of the “SOs was perhaps one of the 
most dreadful for American architecture. The only good archi- 
tecture left is white wood-frame board-and-batten Gothic Re- 
vival—“‘the white American farmhouse” still standing there 
addressing the land and seeming very pleased with itself. 

While all this was working in the back of my head, the Kahns 
and I went back to their house, then a 1950s split level. In came 
four kids, three of whom were girls—very strange to me since 
my wife and I have raised three sons. They were in little flannel 
nighties with their hair done up with little bows in the back. 
They came in and took my hand and curtsied. When you say 
hello to a boy, he usually kicks you, but these little girls bobbed. 
I was really transported by the thought of those kids in their 
little nighties standing outside each of their doors doing this 
bob. The concept of the house that’s now the Kahns’ began on 
the second floor bedroom hall beneath a cupola of light. 

To avoid the feeling of living in a motel, we made each kid’s 
room different. And from that point on, it wasn’t hard to put 
the house together. The girls needed a playroom; and the father, 
an obstetrician, a beat-the-stork garage. A retreat for the par- 
ents with its own fireplace was also part of the program. In the 
attic I put little oval windows, each with a little window seat. 
The kids call them belly button windows. We sound-proofed 
the floor there because we knew they'd be roller skating or 
riding tricycles and tipping towers of blocks. I think that space 
will always be used, even after the kids grow up, because it’s a 
place to go for seclusion. The views are special, and the light is 
entirely different. You can always look down through the 
cupola and those little portholes and be part of the whole house. 

Nobody should ever build a house without at least three 
bedrooms, because that is the family-size house. Houses are 
based on kids—kids make houses. Architects do not make 
homes; we make houses. My clients make homes. It’s all of the 
stuff that comes into my houses that makes them homes. And if 
my houses are not strong enough to survive their stuff, I have 
not done a very good job. Houses must survive mumps, mea- 
sles, chicken pox and the onslaught of popular taste. Louis

NEWPORT MANSIONS, A SHAKER MEETING HOUSE AND A VIRGINIA BALLROOM

San Antonio, Tex. 

For more than 200 years 
this Texas town has cele- 
brated Christmas with 
spectacular song- and mu- 
sic-filled pageants called 
“Las Posadas.’’ Smaller 
versions of the event take 
place in neighborhoods all 
over the city, but this 
year’s main procession,

sion. At the Shaker community of Pleasant 
Hill, Ky., hymns written a century ago are 
sung in the austerely beautiful Meeting 
House. And equally captivating music is 
performed in Bethlehem, Pa.; Old Salem, 
N.C.; and Newport, R.I. Making a pilgri- 
mage to hear the unique music in one of 
these towns is a special way to celebrate 
the holidays. Each has concerts, song- 
fests and other musical events to plan 
a visit around, and you'll find as much 
to see and do as to hear. 


Williamsburg, Va. 

The crisp marching troop of teenage 
boys in red regimental uniforms trills fifes 
and rumbles drums along the festively dec- 
orated streets. On Sunday, December 13, a 
cannon blast signals the Grand Illumina- 
tion of the City, the lighting of hundreds of 
candles in windows, and marks the begin-

lelit ballroom of the Governor’s Palace 
(December 19, 23 and 28). Using authenti- 
cally reproduced instruments of the 1770s, 
musicians in period attire play baroque 
music that the Williamsburg Colonials en- 
joyed more than 200 years ago. Works by 
Handel, Corelli, Purcell and others are 
performed on violins with gut strings rath- 
er than the present-day steel, and wood- 
winds that are actually wooden, not metal. 

Some events combine music and dance. 
On December 16 and 20, you can hear 
dance music from the 1770s at the Capitol. 
In the dark-paneled Hall of Burgesses, a 
small ensemble of costumed musicians 
plays while eight to 10 professional danc- 
ers demonstrate Colonial steps—and en- 
courage guests to join in. An event like 
those the Colonial gentry attended, “Holi- 
day Season Ball at the Palace”’ is not to be 
missed. In the Palace ballroom performers 
in velvet and taffeta costumes execute for- 
mal minuets as well as country dances to 
music played on period instruments (De- 
cember 15, 18, 22, 27 and 30). 

In the mood for lighthearted entertain- 
ment? Go back to the Hall of Burgesses for 


which is open to the pub- 
lic, will be on December 13. Originally a 
way for Spanish missionaries to explain the 
Christmas story to native Texans, “Las 
Posadas”’ (the inns) is a reenactment of the 
Holy Family’s search for lodging on the 
night Jesus was born. Led by children 
dressed as Joseph, Mary, angels and shep- 
herds, mariachi groups and carolers sing 
Spanish folk songs. Paraders holding 
candles follow, snaking down the River 
Walk, which is illuminated by 2,000 /u- 
minarias and 30,000 Christmas lights 
blinking in trees. 

As the paraders wind their way past the 
throngs of San Antonians and visitors who 
line the River Walk, Mary and Joseph stop 
at three “inns” (actually balconies or pati- 
os of restaurants along the way) and ask— 
in Spanish songs—for a place to Stay. 
From inside the “inns” local choirs and 
mariachi groups turn them away. The ex- 
change of songs is a blend of folk tunes and 
religious litanies. The procession ends 
when the Holy Family finally finds shelter 
at a stable at the Arneson River Theatre, 
where the figure of the infant Jesus is 
placed in a creche. A party follows at

Bethlehem, Pa. 

The Moravians are members of a Protes- 
tant denomination founded in the 15th 
century by followers of John Hus, a Czech 
patriot and preacher who was burned at 
the stake in 1415 for demanding church 
reform. By the 1700s many Moravians em- 
igrated to America from Germany to es- 
cape religious persecution. They settled in 
Bethlehem in 1741 and celebrated their 
first Christmas with their simple yet elo- 
quent song and by naming the town after 
Christ’s birthplace. In 1744 the Moravians 
formed the Collegium Musicum, the first 
symphonic ensemble in the Colonies. 

Several musical events are scheduled in 
Bethlehem—now known as “The Christ- 
mas City’—this season. At the Central 
Moravian Church in the historic district, 
you can hear Moravian Christmas music 
during the Advent Lovefeast, a holiday 
service with buns and coffee served in the 
pew while you're listening (November 29 
at 4 P.M.). It’s followed by the Christmas 
City Lighting Ceremony, then more music 
at an Advent Candlelight Service at the 
West Side Moravian Church. On Decem- 
ber 11 the Moravian College Collegium 
Musicum and Bethlehem A Capella Sing- 
ers perform in “Chantons Noel,” a pro- 
gram of Renaissance and 20th-century 
music. On December 12 Christmas music 
of early Germany through the baroque is 
performed by the Baltimore Consort in a 
program titled “In Dulci Jubilo.”’ Both 
concerts are held at the Packer Memorial 
Church at Lehigh University. 


Winston-Salem, N.C. 

When President George Washington 
visited the Moravian town of Salem in the 
spring of 1791, he was welcomed with 
trumpets, French horns and trombones. 
He attended a singstunde, or congregation- 
al sing-along. Only 25 years before, Mora- 
vians from Bethlehem had cleared the 
forest to build the town. 

Now a restored historic town, Old Sa- 
lem recreates a Moravian Christmas sea- 
son with Old Salem Christmas on 
December 18 and 19, when special festivi- 
ties and music programs are planned. On 
both days folk music is played on a gentle- 
sounding hammer dulcimer, flute and 


harp. The Old Salem Chorus, a group of 


30 costumed performers, presents two con- 
certs daily of favorites like ‘Silent Night” 
and melodic Moravian hymns. The singers 
will invite you to join in for the singstunde,

At the Concord Museum Christmases 


from 1685 to 1850 are recalled 


O exquisite are the flowers, garlands, 
wreaths and bouquets at the Concord 
Museum (above) during Christmas that 
visitors often assume professional flo- 
rists have been at work. “They find it 
difficult to believe that everything was 
done by members of the Concord Mu- 
seum Guild and other volunteers,’ says Carol Haines, who co- 
chaired the decorating committee last Christmas. (The next Olde 
Concord Christmas, as the biannual event in Concord, Mass., is 
called, will be held in 1988.) Indeed, the volunteers—200 in all— 
know enough about drying and preserving flowers to seem like 
professionals. They start planning in March and by May know 
exactly how they want their rooms to look. One reason for 
beginning so early is that all decorations must be thoroughly 
researched for historical accuracy. Each of the 15 rooms in the 
museum is paneled, painted and furnished to document a certain 
period—the earliest represents the style of 1685; the latest, the 
Empire Room, 1850—and the decorations must correspond.

hat is it about Christmas that 

inspires such glorious heights 

of decorating? Is it our desire 

to delight friends and visitors 

with new trimmings? Or is it the brevity of 
the season that encourages experimenta- 
tion? If you cover your tree with origami 
animals, for instance, you know that if you 
don’t like it, you can take it down on 
December 26. Perhaps it’s that the spirit of 
the season brings out the child in us and, 
with it, a child’s courage to try new things. 
Whatever the reason, Christmas is a 
time of decorating freedom—a time to take 
chances, to indulge in an excess of flowers 
and greenery, to be whimsical, even in a 
dignified setting. For example, a marble 
cherub (/eft), surrounded by a collection of 
antiques, wears a tiny wreath. Although 





Christmas is a time when more is usually 
better, it is also an occasion for splendid 
simplicity: a garland looped around the top 
of a Maine lighthouse or glass cylinders 
wrapped with sprigs of lavender (above). 

Christmas is, of course, a season of glory 
for the perennially creative. (On these 10 
pages, ideas from such innovators provide 
inspiration for your own decorating.) But 
even die-hard traditionalists can make 
room for new ideas. And in some families 
traditions evolve constantly. Paul Rueck- 
wald, who devised the nut topiaries 
(above), says he has been making orna- 
ments with Styrofoam cones for years. 
“Every year my mother and I would cover 
one of these cones. Once we used different 
kinds of pasta, sprayed gold. This nut tree

Mr. Oakes’s use of blue 
accents is thorough but far from obsessive. When 
John Fowler willed him the orangeish tea table, 
he added it to the room. 















am afraid Judith and I

The dining room cupboard holds 
chipped and mended pieces along with red par- 
rots, a joke from an American nephew, and a 
willow service “that we liked because it was a 
usual pattern in an unusual color.” The willow- 
ware has the same yellow tones as the hops that 
garland the dining room’s beam. “Hops, which 
Kent is famous for, grow ten feet high on a pole,” 
Mr. Oakes says. “We know the local farmers,

wenty-four years ago, 
when George and Judith 
Oakes first saw this cot- 
tage, it had an outdoor 
privy. Water was collect- 
ed from a spring; electricity was still an alien 
commodity. “Derelict” is how George Oakes de- 
scribes the cottage, but he and Judith nonetheless 
decided to take on its renovation—a major opera- 
tion since the cottage was actually a set of three 
tiny stone row houses built for farmhands in the 
1700s. Walls and stairs had to be knocked out; 
baths and a kitchen put in. Mr. Oakes built a 
garage/art studio and a tiny peaked porch (page 
72) with his own hands. “It’s one of those things 
one does with very little experience and a great 
deal of trial and error,” he says. 

The cottage, an hour-and-a-half commute 
from London, arrived in Mr. Oakes’s life five 
years after he had joined Colefax and Fowler. 
“Before that I’d been doing various kinds of 
decorative painting,” he recalls. “John Fowler 
took me on to help with various projects, which 
later included National Trust houses.”’ Today his 
job involves “‘painting anything from a pillow to 
wallpaper or a large canvas” as well as heading 
up Colefax and Fowler’s design studio, which 
produces about 18 wallpaper and fabric patterns 
annually. Among the firm’s bestsellers are ‘a 
half-dozen fabrics John copied from documents 
thirty years ago,” including the fuchsia and gera- 
nium prints (opposite, bottom left and right).

For example, he 
set the interior staircase within an atrium at an angle to the rest of 
the plan, and on the third level, he carved out an open deck to 

extend the living room outdoors, toward the lake. 

‘““What’s amazing about Stuart Silk,” says Ms. Hughes, “is that 
with so little guidance from me, he created a house that suits my 
personality perfectly. It’s very open, has few frills and isn’t very 
practical!” The impracticality of only one closet would be an anoma- 
ly in most houses, but that does not pose a problem for Barbara 
Hughes. You see, she’s used to living out of a single suitcase.

Even more strik- 
ing is the peach-and-flower-scented, 
unctuously sweet 1985 Joseph Phelps Spe- 
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cial Select Late Harvest Jo- 
hannisberg Riesling (about 
$27.50 a half-bottle). We'll 
keep a decanter of port on the 
sideboard too, filled with 1981 
Taylor Fladgate Late-Bottled 
Vintage ($10) or 1975 Fonse- 
ca Vintage Port ($35), and 
treat ourselves and friends to 
a glass of this rich and fruity 
wine on cold winter evenings. 

We'll also be opening bot- 
tles of other exotic sweet 
wines that can be served not 
just with dessert, but as des- 
sert in themselves, their lus- 
ciousness enhanced by a sharp 
and salty wedge of Roquefort 
or the milder Gorgonzola dol- 
ce. Our top choices are 1983 
Ch. Doisy-Vedrines, a superb Sauternes 
with hints of lemon and toffee (about $15), 
and 1985 Paul Jaboulet Muscat de 
Beaumes de Venise (about $18).

you buy plants 
wisely—and get 


what you want 


By KEN DRUSE 

I’ve been noticing something different 
about the conversations at parties recently. 
People are talking about gardening, and 
everyone seems to be speaking a foreign 
language. “I’ve had so much success with 
my Delphinium elatum ‘Pacific Hybrids’ 
this year,” I overheard one woman say. 
Across the table, a doctor friend of mine 
chirped, “Aconitum napellus filled in very 
nicely and made my planting complete.” 

People are talking about plants, and 
they’re talking Latin. You’d be surprised 
how many Latin plant names are already 
in common usage: ageratum, ajuga, aloe, 
anemone, aster, begonia, chrysanthemum, 
ficus, fuchsia, gardenia, hydrangea, iris, 
pachysandra, philodendron, phlox, rhodo- 
dendron, wisteria and zinnia. 

But why is it important to know more 
Latin names of plants? There are many 
reasons. If I write about a certain species 
or variety, you might have trouble finding 
it in catalogs or at the garden center by a 
common name alone. Many plants have 
familiar names that are regional. ‘Spider 
plant” may be “airplane plant” or “‘moth- 
er-of-thousands” depending on where you 
live. Chlorophytum comosum is the generic 
name for this plant in Oshkosh, Strasbourg 


) 


and Beijing. If you want to purchase the 
striped-leaved form as a house gift when 
visiting your Norwegian relatives, ask their 
florist for Chlorophytum comosum ‘Vitta- 
tum’—he’ll know what you mean. 

Another problem with common names 
is that some plants have the same nick- 
name. “‘Loosestrife’’ could refer to Lyth- 
rum or Lysimachia. A properly labeled 
plant also tells you something about the 
shop or nursery where you buy it. The 
inclusion of scientific names affirms that 
the purveyor cares about accuracy. 

The best reason I know for learning the 
real name of a plant is that it’s one of the 
secrets of good gardening. You must treat 
your plants as individuals. Knowing their 
names helps you know your plants. 

The first word of a Latin name tells you 
the genus of which the plant is a member. 
The second name isolates the species, and 
the third name, if there is one, tells you 
which cultivated variety you have. For ex- 
ample, Rudbeckia fulgida ‘Goldsturm’ is a 
variety of black-eyed Susan. The second 
name of a species is usually descriptive. 
Echinacea purpurea is the purple coneflow- 
er; purpurea means purple. Below 1s a glos- 
sary of some of the most frequently used 
adjectival species names. @

A CELEBRATION OF BOOKS 








hat Christmas comes at the onset of the long, cold 
months makes a book a perfect gift. These are sure to 
warm a winter’s day. 

Given the definitiveness of crafts books recently pub- 
lished, aficionados are in for hours of pleasure. Take, for exam- 
ple, Hearts and Hands: The Influence of Women & Quilts on 
American Society by Pat Ferrero, Elaine Hedges and Julie Silber 
(The Quilt Digest Press, $19.95). A thorough social history of 
quilt-making, with vintage photographs and extensive commen- 
tary, the book paints a revealing portrait of early-American life. 
For collectors, the oversize America’s Glorious Quilts, edited by 
Dennis Duke and Deborah Harding (Macmillan, $75), is the 
quintessential guide. Essays by 10 experts cover almost every 
topic imaginable, from quilt folklore to the quilts of Hawaii. 
Open By Southern Hands by Jan Arnow (Oxmoor House, $35) 
and meet a bevy of Southern craftspeople and their loving 
creations. Instructions teach you how to continue their tradi- 
tions of toy-making, basketmaking, metalwork and pottery. 

Gardeners are always looking for new sources of inspiration, 
especially during the cold months. Here are a few books to help 
them grow wiser when nothing else seems to be growing. 
Christopher Lloyd recounts The Year at Great Dixter (Viking, 
$24.95), taking his readers through every triumph and tragedy 
encountered in four seasons at one of England’s most famous 
country house gardens. He has lived and gardened here for 
most of his life and writes of his gardens as loving friends. 

For a broader view of the English gardening art, The Country 
House Garden: A Grand Tour by Gervase Jackson-Stops and 
James Pipkin (Little, Brown, $35) journeys through some of the 
best with lush photos of green slopes, topiary, statues and 
flower borders. In The Naturalist’s Garden (Salem House, 
$24.95) John Feltwell shows how to bring animals, insects and 
birds into planting schemes. He also recounts the history of 
naturalist horticulture from antiquity to the present, including 
famous plant collectors and their experiments. For more practi- 
cal advice, The Book of Classic Old Roses by Trevor Griffiths 
(Viking, $22.95) is a catalog of beautifully photographed favor- 
ites to help you plan for spring plantings. Another delightful 
way to organize is with The Old-Fashioned Garden by Nancy 
Lynch and Gill Tomblin (Rizzoli, $16.95). Plants and diagrams 
spring off the page in four helpful pop-up drawings. 

No one should miss Many Masks: A Life of Frank Lloyd 
Wright (Putnam, $22.95), especially since this new illustrated 
biography is the work of The New Yorker writer and critic 
Brendan Gill. Design buffs will also love Tropical Splendor by 
Hap Hatton (Knopf, $35). Subtitled An Architectural History of 
Florida, it details the climate-influenced waves of innovative 
design that state has seen, from Villa Vizcaya to Art Deco to 
today’s visionary Arquitectonica. Dream Houses by Mary Gil- 
liatt (Little, Brown, $35) features a variety of fantasies come 
true: some of the most inventive interiors to be found within 
two covers or four walls. The houses are in locations as diverse 
as Barcelona, the Dominican Republic, Australia and Texas. 

Those who dream of distant places from their armchairs may 
want to take Herodotus or Jack Kerouac along for the ride. 
Editor Paul Fussell has collected book excerpts and essays on 
far-flung adventures by some of the world’s great thinkers, 
writers and just plain livers into The Norton Book of Travel

They deal with solutions to problems. 
They never say, “This house is postmo- 
dern” or “This house is Georgian.” They 

y, “There is the front door and notice the 
proportion when you open the door; it 
swings to the right; the quality of the light 
is such ....”’ Style is something that peo- 
ple who are not architects have to use in 
order to describe what we’re doing. Saying 
“It was a modern house” doesn’t say 
much. Each of us, every architect, is a 
modern architect. Thomas Jefferson was a 
modern architect. So was Michelangelo, 
who terrified his contemporaries with what 
he was doing. We can design for today 
only by using the best of our technology, 
interpreting our society and culture and 
trying to contribute. 

As Louis Kahn said, the architect has to 
go out to that building site with a broom 
and just start sweeping. He sweeps away 
all of the preconceived ideas, and he 
sweeps away all of the things he’s seen in 
magazines and in books. Then he sweeps 
away all of the trendiness, and he gets it 
down so that the building will come up the 
way it should. There’s never a question 
when you look at a work of art. Leonard 
Bernstein defined a work of art—I think 
everybody's tried defining it—as some- 
thing that is at once fresh and inevitable. A 
house should look like a house and not a 
pickle factory. Hl

Nothing could be easier than making sugared fruit to use in 
garlands, wreaths or as holiday table decorations. Choose fruit 
with an eye for color, size and shape—in any arrangement it is 
best to have ingredients of different scales and varied profiles 
and colors. If possible, shop in a gourmet store, where you’re 
likely to find a greater variety of fruit. Small clusters of grapes 
are ideal, as are lady apples, pears (from the somber, graceful- 
shaped Bosc varieties to the small Seckel pears, to the larger 
rosy-red ones), plums, nectarines, starfruit, tiny pineapples, 
cherries and citruses of all types. Often it is possible to find one 
or two pieces with the stem and leaves intact, or in a distinctly 
different shape or color. 

Allow plenty of counter space to work. Wash and dry fruit. If 
you are using the fruit in wreaths or garlands, carefully thread 
one or two strips of thin wire through each piece of fruit, taking 
care not to exert undue pressure on wire until fruit is ready to 
be attached to wreath or garland. (For a centerpiece, which 
simply involves stacking fruit, no wire is necessary.) 

Holding either the fruit or the wire, dip fruit into egg white, 
then drain off excess, brushing the fruit against a paper towel if 
necessary. Then carefully roll each piece of fruit in a large plate 
of sugar until it’s completely covered. Remove to a clean sur-

The Robertsons 
developed a 
new type of 
crackled pottery and no longer needed the red clay found near 
Chelsea, so they moved to Dedham. The dishes made there were 
gray-white with blue designs. The glazed ware was quickly cooled 
so the glaze would crack. Then black lamp powder was rubbed on 
the dish to accent the veining. Most of the dishes were marked on 
the bottom with the name Dedham Pottery and a picture of a 
rabbit. The most popular pattern featured a border of rabbits; 
other animals and flowers were also used for borders. Some pat- 
terns, such as Crab and Wave and Day Lily, had center designs. 
An 8-1/2-inch rabbit plate is worth about $175; a pineapple- 
bordered plate, $450. The Day Lily plate sells for more than $800.

[| “J. Bertine” is stamped on the bottom of my Windsor chair. 
My grandfather was from Massachusetts; we think this chair was 
his. Where and when was it made? —K.G., Beaumont, Tex. 


James Bertine was a Windsor 
chair maker in New York 
City in the late 1700s. Several 
types of chairs marked with 
his name are well known. 
Your chair has a nine-spindle 
back. The general rule is, the 
more spindles, the better the 
chair. It has a ‘“‘continuous 
arm,” one piece of wood bent 
with steam and pressure to 
form the back and arms; this 
form was made in the New 
York area. The seat has a 
well-cut saddle, which makes 
it comfortable to use. The legs 
are baluster-turned in good 
proportion and are angled to 
give the proper support. 
These are all features of a valuable chair. The skilled maker used 
exactly the right-size spindles and types of wood to make a chair 
that has held up under hard use. Windsor chairs are still being 
made, but few of them are as elegant as the early ones. A signed 
18th-century Windsor chair without major repairs is in great 
demand today and sells for $4,000 or more.

Many other 
serving pieces—trays, candle- 
sticks, vegetable dishes, bowls, 
platters, and coffee and tea 
sets—were also made. And a 
full set of flatware was created 
as well. The pattern remained 
popular for many years. In the 
1930s the Chrysanthemum pattern was modernized—the overall 
design of flower petals was simplified. Any silver made by Tiffany 
is highly valued by collectors of tableware. Your water pitcher is 
probably worth at least $3,500.
